Mayor's  Message. 


[Delivered  before  the  City  Council,  April  5th,  1886.] 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

By  the  preference  of  our  fellow  citizens  we  are  en- 
trusted with  the  conduct  of  municipal  affairs  for  the 
ensuing  year.  It  is  a  trust  of  considerable  importance,  in- 
volving the  proper  expenditure  of  a  large  sum  of  money, 
and  in  many  ways  affecting  the  prosperity  of  our  city. 
I  believe  you  are  actuated  with  a  desire  to  justify  the 
confidence  placed  in  you. 

BONDED  DEBT. 

Our  net  bonded  debt  December  31st,  1885,  was 
$350,435.25,  a  decrease  during  the  year  of  $5,869.25.  As 
was  stated  in  my  message  of  a  year  ago,  and  more  recent- 
ly in  my  estimates  for  the  current  year,  $150,000  of  water 
bonds  6's  are  payable  July  1,  next,  and  I  have  called  a 
meeting  of  the  legal  voters  to  take  action  in  relation  to 
their  payment.

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SINKING  FUND. 

The  sinking  fund  has  received  additions  to  the  amount 
of  $5,869.25.  The  usual  provisions  for  its  increase  should 
be  made. 

STREETS. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  considerable  improve- 
ment in  our  streets.  It  should  be  our  policy  to  expend 
the  greater  share  of  our  highway  tax  upon  permanent  im- 
provements, rather  than  to  annually  roll  up  sand  upon 
our  back  streets.  The  back  streets  should  be  rendered 
passable,  of  course,  and  ultimately  will  be  permanently 
improved.  The  superintendent  has  evidently  made  the 
most  of  the  appropriation  given  him. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT. 
The  expenditures  in  this  department  have  been  judi- 
ciously managed  by  the  superintendent,  and  much  needed 
work  has  been  economically  done.  Some  two  years  since 
the  water  committee  were  directed  to  examine  into  the 
subject  of  our  water  supply,  and  to  report  the  result  of 
their  investigations  to  the  Board.  They  have  just  made 
their  report,  which  contains  the  result  of  many  analyses 
of  water  taken  from  various  localities  in  the  lake.  The 
report  imparts  the  gratifying  assurance  that  the  water  at 
the  point,  where  it  is  now  pumped  from,  is  as  pure,  if  not 
purer,  than  in  any  other  locality  in  the  lake.  There  are 
some  people  who  do  not  appreciate  the  value  of  the  find- 
ings of  the  committee.  I  acknowledge  the  difficulty  of 
determining  all  that  should  be  done,  but  I  believe  that 
some  things  are  apparent  that  should  be  done,  and 
done  now.  I  believe  I  shall  have  your  aid  and  the  ap- 
probation of  our  fellow  citizens,  in  doing  what  I  recom- 
mend, and  having  it  done  before  July  1st  if  possible. 
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mayor's  message. 


I  recommend  that  an  auxiliary  reservoir  be  con- 
structed south  of  the  present  one,  and  that  it  be  cemented 
upon  the  bottom,  and  so  arranged  in  connection  with  the 
present  reservoir,  that  water  may  be  pumped  into  one  or 
both,  that  either  one  may  be  emptied  separately,  and  that 
a  charcoal  filter  be  so  constructed  that  water  will  be 
filtered  from  the  new  to  the  old  reservoir.  I  also  recom- 
mend that  in  the  summer  time,  at  least,  the  pumping  be 
done  in  the  night,  and  that  the  water  be  pumped  into  the 
new  reservoir,  and  thus  a  very  large  share  of  our  water  be 
subject  to  the  filter.  As  soon  as  the  new  reservoir  is 
completed  the  old  one  should  be  emptied  and  cemented, 
and  thereafter  kept  clean.  In  this  connection  I  would  re- 
commend that  the  Battery  street  sewer  be  constructed 
before  July  1st.  I  would  also  recommend  that  you  in- 
quire into  the  cost  and  probable  value  of  a  pier  to  be 
erected  just  west  of  the  present  water  pier,  the  east,  south 
and  west  sides  of  which  shall  be  impervious  to  water 
and  the  north  side  to  contain  a  filter.  I  will  not  elab- 
orate upon  the  subject  at  this  time. 

I  have  in  mind  a  plan  of  procuring  means  to  do  the 
work  recommended,  without  any  increase  in  rate  of  the 
tax  recommended,  or  in  our  gross  bonded  indebtedness, 
which  plan  I  will  submit  to  you  in  the  near  future.  Again 
I  urge  that  there  be  no  delay  in  this  important  matter. 

SEWERS. 

Last  year  witnessed  a  substantial  advance  in  the 
construction  of  our  sewer  system.  The  Kavine  sewer, 
the  building  of  which  threatened  at  one  time  to  involve 
the  city  in  litigation,  was  completed  at  moderate  cost.  In 
addition  to  the  Battery  street  sewer,  the  one  upon  St. 
Paul  street  should  be  immediately  constructed.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 
I  can  add  nothing  to  the  words  of  commendation  in 
my  message  of  last  year  in  regard  to  this  department.  I 
would  recommend  that  the  requirements  of  the  depart- 
ment, as  detailed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  in  his  report,  be 
complied  with,  which  I  believe  can  be  done  within  my 
estimates. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  AND  PARKS. 

They  deserve  the  same  good  care  this  year  as  they 
received  the  past  season. 

FLETCHER  FREE  LIBRARY. 

Harmony  has  taken  the  place  of  discord,  and  all  per- 
sons connected  with  it  appear  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
support  you  have  accorded  it.  The  trustees,  except  the 
chairman,  deserve  the  thanks  of  our  community  for  their 
unrequited  and  valuable  services. 

CRIMINAL  AND  POLICE. 

The  year  has  been  an  uneventful  one  in  this  depart- 
ment. For  the  first  time  in  some  years  the  offices  of 
Sheriff  and  Chief  of  Police  have  been  held  by  different 
persons,  so  all  of  the  business  arising  under  the  prohib- 
itory law  has  been  done  by  the  sheriff  instead  of  the  chief 
of  police. 

SCHOOLS. 

Our  schools  have  sustained  their  reputation.  A  care- 
ful perusal  of  the  able  and  comprehensive  report  of  the 
superintendent  will  be  of  value  to  all  persons  interested 
in  our  schools.  The  high  school,  under  the  intelligent 
control  of  Principal  S.  W.  Landon,  grows  in  the  favor  of 
its  patrons  each  year. 
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PAUPER  DEPARTMENT. 

As  usual  this  department  has  been  prudently  and 
efficiently  managed  the  past  year. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 
This  department  has  been  administered  with  fidelity 
and  courage  during  the  year.    It  is  an  important  branch 
of  our  city  government,  and  should  receive  intelligent  at- 
tention from  the  health  committee. 

SOLDIERS'  MONUMENT. 
It  seems  singular  that  with  so  progressive,  so  gener- 
ous and  so  patriotic  a  people  as  we  have,  Burlington 
should  have,  for  so  long  a  time,  neglected  to  erect  a  suit- 
able monument  in  memory  of  her  fallen  heroes,  men  who 
sacrified  themselves  that  we  might  enjoy  the  inestimable 
fruits  of  peace  and  an  undivided  country.  It  is  but  little 
we  can  do  for  the  dead,  but  we  owe  something  to  the 
living. 

The  monument  would  be  evidence  to  our  children, 
and  to  generations  yet  unborn,  that  we,  in  our  time,  ap- 
preciated heroic  sacrifice  for  liberty  and  union,  and' it 
would  teach  them  a  lesson  of  patriotism.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  an  appropriation  of  $5000  be  made  this  year 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  suitable  monument,  or  part- 
ly erecting  it  should  a  larger  sum  be  found  to  be  needed, 
and  that  you  appoint  a  special  committee,  consisting  of 
some  members  of  your  board  and  some  of  our  patriotic 
citizens,  to  take  the  subject  into  consideration. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHTS. 
I  think  it  wise  to  arrange  for  some  electric  lights  for 
a  few  of  our  main  streets  and  about  the  City  Hall  Park 
if  it  can  be  done  and  keep  within  the  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  street  lights. 


MAYORS  MESSAGE. 
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STREET  RAILWAY. 

The  street  railway,  which  was  constructed  last  fall  be- 
tween Burlington  and  Winooski,  ensures  cheap  transpor- 
tation between  the  two  places  and  intermediate  points, 
and  is  a  benefit  to  both  places,  I  believe.  I  think  it  is 
appreciated  by  the  citizens  generally. 

THE  CARNIVAL. 

With  some  doubts  as  to  the  advisability  of  holding  a 
carnival,  and  fears  that  we  could  not  satisfactorily  enter- 
tain our  visitors,  the  coasting  club  finally  committed  it- 
self to  the  project,  and  after  a  vexatious  postponement  on 
account  of  unpropitious  weather,  the  programme  was  ful- 
ly carried  out,  and  with  what  success  we  leave  it  with  our 
visitors  to  say. 

I  believe  the  carnival  will  add  to  our  material  pros- 
perity in  many  ways,  and  has  added  to  our  already 
creditable  reputation  for  hospitality,  and  has  shown  the 
capacity  of  our  young  men  to  do  well,  whatever  they  un- 
dertake to  do.  It  will  help  us  in  many  things  we  may 
desire  to  do  in  the  future. 

TAXATION. 

I  have  no  reason  to  change  my  estimates  of  expenses 
for  the  present  year,  except  however,  should  a  soldiers 
monument  be  erected  an  additional  tax  of  five  per  cent 
would  be  needed  unless  our  grand  list  should  be  larger 
than  last  year. 

IN  GENERAL. 

While  business  has  not  been  so  good  as  we  might 
wish  during  the  year,  it  has  been  fair,  and  our  city  has 
made  substantial  progress.  No  great  calamity  has  befal- 
len us,  and  we  enter  the  year  with  hope  and  courage.

Gentlemen  : — The  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free 
Library  beg  to  present  to  you  their  Thirteenth  Annual 
Report. 

Once  more,  you  have,  with  thoughtful  regard  for  the 
good  of  the  Library,  given  to  it  the  proceeds  of  the  city 
dog-tax ;  for  which  the  Trustees  desire  to  make  to  you 
their  thankful  acknowledgements.  Their  thanks,  how- 
ever, are  more  the  thanks  of  the  community,  which  is  the 
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FLETCHER  FREE  LIBRARY. 


more  advantaged  in  its  use  of  the  Library,  by  the  more 
books  which,  through  your  wisdom  in  this,  the  Trustees 
have  been  able  to  add  to  our  collection.  The  regular  in- 
come from  our  purchase  fund  would,  of  necessity,  leave 
many  an  aching  void  upon  our  shelves,  which  your  an- 
nual donation  enables  us  to  fill. 

The  Librarian  will  furnish  you  our  statistics  for  the 
year.  But  we  wrould  specially  mention  among  our  wel- 
come gifts: — those  of  the  publishers  of  "The  Burlington 
Independent,"  "The  Weekly  Free  Press,"  and  of  the 
paper  of  the  students  of  the  University,  "  The  Cynic";  of 
Mr.  Joseph  Auld,  in  a  large  number  of  valuable  maga- 
zines, useful  to  complete  our  sets ;  of  Mr.  E.  B.  Taft,  in 
"The  Nation"  newspaper;  of  Mrs.  C.  E.  Miner,  in  the 
year's  issue,  continued  by  her,  of  "  The  Popular  Science 
Monthly";  and  of  Mr.  H.  L.  Cannon,  in  his  annual  sub- 
scription for  us  to  "  The  London  Graphic,"  "  Le  Monde 
Tllustre,"  and  "  Life."  The  benefit  of  our  reading  room 
is  much  enhanced  by  these  timely  gifts.  We  are  also 
much  indebted  to  our  Senator,  G.  F.  Edmunds,  and  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  for  useful  government  publi- 
cations. 

"Beading  Boom  !"  We  wish  we  had  one.  It  is  only 
by  a  stretch  of  language  that  we  use  the  word.  It  is  ill 
applied  to  the  common  library-room  which  has  to  be 
used  as  such  ;  where  two  long,  awkward  sloping  shelves 
do  inconvenient  duty  for  reading-tables,  and  a  confused 
coming  and  going  has  to  pass  for  the  quiet  which  our 
readers  ought  to  have  furnished  them,  but  especially  the 
students  of  our  books  of  reference.  We  wish  very  much 
that  you  would  send  your  "committee  on  Library  Affairs" 
on  a  progress  through  New  England,  among  the  public 
libraries  of  towns  of  the  size  of  ours,  in  order  that  they 
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may  share  in  the  Trustees'  sin  of  envy  to  see  how  much 
better,  and  more  creditably,  those  are  equipped  than  we 
in  this  respect.  They  would,  we  are  sure,  come  home 
ready  to  sympathize  with  our  readers  who,  with  serious 
purpose  to  get  the  best  good  of  our  Library  in  the  way  of 
study  and  research,  find  such  accommodation  as  we  are 
able  to  furnish  to  be  rather  an  mcommoding. 

Or  it  might  better  impress  the  need,  which  the  an- 
nual increase  of  the  Library  is  now  making  imperative, 
of  a  proper  library-building,  if  your  honorable  board  would 
doom  themselves,  one  by  one  for  a  week,  to  try  to  look 
up  subjects  among  our  books,  amid  the  wretched  incon- 
veniences, the  cold  and  croAvding  and  confusion,  of  our 
present  room  and  the  poverty  of  its  furnishings.  Try,  in 
these  forbidding  circumstances,  to  consult  our  reference 
department,  our  patent  reports,  reviews,  atlases,  encyclo- 
paedias, piles  of  newspapers,  collections  of  prints,  taking 
by  preference  books  of  the  clumsy  folio  sort  to  read.  It 
is  not  doubtful  that  your  whole  council,  upon  such 
wearisome  labor,  would  experience  a  happy  conversion  to 
what  is  far  less  the  wish  of  the  Trustees  than  the  need 
of  the  public.  Soon  may  it  be  less  a  public  need,  than  a 
public  demand  of  our  citizens  to  have  their  Library  safely 
stored,  and  their  convenient  and  comfortable  use  of  it 
secured. 

We  hope  that  our  statistics  may  not  be  accepted  pro 
forma,  but  may  get  your  thoughtful,  favorable  scanning. 
Do  you  realize,  Gentlemen,  the  steady  increase  of  our 
Free  Library  ?  Last  year,  we  reported  our  accessions  to 
carry  us  up  to  16,000  volumes.  We  have  now,  on  our 
catalogue,  16,728  numbers.  At  this  rate,  it  will  not  be 
long  before  our  collections  will  have  quite  outgrown  their 
present  bestowal.    Nor  are  they  to  be  reckoned  by  num- 
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bers  only.  The  importance  of  our  collections,  in  their 
various  departments,  is  asking  better  quarters  to  display 
their  treasures  and  to  give  them  readier  use.  We  observe 
that  strangers  visiting  us,  particularly  those  competent  in 
library  use  and  managing,  praise  highly  our  books,  but 
are  politely  silent  about  our  building  and  its  inconve- 
niences. When  shall  we  have  one  which,  in  external 
comeliness  and  internal  arrangement,  shall  be  worthy  of 
Our  city,  and  to  which  our  citizens  may  "  point  with 
pride?" 

Consider,  too,  that  in  proportion  to  our  growth  so  is 
our  increasing  circulation.  This  year,  37,753  volumes 
have  been  taken  out  for  home  use.  In  1884,  the  circula- 
tion was  20,173  ;  in  1885,  29,475  volumes.  Only  one  year 
shows  it  larger.  In  1877,  it  touched  38,458  volumes.  But 
we  have  made  a  gain  over  that,  in  that  then  30,471  were 
books  of  fiction,  while,  in  1886,  the  number  has  been 
27,337.  And  it  is  further  to  be  noted  that,  since  1877, 
a  number  of  the  more  sensational,  less  useful  books  have 
been  taken  off  the  shelves,  and  their  places  filled  by  his- 
tories, biographies,  books  of  travel,  etc.,  for  the  young, 
which,  however,  in  the  reports  of  circulation  are  classed 
with  fiction.  In  May,  the  unusual  monthly  number  was 
reached  of  3,534  volumes  borrowed  ;  being  a  thousand 
more  than  the  average.  On  Saturday,  April  10th,  420 
books  were  given  out  for  home  use  ;  the  largest  number 
for  any  day  since  the  Library  was  opened.  On  that  day, 
counting  books  returned  and  those  consulted  in  the 
library-room,  the  librarians  handled  more  than  a  thou- 
sand volumes. 

The  reference  department  we  are  careful  to  keep  up 
to  the  mark,  so  far  as  our  means  and  the  costliness  of  this 
class  of  books  will  allow.    It  is  gratifying  to  know  that 
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the  use  of  it,  this  year,  and  particularly  by  young  people, 
has  increased  more  in  proportion  than  the  books  added. 

The  Trustees  desire  to  exchange  congratulations  with 
your  board,  upon  such  a  good  showing  of  the  year's  work 
and  use  of  our  Free  Library. 

It  would  make  this  report  too  long ;  else  we  would 
at  length  ask  your  attention  again  to  the  important  work 
the  Library  is  doing  as  part  of  our  public  school  system. 
It  is  here,  without  doubt,  that  a  free  library  most  proves 
its  right  to  be,  as  it  shall  fulfill  its  work  as  an  annex  to 
the  free  school.  The  Librarian's  report,  here  appended, 
makes  a  show  in  this  respect  worth  your  attention. 

You  will  observe  also  what  it  has  to  tell  of  the  value 
of  our  collections  to  various  literary  societies  and  other 
clubs  in  the  city ;  and  of  needed  repairs  made  by  your 
committee  upon  the  building.  Another  point  you  will 
observe,  which  is  not  so  pleasant ;  the  gross  carelessness 
with  which  some  of  our  borrowers  treat  the  books  lent 
them.  This  is  a  great  abuse.  We  would  like  the  counsel 
of  your  committee  as  to  fining  such  offenders,  by  refusing 
them,  for  a  proper  time,  the  privileges  of  the  Library. 

We  make  our  respects  to  you,  Gentlemen,  and  once 
more  commend  to  your  care  the  welfare  of  the  Library. 
This,  we  are  assured,  will  be  secured  in  largest  measure 
as  soon  as  it  shall  find  itself  housed  in  a  building  suitable 
to  its  uses  and  its  importance,  and  to  the  credit  and 
adorning  of  our  city.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  F  letcher  Free  Library  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Librarian's  report  for  1886,  is 
respectfully  submitted. 

The  statistics  of  Library  circulation,  gifts,  expenses, 
etc.,  are  given  in  the  usual  appendices,  and  attention  is 
called  in  the  report  of  your  Secretary  to  the  more  impor- 
tant particulars. 

The  city  government  has  had  the  roof  of  the  building 
thoroughly  repaired  this  winter,  so  now  we  hope  to  make 
no  more  complaints  of  its  leaky  condition.  The  recent 
destructive  fire  near  the  Library  gives  special  earnestness 
to  our  thanks  for  these  much  needed  repairs,  as  had  it 
been  necessary  to  throw  water  on  the  roof  before  this 
work  was  done,  the  interior  of  the  Library  and  the  books 
would  have  been  deluged.  A  little  paint  has  improved 
the  appearance  of  the  old  floor  left  in  the  alcoves  and  the 
Trustees'  room. 

I  am  glad  to  note  the  increased  use  of  the  Library 
in  every  way,  by  those  who  come  for  books  useful  in 
serious  study,  as  well  as  others  who  desire  only  recrea- 
tion and  entertainment. 

The  literary  societies  of  the  city  bring  into  circula- 
tion many  of  the  best  books  and  show  a  hearty  apprecia- 
tion of  the  benefits  of  the  Library,  for  they  are  aware  that 
without  its  aid  it  would  be  almost  impossible  for  them 
to  continue  their  studies. 
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The  interest  of  the  teachers  in  the  use  of  the  Library 
is  of  vital  importance  ;  few  neglect  its  advantages,  many 
steadily  pursue  a  serious  course  of  reading.  The  pupils 
of  the  High  school  and  Grammar  school  come  to  look 
up  subjects  connected  with  their  lessons,  to  study  ency- 
clopaedias, etc.,  in  the  Library,  and  take  home  other  works 
for  further  reference.  The  principals  of  the  Intermediate 
schools  receive  regularly  books  selected  for  the  particular 
needs  of  their  scholars,  which  they  keep  during  a  school 
term  to  lend  to  them.  The  rules  of  the  Library  are  sus- 
pended also  with  regard  to  the  books  taken  out  and  the 
time  of  returning  those  needed  by  teachers  for  use  in  the 
schools.  A  teacher  sometimes  brings  a  class  to  look  at 
engravings  and  books  illustrating  their  studies.  One 
teacher  in  the  public  schools,  takes  the  pains,  at  the  end 
of  the  term,  to  send  the  children  whom  she  knows  would 
profit  by  the  use  of  the  books,  and  whose  families  have 
no  Library  cards,  with  a  note  containing  name  and  ad- 
dress, asking  the  Librarian  to  select  books  that  are  useful 
and  suited  to  their  age. 

I  should  like  to  say  something  about  careless  and 
negligent  borrowers  of  books,  although  I  can  hardly  ex- 
pect this  report  will  be  read  by  them.  The  cost  of  re- 
binding,  paper  for  covering  books  and  printing  new  labels, 
is  large  ;  a  part  of  this  might  be  avoided  if  books  were 
handled  with  more  care.  The  average  may  be  three 
times,  but  often  a  book  only  goes  out  once  before  it  must 
be  recovered,  and  new  labels  written  and  pasted.  This 
adds  largely  to  both  labor  and  expense.  Books  taken 
out  by  families  of  respectable  and  neat  appearance  come 
back  with  a  mark  where  a  dripping  plate  or  lamp  has  been 
placed  upon  them.  I  will  not  describe  the  state  of  those 
returned  by  persons  of  more  careless  habits. 
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But  this  is  a  petty  annoyance  and  I  can  truly  say 
that  I  am  grateful  to  the  large  number  of  the  reading 
public  of  this  city,  for  their  appreciation  of  the  usefulness 
of  the  Library  and  their  interest  in  every  thing  pertain- 
ing to  its  welfare.

FINANCES. 

In  making  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year,  I  have  set 
the  same  sum  for  City  taxes  that  has  been  received  for 
the  past  two  years.  This  sum,  with  the  funds  which 
come  from  other  sources,  will,  I  believe,  be  sufficient  to 
meet  the  ordinary  current  expenses  of  the  department  for 
the  year. 

In  case  of  special  demands  by  reason  of  failure  of 
heating  apparatus  at  the  High  School  building,  of  en- 
largement of  other  school  buildings  or  of  increase  in  num- 
ber of  teachers,  it  may  be  necessary  to  call  for  a  larger 
sum. 

The  School  Commissioners  recognize  the  importance 
of  true  economy  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
department,  and  will  call  for  only  such  sum  as  the  inter- 
ests of  our  schools  demand. 

Poor  schools  would  be  expensive  at  any  cost — good 
schools  at  reasonable  cost,  Burlington  is  worthy  to  have. 
Burlington  also  deserves  to  have  creditable  buildings, 
with  accommodations  and  appointments  in  keeping  with 
the  condition  and  character  of  the  city. 
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These  general  considerations  force  themselves  upon 
us  continually. 

SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

Some  substantial  improvements  have  been  made  in 
the  school  property  during  the  year. 

The  Cherry  street  property  has,  for  many  years,  been 
nearly  hidden  from  view  by  a  high  and  ungainly  board 
fence,  which  was  adapted  to  produce  the  impression,  to 
some  extent  existing,  that  the  enclosure  contained  a  penal 
institution.  This  old  fence  has  been  removed  and  re- 
placed by  a  suitable  one,  and  the  building  within  and 
without  has  been  made  respectable.  This  building  has 
two  rooms,  only  one  of  which  has  of  late  been  used  for 
school  purposes,  until  the  present  term.  The  other  room 
is  now  occupied  by  the  girls  evening  school.  The  build- 
ing now,  instead  of  being  forbidding,  is  somewhat  attrac- 
tive. 

At  the  North  Avenue  School,  the  old  fences  have 
been  rebuilt,  and  the  ground  has  been  newly  enclosed  in 
front.  Both  the  interior  and  exterior  of  this  building  has 
received  general  attention. 

During  the  last  summer  vacation  a  well  was  sunk  in 
the  school  enclosure,  and  the  school  is  now  conveniently 
supplied  with  water  without  annoyance  to  the  neighbors. 
But  the  most  important  improvement  made  is  that  at 
the  Pomeroy  building. 

In  investigating  the  subject  of  heating  and  ventila- 
tion, particularly  with  reference  to  the  High  School,  our 
attention  was  called  to  the  Kuttan-Smead  System. 

After  some  correspondence,  representatives  of  the 
manufacturers  came  here  and  made  plans  and  estimates 
for  their  apparatus  for  the  High  School  and  for  the 
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Pomeroy  building.  On  submission  of  the  plans  for  the 
High  School,  it  was  found  that  they  involved  so  many 
changes  in  construction  and  arrangement  of  the  building, 
that  the  Board  did  not  feel  warranted  in  adopting  them  at 
present.  The  plans  for  the  Pomeroy  building  included 
dry  air  closets. 

In  corresponding  with  School  Superintendents  and 
others  who  had  actual  knowledge  in  regard  to  the  results 
of  the  use  of  this  apparatus,  in  some  instances  extending 
over  a  period  of  several  years,  we  received  very  strong 
and  hearty  testimonials  as  to  reduced  expense  for  fuel, 
durability  of  apparatus,  satisfactory  heating  and  ventila- 
tion and  successful  operation  of  the  closet  system.  In 
all  that  we  received  by  correspondence  and  in  other 
ways,  but  one  opinion  was  expressed,  and  that  was  one  of 
emphatic  recommendation. 

Knowing  that  the  stoves,  which  have  been  in  use 
many  years,  would  soon  require  replacing  by  the  same  or 
a  different  kind  of  apparatus,  thinking  it  probable  that 
soon  by  the  passage  of  a  "  Plumbing  Ordinance,"  or  other 
authoritative  action,  the  Department  would  be  required 
to  substitute  closets  of  some  kind  for  the  present  exposed 
and  offensive  outbuildings,  and  regarding  above  all  other 
considerations  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  many  chil- 
dren who  are  to  some  extent  intrusted  to  our  care,  the 
Board  concluded  to  adopt  the  plans  submitted  for  the 
Pomeroy  building ;  and  in  the  last  December  vacation 
the  apparatus  was  introduced. 

The  apparatus  is  called  "The  Improved  Ruttan- 
Smead  Warming  and  Ventilating  Apparatus,"  and  the 
"  Isaac  D.  Smead  System  of  Dry  Closets." 

In  brief  and  in  the  main,  the  apparatus  consists  of 
two  iron  furnaces  incased  in  brick,  placed  in  the  basement 
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of  the  building.  The  furnaces  are  connected  with  a  cold 
air  chamber  which  is  supplied  with  fresh  air  by  large 
conductors  extending  from  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the 
building.  The  warm  air  passes  in  brick  flues  and  enters  all 
the  school  rooms  through  registers  placed  about  five  feet 
from  the  floor.  The  cold  and  foul  air  of  the  school  rooms 
is  taken  by  registers  in  the  floors,  and  by  foul  air  ducts 
into  the  foul  air  gathering  rooms  in  the  basement,  and 
thence  is  drawn  by  a  strong  draft  through  the  vaults  of 
the  closets  to  the  foul  air  stack,  which  extends  from 
the  basement  out  through  the  roof. 

It  is  claimed,  and  the  contractors  guarantee,  that 
with  proper  management,  the  following  results  will  be 
obtained,  viz  : 

1.  That  the  apparatus  will  warm  the  rooms  of  the 
building  to  70  degrees  Fahrenheit,  during  the  coldest 
weather. 

2.  That  each  room  can  be  so  uniformly  warmed  that 
no  two  seats  in  same  room,  and  on  same  level,  at  same 
time,  shall  show  a  difference  of  more  than  two  to  four  de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 

3.  That  all  the  rooms  can  be  warmed  as  above  indi- 
cated within  three  to  four  hours  from  starting  fires,  in  any 
weather. 

4.  That  if  any  room  shall  become  overheated  in 
cold  winter  weather,  the  same  can  be  reduced  to  comfort- 
able temperature  at  the  rate  of  five  degrees  for  each  ten 
minutes,  without  opening  doors,  windows  or  transoms, 
and  without  perceptible  currents  of  cold  air  upon  occu- 
pants of  seats  in  the  room. 

5.  That  the  entire  volume  of  air  in  each  room 
warmed  shall  be  changed  as  often  as  once  in  every  fifteen 
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or  twenty  minutes,  without  opening  of  doors,  windows 
or  transoms,  or  exposing  occupants  of  seats  in  rooms  to 
currents  of  cold  air,  when  apparatus  is  in  use. 

6.  That  the  operation  of  the  Dry  Closet  System 
will  be  successful. 

The  work  of  placing  the  apparatus  in  the  Pomeroy 
building  was  so  nearly  completed  in  the  vacation  that 
there  was  no  interruption  of  the  schools. 

The  first  day  of  the  present  term,  when  the  prelimi- 
nary test  of  the  new  heating  apparatus  was  made,  was 
one  of  the  coldest  of  the  season,  the  thermometers  in  the 
city  registering  from  15  to  20  degrees  below  zero. 

Yet,  with  this  extremely  cold  weather,  and  with  the 
added  disadvantages  arising  from  new  work  and  damp 
walls,  the  rooms  were  thoroughly  heated  before  the  hour 
for  opening  the  schools. 

Our  experience  has  been  short,  but  we  believe  that, 
with  proper  management  and  care,  the  apparatus  will 
fulfill  every  guaranty,  and  will  work  to  our  entire  satisfac- 
tion. We  believe  that  we  now  have  at  least  one  building 
that  is  properly  warmed  and  ventilated. 

Should  our  expectations  in  this  regard  be  realized,  a 
manifest  duty  in  respect  to  other  school  buildings  will  be 
imposed  upon  the  School  Board. 

Our  school  buildings  are  probably  as  well  heated  and 
ventilated  as  most  school  buildings,  and  yet  it  is  sur- 
prising that  so  little  attention  has  been  paid  to  this  im- 
portant subject. 

Up  to  the  present  term  all  of  our  school  buildings, 
(except  the  High  School,  which  has  steam  heating  appa- 
ratus,) have  been  warmed  by  stoves  in  the  school  rooms  ; 
and  in  most  of  the  school  rooms  there  has  been  little  or 
no  attempt  at  ventilation,  except  by  doors  and  windows. 
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The  pupils  who  have  occupied  seats  nearest  the 
stoves  have  been  subjected  to  too  great  heat,  and  those 
farther  away  have  suffered  from  the  cold. 

When  windows  and  doors  have  been  opened  to  admit 
fresh  air,  the  scholars  have  been  exposed  to  direct  cur- 
rents of  cold  air,  and  when  they  have  been  kept  closed 
the  scholars  have  been  compelled  to  breathe  over  and 
over  again  the  vitiated  air. 

We  have  done  what  we  could  with  some  simple  ap- 
pliances to  remedy  these  defects  and  guard  against  their 
evil  effects. 

The  teachers  have  been  very  thoughtful  and  careful 
of  their  pupils,  and  have  generally  exercised  good  judg- 
ment in  regard  to  these  matters,  but,  doubtless,  injurious 
results  have  frequently  followed  the  objectionable  means 
of  heating,  and  the  improper  ventilation,  which  charac- 
terize our  school  buildings. 

I  venture  to  express  the  hope  that  the  effective  work 
which  has  been  attempted,  and,  as  we  believe,  accom- 
plished, in  one  of  our  buildings,  during  the  past  year, 
will  continue  until  all  our  school  buildings  are  placed  in 
proper  condition  in  this  respect.

TENURE  OF  OFFICE. 

Our  teachers  are  usually  appointed  for  the  school 
year.  But  as  matter  of  fact,  when  once  appointed,  they 
are  usually  retained  for  many  years.  Many  applications 
for  positions  are  received  every  year,  and  from  these  are 
generally  selected  the  few  teachers  who  are  needed.

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PROMOTION  OF  TEACHERS. 

For  several  years  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Board 
of  School  Commissioners  to  promote  deserving  teachers 
to  higher  positions,  with  increased  salaries,  as  vacancies 
have  occurred. 

This  course  has  encouraged  and  stimulated  teachers 
to  excellence  in  school  work,  and  has  been,  on  the  part 
of  the  School  Board,  a  recognition  of  merit,  and  a  matter 
of  justice. 

In  pursuing  this  policy,  pupil  teachers  have  been 
made  second  assistants,  and  second  assistants,  first  assis- 
tants ;  and  five  of  the  present  principals  in  the  Primary 
and  Intermediate  grades,  and  one  teacher  in  charge  of  a 
school  in  which  there  is  but  one  teacher,  began  service 
in  our  schools  as  second  assistants. 

It  is  almost  needless  to  add  that  the  results  of  this 
course  have  been  good. 

Scientific  Temperance  Instruction. 

By  Act  No.  20,  1882,  Laws  of  Vermont,  "  Element- 
ary Physiology  and  Hygiene  which  shall  give  special 
prominence  to  the  effects  of  stimulants  and  narcotics  upon 
the  human  system,"  was  made  one  of  the  required 
branches  of  study  for  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State. 

By  Act  No.  19,  1882,  the  text  book  committees  of 
the  several  towns  were  required  to  select  a  text  book  on 
physiology  and  hygiene. 

In  obedience  to  these  laws,  a  text  book  was  selected 
for  use  in  our  schools,  viz  :  Hutchison's  Physiology  and 
Hygiene. 

My  report  for  1884,  contains  an  account  of  the 
special  work  done  during  that  year  in  our  schools  in  con^ 
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nection  with  the  Prize  Essays  on  Stimulants  and  Nar- 
cotics. 

In  1885,  Physiology,  which  had  previously  been  an 
optional  study  in  the  High  School,  was  made  a  required 
study  in  the  A  class  of  the  Grammar  School.  Notice  of 
this  change  was  contained  in  my  report  for  last  year. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  study  of  this  subject  in  the 
Grammar  School,  as  above  indicated,  the  teachers  of  the 
lower  grades  have  been  provided  with  text  books  and 
charts  adapted  to  their  grades,  and  have  given  oral  les- 
sons to  their  classes. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State,  held  in  1886,  the  following  laws  bearing  upon  this 
subject  were  passed,  viz  : 

No.  33. — An  Act  to  provide  for  the  study  of  scientific  temper- 
ance in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State  of  Vermont. 

It  is  hereby  enacted,  etc. : 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  branches  in  which  instruc- 
tion is  now  required  by  law  to  be  given  in  the  Public  Schools, 
instruction  shall  also  be  given  as  to  the  nature  of  alcoholic 
drinks  and  narcotics,  and  special  instruction  as  to  their  effect 
upon  the  human  system  in  connection  with  the  several  divisions 
of  the  subject  of  physiology  and  hygiene.  And  such  subjects 
shall  be  taught  as  thoroughly  as  arithmetic  and  geography  are 
taught  in  said  Schools.  Such  instruction  shall  be  given  orally 
to  pupils  who  are  not  able  to  read,  and  shall  be  given  by  the 
use  of  Text  Books  in  the  case  of  pupils  who  are  able  to  read. 
And  such  instruction  shall  be  given  as  aforesaid  to  all  pupils 
in  all  Public  Schools  in  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  Text  Books  used  for  the  instruction  required 
to  be  given  by  the  preceding  section,  shall  give  at  least  one  • 
fourth  of  their  space  to  the  consideration  of  the  nature  and 
fefec^s  of  alcoholic  prinks  &P4  narcptjcs.,  an$  fte  kopks  use<j 
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in  the  highest  grade  of  graded  schools  shall  contain  at  least 
twenty  pages  of  matter  relating  to  this  subject.  Text  books 
on  physiology  in  use  in  the  schools  at  the  time  this  Act  takes 
effect,  which  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
this  section,  shall  be  changed  for  books  satisfying  the  require- 
ments of  this  section,  except  where  previous  contracts  as  to 
such  text  books  are  now  in  force. 

Sec.  3.  Each  teacher  of  a  Public  School  in  this  State 
shall,  before  lodging  the  school  register  with  the  District  Clerk, 
as  provided  by  section  620  of  the  Eevised  Laws,  certify  therein 
whether  instruction  has  been  given  (in  the  school  or  grade 
presided  over  by  such  teacher,)  as  required  by  this  Act ;  and 
no  public  money  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  a  union 
or  other  district  unless  the  register  of  such  district  contains 
the  certificate  of  the  teacher  that  instruction  has  been  given  as 
required  by  this  act. 

Sec.  4,  All  acts  or  part  of  acts  heretofore  enacted  refer- 
ring  to  the  study  of  "  physiology  and  hygiene,  which  shall  give 
special  prominence  to  the  effects  of  stimulants  and  narcotics 
upon  the  human  system,"  or  to  the  selection  of  text  books  to 
be  used  in  the  pursuance  of  that  study,  are  hereby  repealed, 
except  those  relating  to  the  examination  of  teachers  in  this 
branch. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  but 
shall  not  apply  to  the  division  of  the  public  school  moneys 
made  in  1887. 

Approved  November  24,  1886. 

No.  34. — An  Act  relating  to  Text  Books  in  Public  Schools. 
It  is  hereby  enacted,  etc. : 

Sec  1.  Text  Books  in  the  branches  required  by  law  to 
be  taught  in  the  Public  Schools  in  relation  to  the  nature  and 
effect  of  alcoholic  drinks  and  narcotics,  shall  be  furnished  to 
the  scholars  in  such  schools  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  an4

shall  be  selected,  procured  and  distributed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  following  sections. 

Sec.  2.  The  selection  of  such  Text  Books  for  use  in  the 
Public  Schools  of  the  S  tate  shall  be  made  by  a  State  Board 
composed  of  three  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  3.  This  Board  shall  hold  a  meeting  before  the  first 
day  of  January,  1887,  at  which  meeting  they  shall  select  one 
book  of  a  grade  on  that  subject  required  by  law  to  be  taught 
in  such  schools.  At  such  meeting  the  State  Board  shall  also 
prescribe  regulations  under  which  the  books  shall  be  furnished 
to  scholars  by  the  Town  Superintendents  and  regulations  as  to 
the  return  of  books  after  use.  The  Board  shall  cause  the  list 
of  the  books  selected,  and  the  regulations  adopted  as  to  the 
distribution  and  return  of  books,  to  be  printed  and  a  copy  for- 
warded to  each  Town  Superintendent. 

Sec  4.  The  Board  shall  immediately  make,  in  the  name 
of  the  State,  written  and  sealed  contracts  with  the  publishers 
of  the  books  selected.  In  such  contracts  they  shall  stipulate 
the  price  at  which  the  books  shall  be  furnished,  also  that 
books  shall  be  furnished  at  such  times  and  in  such  numbers 
as  may  be  required  by  the  State,  during  the  next  five  years. 
Such  contract,  when  executed,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  State. 

Sec  5.  Each  Town  Superintendent  shall,  in  the  month 
of  January,  1887,  and  in  the  month  of  January  of  each  suc- 
ceeding year,  estimate  the  number  of  Text  Books  of  each  kind 
selected  by  the  State  Board  which  will  be  needed  to  supply 
the  scholars  in  the  Public  Schools  in  such  town  during  the 
ensuing  year,  and  shall  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  State  such 
estimate. 

Sec  6.  The  Secretary  of  State,  having  received  the 
estimates  from  the  Town  Superintendents,  shall  transmit 
orders  for  the  same  to  the  contractors  therefor.  The  books 
prdered  shajl  fye  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  by 
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him,  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  to  the  Town  Superintendents. 
A  record  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  said  Secretary  of  books 
ordered,  received  and  distributed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  The  said  Secretary  shall  also  certify  to  the  Auditor 
of  Accounts  the  amounts  due  to  contractors  for  books  fur- 
nished, and  the  Auditor  shall  draw  his  order  therefor. 

Sec.  7.  Books  received  by  Town  Superintendents  under 
the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  distributed 
by  him  in  conformity  with  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
State  Board,  and  may  be  reclaimed  by  him  when  the  regula- 
tions so  prescribe.  Such  books,  though  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  scholars,  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  State,  and  the 
rights  of  the  scholars  therein  shall  be  regarded  as  a  right 
solely  to  the  use  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  If  for  any  reason  after  the  selection  of  a  list  of 
Text  Books  and  adjournment  of  the  State  Board  it  becomes 
impossible  to  procure  a  Text  Book  recommended,  or  to  pro- 
cure them  in  sufficient  number,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
shall  notify  a  meeting  of  said  Board,  and  the  Board  at  such 
meeting  shall  select  some  other  book  in  the  place  of  that 
impossible  to  be  procured,  and  shall  make  contracts  with  the 
publishers  of  such  books  in  the  same  manner  as  heretofore 
prescribed. 

Sec  9.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall  receive  three 
dollars  a  day  for  not  exceeding  three  days1  attendance  upon 
the  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  ten  cents  per  mile  for  travel 
each  way.  But  no  member  of  this  Board  shall  receive  any 
commission,  percentage  or  other  consideration,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  upon  the  books  selected  as  required  by  this  Act. 

Sec  10.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  November  24,  1886, 
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The  members  of  the  State  Board  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Act  No. 
34,  have  made  the  following  report,  viz. : 

To  Town  Superintendents  of  Schools,  and  other  School 
Officers  : 

The  subscribers  hereto,  who,  under  appointment  of  the 
Governor  of  Vermont,  constitute  a  special  board  to  select,  and, 
in  behalf  of  the  State,  to  contract  for,  the  text-books  mentioned 
in  Sec.  1  of  No.  34  of  the  Laws  of  1886,  entitled  "An  Act 
relating  to  text-books  in  public  schools;"  also  to  prescribe 
regulations  under  which  such  books  shall  be  furnished  to  the 
pupils  by  town  superintendents,  and  regulations  as  to  the 
return  of  the  same  after  use,  have,  pursuant  to  such  authority, 
selected  the  following  named  text-books  for  use  in  public 
schools : 

1st.    "  Child's  Health  Primer,"  known  as  Pathfinder  No.  1 ; 
2d.     "  Hygiene  for  Young  People,"  known  as  Pathfinder, 
No.  2; 

3d.  "Lessons  on  the  Human  Body,"  by  Orestes  M. 
Brands ; 

4th.    "  Hygienic  Physiology,"  by  Prof.  J.  D.  Steele. 
We  have  also  prescribed  regulations  for  the  distribution 
and  return  of  such  books,  which  are  as  follows  : 

EEGULATIONS. 

1.  Each  town  superintendent,  in  the  month  of  January, 
A.  D.  1887,  and  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  succeeding 
year,  shall  estimate  the  number  of  text-books  of  each  kind 
selected  by  the  State  Board  which  will  be  required  to  supply 
the  pupils  in  the  public  schools  in  such  town  during  the  ensu- 
ing year,  and  shall  forward  such  estimate  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  at  Montpelier,  Vermont. 

Each  superintendent  shall,  at  the  same  time,  inform  the 
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Secretary  of  State  whether  such  town  is  under  contract  with 
any  publisher  to  use  any  particular  text-books  relating  to 
physiology  and  hygiene,  and  if  so,  with  whom,  for  what  books, 
and  how  long  said  contract  has  to  run. 

2.  Town  superintendents  shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  such 
text  books  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  make  a  record  of  the 
number  of  each  kind  so  received,  and  return  two  receipts 
therefor — one  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  other  to  the 
publisher  of  said  books.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause 
blank  receipts  to  be  sent  with  such  books  for  that  purpose. 

3.  Town  superintendents  shall,  as  soon  as  such  books 
are  received,  deliver  to  the  clerk  of  each  school  district,  in 
their  respective  towns,  the  books  designed  for  such  district* 
taking  his  receipt  for  the  same  and  making  a  record  of  the 
number  of  the  books  of  each  kind  so  delivered. 

4.  School  district  clerks,  on  the  receipt  of  such  books, 
shall  also  preserve  a  record  of  the  number  of  books  of  each 
kind  received,  and  shall,  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  of 
school,  deliver  to  the  teachers  in  each  department  the  books 
designed  for  use  in  their  rooms,  and  shall  take  the  teachers' 
receipts  for  the  same. 

5.  Teachers  shall  distribute  such  books  among  their 
pupils  as  they  are  needed,  preserving  an  accurate  record  of 
such  distribution ;  they  shall  also  direct  their  pupils'  attention 
to  the  fact  that  such  books  are  the  property  of  the  State  of 
Vermont  and  that  the  pupils'  right  to  them  only  extends  to 
their  use,  and  that  they  will  be  held  accountable  for  the 
proper  use  and  care  of  such  books. 

If  pupils  shall  wantonly  injure  or  destroy  such  books, 
teachers  shall  report  such  facts  to  the  town  superintendent, 
who  shall  take  measures  to  collect  such  damage  from  the 
parents  or  guardians  of  such  pupils. 

6.  At  the  close  of  each  term  of  school,  or  sooner,  in  case 
pf  withdrawal  from  school,  pupils  having  suclj  books,  in  their 
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possession  shall  return  them  to  their  teacher,  who  shall  keep 
a  record  of  the  books  so  returned ;  which  record  with  such 
books  and  all  others  belonging  to  the  State,  then  remaining 
in  the  hands  of  such  teacher,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  district 
clerk.  When  teachers  have  returned  all  the  books  delivered 
to  them  under  the  provisions  of  Rule  IV.  or  shown  good  and 
sufficient  reason  for  their  failure  or  inability  to  return  any 
book  or  books,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  a  return  of  their 
receipts  therefor. 

7.  In  the  event  that  more  books  are  delivered  to  any 
district  than  are  needed  therein,  town  superintendents  may 
reclaim  those  not  in  use,  and  distribute  them  in  other  districts 
where  there  may  be  need  of  the  same. 

Town  superintendents  shall  also  have  the  power,  and  it 
it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  reclaim  all  books  by  them 
distributed  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  aforesaid,  at  any 
time  when,  by  the  amendment  or  repeal  of  said  law,  the  rights 
of  pupils  in  the  public  schools  to  the  use  of  the  same  shall 
have  ceased ;  and,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  lawful  author- 
ity, they  shall  hold  said  books  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

8.  Town  superintendents  and  district  clerks  shall,  when 
their  terms  of  office  expire,  deliver  to  their  successors  all  books 
remaining  in  their  hands,  also  all  records  and  receipts  relating 
to  those  that  have  been  distributed,  by  them  and  their  prede- 
cessors, under  the  provisions  of  said  law. 

9.  In  towns  which  have  adopted  the  town  system  of 
schools,  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  the  school  board  shall  re- 
spectively perform  the  duties  of  town  superintendents  and 
district  clerks  as  herein  prescribed. 

10.  Town  superintendents  shall  cause  a  copy  of  these 
regulations  to  be  sent  to  each  district  clerk  and  teacher,  who 
are  required  to  preserve  and  deliver  them  to  their  successors. 

Additional  copies  may  be  obtained  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  when  needed, 
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SUGGESTIONS. 

We  wish,  also,  to  call  special  attention  to  the  character  of 
each  of  said  books. 

The  "  Child's  Health  Primer,"  or  Pathfinder,  No.  1,  is 
what  its  name  indicates,  and  has  been  selected  as  suited  to 
the  requirements  of  the  primary  department  of  graded  schools 
and  the  primary  classes  in  district  schools  of  only  one  depart- 
ment. 

"  Hygiene  for  Young  People,"  or  Pathfinder,  No.  2, 
seems  to  us  to  be  particularly  well  suited  for  use  in  the  inter- 
mediate grade  and  perhaps  in  some  classes  in  the  grammar 
grade  of  graded  schools. 

"  Lessons  on  the  Human  Body,"  by  Brands,  is  believed 
to  be  well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  grammar  grades  and 
some  (if  not  all)  of  the  classes  in  the  higher  grade  of  graded 
schools. 

For  advanced  classes,  in  district  schools  where  but  one 
department  is  maintained,  such  choice  can  be  made  between 
"  Pathfinder,  No,  2,"  and  "  Lessons  on  the  Human  Body,"  by 
Brands,  as  the  age,  ability  and  acquirements  of  the  pupils 
seems  to  demand. 

"  Hygienic  Physiology,"  by  Steele,  has  been  selected  for 
use  in  the  highest  grade  of  graded  schools. 

We  doubt  if  there  is  an  ungraded  school  in  the  State  re- 
quiring its  use,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that,  in  the  highest  de- 
partment of  the  schools  as  found  in  most  of  the  villages  of 
Vermont,  "  Lessons  on  the  Human  Body,"  by  Brands,  will  be 
found  well  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  pupils. 

Before  making  the  estimates  mentioned  in  No.  1,  of  the 
above  Regulations,  superintendents  should  make  careful  in- 
quiry as  to  the  age,  ability  and  degree  of  advancement  of  the 
pupils  in  the  several  schools,  and  examine  the  character  and 
peculiar  features  of  each  of  the  books  above  named,  with  ref- 
erence to  their  adaptability  to  the  conditions  thus  disclosed. 
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A  book  well  fitted  for  use  in  one  school  may  be  either  too 
difficult  or  too  simple  for  another. 

In  sending  the  estimates  to  the  Secretary  of  State  please 
give  him  explicit  directions  as  to  the  shipment  of  the  books — 
to  whom,  and  to  lohat  place  they  should  be  directed,  and 
whether  they  should  be  forwarded  by  express  or  freight.

Girls'  Evening  School. 

For  some  time  the  School  Board  has  had  under  con- 
sideration the  matter  of  opening  a  Girls'  Evening  School. 

The  pupils  of  the  Falls  Evening  School  are  composed 
of  girls  and  boys,  but  until  the  present  term  there  has 
been  no  provision  for  the  attendance  of  girls  at  the  un- 
graded schools  in  the  main  part  of  the  city. 

The  need  of  such  a  school  has  been  forcibly  empha- 
sized by  the  earnest  applications  of  girls  and  young 
women  for  a  school  for  them. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  the  Board  took  favor- 
able action  upon  this  subject,  appointed  an  experienced 
teacher,  Mr.  George  H.  Fisher,  and  on  the  10th  of  the 
present  month,  opened  our  first  Girls'  Evening  School. 
The  attendance  at  first  was  small,  and  thus  far  has  not 
been  large,  but  it  has  been  sufficient  to  justify  our  action. 
The  eagerness  to  learn,  which  those  girls  who  have  at- 
tended have  manifested,  has  been  exceedingly  interest- 
ing. 

It  is  hoped  that  many  girls  in  the  city  who  have 
had  no  opportunities  for  school  attendance,  or  whose  op- 
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portunities  have  been  very  limited,  will  avail  themselves 
of  the  advantages  of  this  school.  And  I  take  the  liberty 
of  suggesting  to  our  citizens  that  they  encourage  attend- 
ance on  the  part  of  girls  for  whose  benefit  the  school 
was  established. 

GOOD  BEHAVIOK. 

Our  School  Laws  provide  for  "instruction  of  the 
young  in  good  behavior."  Although  a  work  on  "  good 
morals  and  gentle  manners"  was  adopted  by  the  text 
book  committee,  and  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
teachers,  as  yet,  the  pupils  have  not  been  required  to  use 
any  text-book  upon  this  subject. 

The  substance  of  the  subject,  however,  has  been 
taught  in  many  ways.  In  the  Primary  and  Intermediate 
Schools,  the  teachers  have  required  the  pupils  to  commit 
to  memory  choice  selections  expressive  of  high  and  noble 
sentiments. 

This  plan  judiciously  followed  is  attractive  and  in- 
teresting to  the  pupils,  and  necessarily  produces  good 
results  by  storing  the  memory  with  good  thoughts. 

In  the  three  lower  grades,  "  Lessons  on  kindness  to 
Animals,"  or  selections  from  good  authors  upon  the  same 
topic,  have  been  used  as  supplementary  reading.  In  the 
Grammar  School,  Mr.  Howard  has  interested  himself  in 
"  The  Audubon  Society,"  for  the  protection  of  birds,  and 
through  his  influence,  many  of  his  own  pupils  and  some 
from  other  schools,  have  become  members  of  this  society. 
And  in  the  High  School,  Mr.  Landon,  aided  by  his  assis- 
tants, has  directed  his  attention  to  work  somewhat  in  line 
with  the  "  White  Cross"  movement,  and  thus  gentleness, 
kindness,  purity  and  honor  have  been  inculcated. 

And  in  these  lines  of  work  the  e  ffort  has  been,  not 
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to  produce  the  outward  forms  of  those  virtues  merely, 
but  to  cultivate  an  inward  reality  of  them,  which  will 
now  and  hereafter  find  expression  in  right  conduct. 

In  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  school  room,  and  in 
giving  instruction  in  the  common  branches  of  study,  our 
teachers  keep  the  essence  of  this  subject  in  mind.  They 
do  not  labor  for  show,  or  for  superficial  results,  but  I 
believe  it  to  be  a  general  characteristic  of  our  schools, 
that  our  teachers  strive  to  teach  and  unfold  underlying 
principles  and  central  truths.  These  methods  of  impart- 
ing instruction  in  manners  and  morals,  to  which  I  have 
thus  briefly  alluded,  have  been  somewhat  effective,  and 
give  encouragement  to  put  forth  other  and  greater  efforts 
in  the  future. 

GENERAL  CONDITION. 

As  usual,  we  have  lost,  since  our  last  report,  some  of 
our  best  teachers.  But  their  places  have  been  well  filled 
by  promotions  and  new  appointments. 

The  name  of  Miss  Clara  H.  Pease,  who  left  us  at  the 
middle  of  the  fall  term,  to  accept  what  she  regarded  as  a 
more  desirable  position  elsewhere,  will  be  missed  with 
regret  from  our  roll  of  teachers ;  but  that  of  Miss  Effie 
Moore,  who  succeeded  Miss  Pease,  (she  having  also  pre- 
ceded her  in  the  same  position),  will  be  heartily  wel- 
comed. On  her  returning  to  the  High  School,  after  an 
absence  of  several  years,  devoted  mainly  to  study  and 
teaching,  Miss  Moore  stepped  so  naturally  into  her  posi- 
tion, and  from  the  first,  has  carried  her  work  so  satis- 
factorily, that  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  any  break  has 
occurred. 

The  increased  work  in  the  High  School  rendered  it 
necessary  to  employ  an  additional  teacher  for  a  part  of 
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the  time,  and  the  services  of  Miss  Annie  T.  Smith  were 
secured.  Miss  Smith,  as  will  be  remembered,  has  had 
long  experience  as  a  teacher  in  our  schools,  and,  in  addi- 
tion to  exceptional  ability  as  a  teacher,  having  given 
special  attention  to  the  branches  which  have  been  assigned 
to  her,  is  peculiarly  well  qualified  for  the  position  to  which 
she  has  been  appointed. 

Mr.  Thompson,  who  for  so  many  years  had  charge  of 
the  music,  and  rendered  such  valuable  service  in  this 
department  of  our  school  work,  left  us  to  accept  a  more 
lucrative  similar  position  in  another  city,  at  the  close 
of  the  last  school  year. 

After  considerable  delay,  spent  in  searching  for  the 
right  man,  Mr.  Herman  L.  Walker,  of  Boston,  was 
appointed  music  teacher,  and  entered  upon  his  work  in 
October. 

Mr.  Walker  brings  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties  a 
student's  fondness  for  the  work  he  has  chosen,  fine  musical 
taste,  great  enthusiasm,  admirable  tact,  and  manner  and 
character,  which  win  for  him  the  good  will  and  respect  of 
pupils  and  teachers. 

We  regard  ourselves  as  highly  favored  in  securing 
the  services  of  these  teachers. 

I  do  not  omit  to  mention  particularly  the  other 
changes  which  have  occurred,  because  those  who  have 
left  us  and  those  who  have  joined  us  are  not  worthy  of 
commendation,  but  I  have  referred  especially  to  these 
because  they  are  connected  with  positions  of  general 
interest. 

Our  teachers,  as  a  body,  are  intelligent,  competent, 
earnest  and  conscientious,  and  their  influence  is  by  no 
means  confined  to  their  school  rooms,    Lasting  impres- 
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sions  of  good  are  being  made  upon  the  characters  of  the 
pupils. 

The  moral  tone  of  the  schools  is  being  perceptibly 
raised.  The  assurance  of  this,  coming  as  it  has  come, 
not  alone  as  a  conclusion  from  my  own  observation,  but 
from  those  best  qualified  to  judge,  the  teachers  of  the 
higher  grades,  is  the  most  gratifying  testimony  which 
has  reached  the  School  Board,  in  respect  to  the  character 
of  our  schools,  and  the  fact  itself  is  the  most  important 
one  in  connection  with  their  present  condition. 

Before  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  acknowledge 
gratefully  the  interest  and  liberality  of  Mr.  Harry  L. 
Cannon,  manifested  in  providing  the  means  for  awarding 
prizes  for  best  readers  in  the  different  classes  of  the  Falls 
School.  The  reading  and  distribution  of  prizes  took 
place  during  the  Fall  Term. 

It  is  also  due  the  school  to  say  that  Mr.  Cannon's 
kind  act  was  in  recognition  of  the  good  behavior  of  its 
pupils. 

Expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  continued  good 
will  of  the  people  of  Burlington  toward  the  public  schools, 
of  the  considerate  interest  of  your  Honorable  Board,  and 
of  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all  the  School  Commis- 
sioners, this  report  is

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable  The  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  present  my  report  of  the  affairs 
of  this  office  for  the  year  1886,  including  the  vital  statistics 
for  the  year,  and  the  City  Physician's  report. 

HEALTH  OF  THE  CITY. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  just  ended  is  19.40.  This  is 
a  trifle  less  than  the  death  rate  for  1885,  which  was  19.73. 

The  prevalence  and  fatality  of  the  zymotic  class  of  dis- 
eases, is  generally  considered  the  best  criterion  of  the  sanitary 
condition  of  a  community.  The  class  comprises  those  diseases 
which  are  either  epidemic,  endemic  or  contagious,  and  which 
are,  in  a  measure,  preventable  by  proper  sanitary  regulations. 

The  deaths  under  this  class  number  52,  or  19.84  per  cent, 
of  all  deaths.  This  is  the  highest  rate  for  this  class  of  dis- 
eases since  1880,  when  it  was  22.83  per  cent. 

The  increase  was  due  to  the  unusually  large  number  of 
cases  of  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup.  The  distinction 
between  these  two  diseases  is  still  a  matter  of  debate  among 
the  medical  profession. 

Cholera  infantum  was  the  cause  of  death  in  19  children. 

Fif  ty-five  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  to  this  office 
during  the  year. 

An  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Board  in  1885, 
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instructed  the  health  officer  to  make  a  sanitary  inspection  of 
every  house,  in  which  was  a  case  of  a  contagious  or  infectious 
disease,  that  had  been  reported  to  this  office. 

As  bearing  on  the  probable  source  of  the  cause  of  diph- 
theria, might  be  incorporated  in  this  report  the  result  of  such 
inspection  in  houses  in  which  diphtheria  was  reported  to  exist. 
I  will  state  here  that  the  seeming  discrepancy  between  the 
number  of  cases  reported  and  the  number  of  houses  inspected 
is,  that  many  of  the  houses  contained  two  or  more  cases  of 
the  disease.  Also,  many  cases  were  not  reported  till  after 
they  had  recovered,  aDd,  in  this  way,  a  few  houses  were  left 


uninspected.

There  were  15  houses  which  had  sinks  connecting  with 
either  a  cess-pool  or  sewer,  which  had  no  trap  in  the  drain- 
pipe, or  under  the  kitchen  sink. 

In  two  of  the  houses  classified  as  "proper  "  and  "fair 
plumbing,  the  disease  was  contracted  by  association  with 
persons  suffering  with  diphtheria  outside  the  premises. 

From  observation,  I  have  found  it  is  the  exception  to  find 
sinks  trapped  among  the  poorer  class  of  houses.  Especially 
is  this  true  in  those  houses  owned  by  well-to-do  parties,  and 
rented  to  tenants. 

The  excuse  for  the  existence  of  untrapped  fixtures  often 
made:  i.e.,  "that  the  tenants  are  so  ignorant  as  to  not  know 
how  to  use  a  sink  that  is  trapped,"  is,  I  think,  preposterous. 
It  would  indeed  be  hard  to  conceive  of  the  person  so  ignorant 
but  that  a  little  explanation  and  experience  would  teach  that 
a  waste-pipe  could  not  fulfill  the  same  purposes  as  an  ash-heap 
or  dumping  place.    "When  we  consider  that  the  presence  of  a 
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properly  trapped  sink  may  be  the  successful  barrier  to  the 
entrance  into  a  family  of  that  dread  disease,  diphtheria,  or 
other  infectious  disease  ;  to  say  nothing  of  the  ill-health,  other 
than  some  specific  disease,  occasioned  by  the  absence  of  such 
a  trap  ;  we  can  hardly  imagine  the  audacity  of  a  landlord  who 
will  allow  his  tenants  to  be  exposed  to  such  a  danger. 

And  yet,  I  am  sorrj^  to  say,  there  are  many  such  nuisances 
existing  in  this  city,  a  knowledge  of  which  the  owners  have. 
Under  the  existing  state  of  things,  the  health  officer  has  no 
power  to  abate  such  nuisances ;  nuisances  more  dangerous  to 
the  public  health  than  ordinary  keeping  of  swine. 

While  our  death  rate  averages  fairly  with  other  New  Eng- 
land cities,  it  is  not  a  low  death  rate,  when  we  take  into  con- 
sideration the  location,  natural  sanitary  advantages  and  small 
population  of  Burlington.  Situated  as  this  city  is,  zymotic 
disease  is  more  readily  preventable  than  in  the  majority  of 
places,  and  the  death  rate  ought  to  be  much  lower  than  in 
other  localities  less  favored  by  nature. 

In  August  last  complaint  was  made  to  me  of  the  unsan- 
itary condition  of  the  plumbing  in  Central  House  block,  on 
Church  street.  Upon  investigation,  I  found  abundant  reason 
for  the  complaint,  in  the  filthy  water-closets,  and  foul  drains, 
but  omitted  taking  any  action  in  the  matter  beyond  sending 
word  to  the  owners  of  the  property,  that  certain  changes  ought 
to  be  made  in  the  plumbing.  As  I  was  living  in  the  block  at  the 
time,  I  had  abundant  opportunity  to  observe  the  almost  con- 
tinual presence  of  filth  in  the  water-closets  and  drains. 

I  neglected  to  take  any  official  action  in  the  matter  until 
November  6th,  when  I  wrote  one  of  the  owners  in  regard  to 
it.  Receiving  no  reply,  I  notified  another  of  the  owners 
November  22d.  This  was  taken  immediate  notice  of,  and  the 
necessity  for  the  alterations,  advised  by  me,  denied. 

As  a  result  of  this,  on  November  25th,  I  had  a  council 
of  five  representative  plumbers  of  the  city  make  a  thorough 
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inspection  of  said  plumbing.  They  reported  unanimously  in 
favor  of  making  the  changes  I  had  advised. 

The  result  of  the  examination  was  made  known  to  the 
proprietors. 

No  action  being  taken  after  the  receipt  of  this  informa- 
tion, on  December  13th,  I  had  served  a  legal  order  on  them, 
allowing  two  weeks  in  which  to  do  the  necessary  work. 
Several  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  given  in  the 
order,  I  notified  the  city  attorney  of  the  non-compliance  on 
the  part  of  the  owners  to  take  any  steps  toward  remedying 
the  defects,  and  suggested  that  legal  proceedings  be  instituted, 
to  compel  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  order. 

Under  date  of  January  20th  (being  confined  to  my  rooms 
on  account  of  ill-health),  I  wrote  the  city  attorney,  asking  him 
to  inform  me  as  to  what  was  being  done  to  bring  the  matter 
to  trial.    I  give  herewith  his  answer  : 

Burlington,  Jan.  20,  1887. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Linsley, 

Dear  Sir :  Touching  the  Central  House  Block  matter,  I 
have  found  no  reason  to  change  my  opinion,  that  no  prosecu- 
tion can  be  maintained  for  refusal  to  obey  your  order  relative 
to  the  plumbing  of  the  building.  The  Health  Officer  in  this 
city  has  no  greater  rights  as  to  abatement  of  nuisances  than 
are  given  to  the  selectmen  of  towns.  The  statutes  only  give 
power  to  selectmen  when  they  deem  its  exercise  ?iecessary  for 
the  public  health.  So  long,  therefore,  as  defective  plumbing 
only  affects  the  owner  and  occupant  of  a  building,  it  is  appa- 
rent that  it  does  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  laws. 
The  selectmen  of  towns  are  not  authorized  to  take  any  ac- 
tion outside  the  terms  of  the  statute  ;  and  cannot  walk  into 
the  house  of '  any  citizen  and  direct  the  abatement  of  any 
nuisance  confined  to  that  house,  unless  its  continuance  could 
be  said  to  hazard  the  public  health.  The  Health  Officer  has 
no  greater  authority.    A  householder  is  permitted  to  enjoy 
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his  own  stenches  so  long  as  his  neighbors  are  not  affected 
thereby.    It  will  be  observed  that  under  this  state  of  things, 
the  Health  Officer  is  powerless  to  correct  the  evils  of  defec- 
tive plumbing  without  an  ordinance  granting  such  power.

I  have  occupied  considerable  space  in  considering  the 
above  matter,  in  order  to  show  your  Honorable  Board  the  en- 
tire absence  of  power  on  the  part  of  the  Health  Officer  to 
abate  nuisances  of  this  character. 

According  to  the  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney  the  Health 
Officer  has  no  power  in  such  cases,  and  can  only  act  when  a 
case  of  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease  actually  occurs.  As 
you  well  know,  such  postponement  in  some  cases  might  mean 
the  inception  of  an  epidemic,  whose  progress  might  be  much 
more  difficult  to  stay,  than  would  be  the  abatement  of  the 
nuisance. 

SANITARY  INPROVEMENTS. 

The  laying  of  the  following  sewers  shows  that  great  pro- 
gress has  been  made  during  the  year  toward  accomplishing 
that  much  desired  end,  namely,  a  complete  sewerage  system.

As  will  be  seen  by  the  above  list,  considerable  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  construction  of  a  trunk  sewer  in  Battery 
street.    As  stated  in  my  former  report,  the  need  of  this  sewer 
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was  "  most  urgent,''''  and  I  sincerely  trust  it  may  be  entirely 
finished  before  the  close  of  another  season. 

The  Champlain  street  sewer  should  also  be  completed 
next  summer. 

There  is  much  need  of  a  short  sewer  in  Cherry  street, 
extending  from  the  rear  of  Kowe's  Hotel  to  St.  Paul  street. 

Several  complaints  have  been  made  by  physicians  and 
others,  during  the  past  year,  of  the  noxious  odors  arising  from 
certain  improperly  constructed  sewer-wells  at  the  corners  of 
some  of  our  streets.  I  would  again  earnestly  call  your  atten 
tion  to  them,  and  recommend  that  they  be  so  arranged  as  to 
prevent  the  escape  of  gas,  as  at  present  occurs. 

A  PLUMBING  ORDINANCE. 

I  would  be  derelect  in  my  duty  if  I  did  not  refer  to  the 
pressing  need  to  this  community,  of  an  ordinance,  rules  or 
regulations,  governing  the  construction  of  drains,  connections 
with  sewers,  etc. 

No  one  can  form  an  adequate  idea  of  the  need  of  such  an 
ordinance  who  has  not  inspected  the  plumbing  in  many  houses 
in  different  parts  of  this  city.  At  present  if  a  plumber  refuses^ 
to  undertake  a  job  he  is  called  upon  to  do  under  the  direction 
of  a  property  owner,  because  he  knows  it  to  be  improper,  such 
a  refusal  will  usually  result  in  the  loss  to  that  plumber  of  the 
job,  and  its  acceptance  by  his  neighbor,  who  may  possess  a 
more  pliable  conscience.  With  a  proper  plumbing  ordinance 
no  plumber  could  do  any  work  other  than  in  a  proper  manner. 

It  was  urged  by  the  opponents  of  this  measure  that  the 
health  officer  already  has  the  necessary  power  to  abate  any 
nuisance  in  the  shape  of  faulty  plumbing,  under  the  existing 
ordinances.  Eeference  to  the  city  attorney's  letter  just  given 
shows  this  to  be  untrue. 

That  a  large  majority  of  our  business  men  are  in  favor  of 
such  a  measure  is  shown  by  the  number  of  signatures  attached 
to  a  petition  asking  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  to 
adopt  the  plumbing  ordinance  originally  introduced  into  your 
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Honorable  Board.  It  is  also  true  that  the  main  opposition  to 
this  ordinance  comes  from  landlords,  who  own  many  tenements, 
which  are  in  a  more  or  less  unsanitary  condition. 

I  have  often  noticed  the  difference  in  acts,  as  well  as 
words,  between  a  gentleman  who  is  having  an  inspection  of 
the  house  he  lives  in  made,  and  a  landlord,  whose  rented 
houses  are  undergoing  inspection.  In  the  former  case,  the 
party  is  eager  to  correct  the  slightest  fault,  and  welcomes  an 
investigation,  the  result  of  which  may  prevent  the  occurrence 
of  disease  in  his  household.  With  the  latter  party  it  is  en- 
tirely different,  and  the  Health  Officer  is  keenly  watched  for 
fear  something  wrong  will  be  found,  and  if  so,  instead  of  re- 
ceiving the  thanks  of  that  person,  as  he  ought,  he  receives  the 
condemnation  of  the  individual ;  is  often  accused  of  having 
some  mercenary  object  in  view,  of  gross  ignorance  in  regard 
to  such  matters,  and  finally  assured  that  at  the  next  municipal 
election  his  official  head  will  surely  fall.  This  is  not  a  fable, 
it  is  sober  truth,  and  is  the  kind  of  gratitude  (?)  every  health 
officer  will  receive  from  a  certain  class,  if  he  faithfully  per- 
forms his  duties. 

The  need  for  such  an  ordinance  has  been  pointed  out  by 
some  of  my  predecessors  in  office.  Referring  to  the  City 
Report  for  1880,  I  find  in  the  report  of  the  health  officer,  Dr. 
Atwater,  the  following :  "  After  that "  (1879)  "  not  a  single 
"  fatal  case  "  (of  diphtheria)  "  had  occurred  for  six  months  ; 
"  there  were  suddenly,  in  the  month  of  November,  two  fatal 
"  cases  in  one  family,  and  the  physician  in  attendance  also  died 
"  of  the  disease.  At  the  request  of  the  occupant,  I  examined 
"  the  house,  and  found  it  connected  with  the  city  sewer ;  but 
"  in  one  of  the  pipes  inside  of  the  house,  leading  from  the 
"  wash-sink  in  the  kitchen,  there  was  no  trap  ;  the  malignancy 
"  of  the  disease  may  have  been  owing  to  this  faulty  plumbing. 
"  If  so,  these  three  sad  deaths  are  a  powerful  argument  in 
"  favor  of  thorough,  competent  supervision,  under  city  author- 
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"  ity,  of  all  connections  with  the  public  sewers,  as  I  have 
"  recommended  in  my  two  last  annual  reports." 

An  objection  that  has  been  made  to  such  an  ordinance, 
that  it  would  prove  a  burden  to  the  poor  man  who  is  build- 
ing, is  entirely  visionary.  It  is  evident  that  the  plumbing  for 
such  a  building  as  the  laboring  man  would  erect,  would  not 
be  extensive,  and  hence  the  plans  for  the  same  would  be  of  a 
very  simple  kind.  Again,  there  are  very  few  who  would  wish 
to  build  dwellings  for  their  own  occupancy,  when  they  are 
aware  that  the  faulty  construction  of  the  plumbing  renders 
them  liable  to  disease.  But  for  the  sake  of  argument,  sup- 
posing they  are  willing  to  allow  an  improper  arrangement  of 
their  house  drainage  to  exist,  is  it  not  in  the  interest  of  the 
public  health,  for  the  proper  authorities  to  deny  to  such  a 
person  the  privilege  of  permitting  a  condition  of  things  to 
remain,  that  might  possibly  give  rise  to  a  contagious  or 
infectious  disease,  which  could  easily  be  the  nucleus  of  an 
epidemic  in  our  midst. 

These  suppositions  are  not  chimerical,  but  facts,  as  any 
well  informed  medical  gentleman  will  testify. 

OUR  WATER  SUPPLY. 

More  or  less  discussion  is  constantly  going  on  in  regard 
to  our  present  water  supply,  and  many  views  are  entertained 
as  regards  the  comparative  purity  of  the  water  used. 

I  am  unaware  that  the  existence  of  any  disease  was  ever 
traced  to  its  impurity.  But  I  think  no  one  will  deny  that  the 
surroundings  of  the  suction-pipe,  as  at  present  situated,  are 
not  such  as  would  tend  to  quiet  the  misgivings  of  any  one 
who  is  inclined  to  be  skeptical  in  regard  to  the  purity  of  the 
water  at  our  present  source  of  supply. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  when  it  is  seen  fit 
to  extend  the  suction-pipe  into  the  lake,  that  such  extension 
be  made  far  enough  to  be  forever  beyond  the  possible  con- 
tamination of  the  sewage  from  this  city.  Of  course  the  con- 
struction of  the  sewer  in  Battery  street  removes  nearly  all  the 
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sewage  that  formerly  emptied  into  the  lake  at  the  foot  of 
College  street,  to  a  point  fully  half  a  mile  further  south. 

nuisances. 

Under  date  of  August  2d,  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  in  a 
communication  to  your  Honorable  Board,  referring  to  an  over- 
draft of  the  appropriation  for  this  department,  made  the  fol- 
lowing statement: — "I  am  unaware  that  any  exigency  has 
"  arisen  that  has  nescessitated  any  additional  expenditure,  and 
"  am  at  loss  to  know  why  this  department  should  be  more 
"  expensive  than  in  former  years.  Certainly  no  more  is 
"  done."    (The  italics  are  mine.) 

As  an  answer  to  this  charge,  I  append  the  following  table, 
showing  the  kind  and  number  of  nuisances  that  have  been 
abated  during  the  five  years  previous  to  1886,  together  with 
the  statement  of  the  same  for  the  year  just  ended.  The 
overdraft  will  be  explained  in  the  proper  place.

The  appropriation  made  to  this  department  for  Lthe  year 
was  $600.00.  The  chairman  of  the  health  committee,  and 
myself,  understood  that  this  was  for  the  current  expenses  for 
this  year.  The  including  of  the  sum  voted  me  ($300.00)  for 
the  care  of  the  smallpox  patients  at  the  pest  house  in  1885, 
with  this  year's  expenses,  was  unexpected  and  unprovided 
for.  Throwing  this  aside,  together  with  the  $19.00  for  rent 
of  houses  on  Battery  street  during  the  quarrantine,  the 
expenses  of  this  department  for  the  past  year  were  $59.74 
less  than  the  appropriation. 

ANALYSIS  OF  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  year  1886  there  were  121  marriages,  390 
births,  262  deaths,  including  14  still  births.  The  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  shows  an  increase  in  the  population  of  128 
by  these  natural  events.  As  compared  with  the  year  1885 
there  were  six  more  marriages,  one  less  birth  and  four  less 
deaths  in  1886. 
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MAEEIAGES. 

The  ratio  of  persons  married  in  1886  to  the  whole  popu- 
lation was  1  to  55.78. 

Season. — There  were  22  marriages  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year,  30  in  the  second,  28  in  the  third,  41  in  the  fourth. 

The  largest  number  occurred  in  October,  and  the  smallest 
number  in  April. 

Nativity  of  .Parties. — Ninety-two  of  the  grooms  and  102 
of  the  brides  were  born  in  the  United  States ;  22  grooms  and 
15  brides  in  Canada;  3  grooms  in  Ireland;  4  grooms  and  4 
brides  in  other  countries. 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  390  births  during  the  year  1886,  or  one  less 
than  in  1885.  In  this  number  are  included  8  illegitimate 
births,  2  twin  births  and  14  still-births. 

The  proportion  of  live  births  to  population  (13,500)  was 
1  in  35.90. 

Sex. — Males  215,  females  175,  or  40  more  males  than 
females. 

Parentage. — Two  hundred  and  twenty-one  fathers  and 
258  mothers  were  born  in  the  United  States ;  108  fathers  and 
90  mothers  were  born  in  Canada ;  23  fathers  and  14  mothers 
were  born  in  Ireland,  and  27  fathers  and  24  mothers  were 
born  in  other  countries.  The  nativity  of  8  fathers  and  1 
mother  was  unknown. 

Season. — Ninety  nine  births  occurred  in  the  first  and 
third  quarters  of  the  year ;  98  in  the. fourth;  and  the  smallest 
number  (94)  in  the  second  quarter. 

Locality. — One  hundred  and  forty-four  births,  over  one- 
third  of  the  total  number,  occurred  in  the  third  Ward  ;  98  in 
the  fifth,  72  in  tbe  second,  54  in  the  fourth,  and  22  in  the 
first  ^Warcl. 
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Twin  Births. — There  were  two  of  these  cases,  or  1  in 
195  cases  of  births. 

Age  of  Mothers. — The  age  at  which  women  bore  the 
greatest  number  of  children  in  1886  was  31,  twenty  seven  chil- 
dren having  been  born  by  mothers  of  that  age.  The  youngest 
mother  was  16  years  old,  and  the  oldest  was  47.  Eighteen 
children  were  born  by  mothers  18  years  old  and  under,  and 
21  by  women  40  years  old  and  over. 

Deaths. — There  were  262  deaths,  including  14  still-births, 
during  the  year  1886,  four  less  than  in  1885. 

Estimating  the  population  at  13,500,  the  ratio  of  deaths, 
exclusive  of  still-births,  was  18.37  to  1000  inhabitants,  or  one 
death  in  54  43  of  the  population. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  includes  nine  which  occurred 
at  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital. 

Season. — The  greatest  number  of  deaths  (74)  was  in  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year,  and  the  smallest  (53)  in  the  second. 
The  greatest  monthly  mortality  was  31,  in  July,  and  the  least 
16,  in  April. 

Sex. — There  were  deaths  of  133  males  and  of  129  females. 
Social  Relations. — One  hundred  and  sixty  of  the  deaths, 
including  14  still-births,  were  of  single  persons  ;  71  of  married 
i  and  31  of  widows  or  widowers. 

Age. — There  were  86  deaths,  including  14  still-births,  of 
children  under  1  year  of  age,  or  32.82  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  ; 
29  of  children  between  1  and  5  years  old,  or  11.06  per  cent, 
of  all  deaths  ;  22  between  the  age  of  5  and  20,  or  8.99  per 
!  cent,  of  all ;  49  were  between  20  and  50,  or  18.70  per  cent,  of 
I  all ;  40  were  between  50  and  70,  or  15.26  per  cent,  of  all ;  and 
I  36  of  persons  70  and  over,  or  13.74  per  cent,  of  the  total. 


Nativity. — One  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  the  deceased, 
including  14  still-births,  were  born  in  the  United  States  \  38 
in  Canada  ;  33  in  Ireland,  an4  5  in  other  countries^ 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Under  the  Zymotic  class,  or  diseases  which  are  either 
epidemic,  endemic  or  contagious,  and  which  are  in  a  measure 
preventable  by  sanitary  regulations,  52  deaths  are  recorded, 
or  19.84  per  cent,  of  all  deaths.  Nineteen,  the  largest  num- 
ber, were  of  cholera  infantum,  11  of  diphtheria,  10  of  mem- 
branous croup,  3  of  whooping  cough,  2  each  of  congenital 
syphilis  and  typhoid  fever,  and  1  each  of  cholera  morbus, 
bilious  fever,  slow  fever,  alcoholism  and  asthenia. 

Season. — There  were  two  deaths  of  cholera  infantum  in 
May,  12  in  July,  3  in  August  and  2  in  September ;  1  of  cholera 
morbus  in  July,  2  of  membranous  croup  in  March,  1  each  in 
April,  August  and  September,  3  in  November  and  2  in  Decem- 
ber ;  1  of  diphtheria  in  each  February  and  August,  3  in  Sep- 
tember, 5  in  October  and  1  in  December ;  1  of  bilious  fever  in 
June ;  1  of  slow  fever  in  September  ■  1  of  typhoid  fever  in 
each  J une  and  October ;  2  of  whooping  cough  in  June  and  1 
in  December ;  1  of  congenital  syphilis  in  each  January  and 
June ;  1  of  alcoholism  in  January,  and  1  of  asthenia  in  Jan- 
uary. 

Sex. — The  deaths  under  this  class  were  33  males  and  19 
females. 

Age. — Twenty -four  of  the  deaths  were  of  children  under 
1  year  of  age,  17  of  children  been  1  and  5  years  of  age,  6  of 
persons  between  5  and  20,  3  of  persons  between  20  and  50, 
1  between  50  and  70,  and  1  of  a  person  over  70  years  of  age. 

Social  Relations. — All  of  the  deaths  in  this  class  except 
two  were  of  single  persons. 

Nativity. — All  but  one  were  born  in  the  United  States. 

Under  the  Constitutional  class,  or  diseases  consequent 
upon  a  bad  habit  of  body,  sometimes  hereditary,  and  in  which 
there  is  a  deposit  of  new  morbid  products  in  various  parts  of 
the  body,  51  deaths  are  recorded,  or  19.46  per  cent,  of  all 
deaths ;  28  were  of  consumption  (3  more  than  in  1885),  10 
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of  cancer,  4  each  of  dropsy  and  hydrocephalus,  2  each  of  rheu- 
matism and  tuberculosis  mesenterica,  and  1  of  scrofulus 
adinitis. 

Season. — Deaths  of  consumption  occurred  in  every  month 
of  the  year  except  March. 

Sex. — The  deaths  of  consumption  were  of  14  males  and 
14  females. 

Age. — Seventeen  of  the  deaths  of  consumption  were  be- 
tween 20  and  50  years  of  age ;  5  of  the  deaths  of  cancer  were 
of  persons  70  years  and  over. 

Nativity. — The  nativity  of  persons  who  died  of  consum- 
tion  was  :    United  States,  18  ;  Canada,  4  ;  Ireland,  6. 

Under  the  Local  class,  or  diseases  in  which  the  functions 
of  particular  organs  or  systems  are  disturbed,  or  obliterated, 
and  sometimes  hereditary,  104  deaths  are  recorded,  or  39.69 
per  cent,  of  all  deaths ;  25  were  under  the  order  nervous,  10 
circulatory,  44  respiratory,  20  digestive,  5  urinary. 

Season, — Deaths  in  this  class  occurred  at  all  seasons  of 
the  year.

Developmental  diseases,  which  occur  incidentally  to  the 
formative,  reproductive  and  nutritive  processes,  are  represented 
by  48  deaths  during  the  year,  or  18.32  per  cent,  of  all  deaths. 
Under  the  order  of  children  are  14  still-births,  10  cases  of 
congenial  debility,  2  of  cyanosis,  and  1  of  spina  bifida. 
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Under  the  order  women,  there  were  2  deaths  of  puerperal 
fever,  and  1  of  puerperal  convulsions. 

Under  the  order  old  age  there  were  9  deaths  of  old  age, 
and  1  of  senile  gangrene. 

Under  the  order  nutrition  there  were  4  deaths  of  anaemia, 
and  3  of  marasmus. 

There  was  one  death  under  the  order  osseous,  namely, 
necrosis. 

Season. — There  was  nothing  noteworthy  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  these  deaths  through  the  year. 

Sex. — Twenty  were  males  and  28  females. 

Social  Relations. — Of  the  deaths  in  this  class  33  were 
single,  5  married  atad  10  widowed  persons. 

A  ge.— Under  1,  31  ;  5  to  20,  2 ;  20  to  50,  4 ;  50  to  70,  1 ; 
over  70,  10. 

Nativity. — Thirty-six  of  the  deceased  in  this  class  were 
born  in  the  United  States,  6  in  Canada,  5  in  Ireland,  and  1  in 
some  other  country. 

There  were  7  deaths  by  violence  in  1886,  or  2.67  per  cent, 
of  all  deaths  during  the  year ;  2  each  were  caused  by  suicide 
and  shock ;  1  each  by  fracture  of  skull,  burn  and  drowned. 

Season. — The  season  of  the  year  had  no  effect  as  a  cause 
of  any  of  the  deaths  in  this  class. 

Sex. — Two  were  males  and  5  females. 

Social  Relations. — All  the  deaths  in  this  class  except  one 
were  of  single  individuals.  The  exception  was  a  widowed 
person. 

Age. — The  deaths  were  all  of  persons  between  20  and  70 
years  of  age. 

Nativity. — Five  were  born  in  the  United  States,  and  one 
each  in  Canada  and  England.

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RE  POET  OF  THE  CITY  PHYSICIAN. 


J.  H.  Linsley,  M.  D.,  Health  Officer : 

Dear  Sir: — During  the  past  year  there  has  been  com- 
paratively little  sickness  among  the  poor  of  the  city.  With 
the  exception  of  a  few  weeks  last  spring  and  summer,  there 
have  been  but  one  or  two  cases  under  my  care  at  any  one 
time. 

I  have  visited  the  poor  house  whenever  occasion  has 
demanded,  and  many  times  when  not  called  there  on  account 
of  the  sickness  of  any  of  the  inmates.  I  have  been  there  at 
all  times  of  day,  often  at  meal  time,  and  never  have  my  visits 
been  expected  on  account  of  previous  appointment. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  I  have  always  found  the  house  clean 
and  tidy,  and  the  food  for  the  inmates  abundant  and  whole- 
some. 

I  have  often  questioned  the  inmates  as  to  the  kind  of  fare 
they  received,  and  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  they  all  have 
said  that  they  were  well  used  and  well  fed. 

The  principal  exception  was  in  the  case  of  a  man  who  is 
a  chronic  grumbler,  and  the  only  cause  I  could  find  for  his 
complaint,  was  the  fact  that  occasionally  he  was  compelled  to 
change  his  clothing  and  take  a  bath. 

There  have  been  but  three  deaths  at  the  poor  farm  dur- 
ing the  year.

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PROPOSED  IMPROVEMENTS. 

By  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  May  17th,  1886, 
the  City  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  borrow  $24,000  for  four 
years,  and  place  it  to  the  credit  of  the  water  department  for 
the  purpose  of  building  an  additional  reservoir,  making 
needed  improvements  at  the  pumping  station,  and  extending 
the  suction  pipe  to  the  pumps  farther  in  the  lake.  Plans  and 
specifications  were  prepared,  and  bids  received,  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  reservoir,  and  estimates  were  obtained  for 
the  other  improvements. 

On  further  consideration,  it  was  thought  best  to  issue 
bonds  and  distribute  the  expense  over  a  longer  period.  A 
city  meeting  was  called  to  take  action  in  reference  to  bonding, 
an  offer  was  made  to  take  the  issue  of  bonds  at  a  price  that 
would  make  the  interest  3f  per  cent  per  annum ;  but  the 
resolution  authorizing  the  work  was  dismissed,  and  the  im- 
provements have  not  been  carried  out.

The  amount  of  water  pumped  is  the  largest  since  1880, 
sixty  per  cent  of  the  increase  was  during  the  four  sunrmer 
months. 
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Shavings  were  used  for  fuel  17  weeks.  The  low  pressure 
steam  cylinders  to  pump  No.  1,  have  been  re-bored  and  new 
piston  heads  put  in,  which  has  resulted  in  a  material  saving  of 
fuel. 

METERS. 

There  is  now  in  use  262  meters,  a  gain  of  23  over  last 
year.  Of  this  number  209  are  owned  by  individuals  and  42 
are  the  property  of  the  department.- 

The  amount  of  water  passed  through  the  meters  has 
been  30,628,260  gallons,  the  bills  for  which  amount  to 
$7,670.69. 

Of  the  water  pumped,  13^  per  cent  has  been  used  through 
meters,  yielding  26^  per  cent  of  the  collections. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Although  the  number  of  breaks  has  been  less  than  the 
previous  year,  I  would  recommend  that  the  appropriation  for 
replacing  cement  pipe  be  increased,  and  renew  the  recom 
mendation,  so  often  made,  that  the  pumping  station  and  sur- 
roundings receive  the  needed  repairs.

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The  expense  of  all  these  sewers  is  entirely  or  partially- 
assessed  to  property  holders,  excepting  that  of  Ravine  sewer? 
the  cost  of  which  is  borne  by  the  city. 

So.  Battery  street  sewer  was  assessed  to  property  owners 
at  $1.50  per  running  foot,  and  Loomis  street  sewer  at  62  cts.? 
the  remainder  of  the  expense  being  defrayed  by  the  city.  In 
the  case  of  the  Loomis  street  sewer,  the  expense  to  property 
owners  was  lessened  by  the  city,  on  account  of  an  old  sewer,, 
built  by  private  individuals  but  not  connected  with  the  sewer 
plan ,  being  a  total  loss  to  the  builders.  The  new  sewer  is 
connected,  as  are  all  other  city  sewers,  with  the  general  sewer 
system.  The  Ravine  sewer  is  the  connecting  link  of  a  trunk 
sewer  that  extends  from  Pearl  street  to  the  lake.  The  por- 
tion built  this  year  lies  between  College  and  Union  streets 
in  the  ravine.  It  has  an  eight  inch  brick  wall,  lined  with  a 
coating  of  Portland  cement. 

All  the  sewers  are  provided  with  all  necessary  connection 
entrances,  man-holes,  lamp -holes,  basin  entrances,  etc.,  etc. 

STREET  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT. 

There  have  been  placed  in  position  by  me  during  the  year 
eight  new  lamps,  according  to  the  following  table.

Thirty  lights  have  been  transferred  from  the  Electric 
light  district  to  those  streets  outside  of  it,  where  there  seemed 
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to  be  the  greatest  need  of  them.  A  few  general  repairs  have 
also  been  made  by  me  for  the  department. 

During  the  past  year  the  use  of  gas  for  street  illumination 
lias  been  superseded  by  Electric  lights,  of  which  there  are 
at  present  sixty-one  lamps  of  2000  candle  power  each.  The 
above  lights,  as  located,  replace  88  gas  lamps  and  24  naptha 
lamps. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  AND  PARKS. 

The  charge  to  City  Hall  building  was  largely  caused  by 
excavating  for  improvements  in  the  Hook  and  Ladder  truck 
room  and  furnishing  stone  and  lumber  therefor. 

In  City  Hall  Park,  I  have  expended  the  funds  for  setting 
out  new  trees  and  in  general  cleaning,  and  have  drawn  on  a 
proper  amount  of  fertilizer. 

Battery  Park  has  been  partially  plowed  and  reseeded  and 
a  large  amount  of  fertilizer  provided. 

STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

In  this  department,  this  year,  the  charge  to  general  or  un 
classified  repairs  has  been  large,  owing  to  very  little  having 
been  done  in  the  two  preceding  years  when  permanent  im- 
provements were  mostly  made. 

Winooski  avenue  and  Winooski  road  have  been  placed 
this  year  in  the  best  condition  possible.  Winooski  avenue, 
from  Grant  street  to  the  Queen  City  Soap  Works,  has  been 
graded ;  macadamized  from  Grant  street  to  the  Star  Hose 
house,  a  distance  of  677  feet ;  gravelled  from  the  Star  Hose 
House,  2568  feet,  to  the  Queen  City  Soap  Works ;  curbed, 
guttered  and  flagged  from  North  to  Grant  streets  and  curbed 
from  Union  street  to  North  street  on  the  east  side. 

Winooski  road  was  in  bad  condition,  and  owing  to  the 
street  railroad,  extensive  changes  and  improvements  were 
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necessary.  The  street  has  been  widened  and  in  many  places 
raised  or  lowered,  as  was  necessary.  The  principal  expense 
was  incurred  in  cutting  down  the  embankment  at  the  curve 
beyond  the  soap  works,  widening  the  embankment  at  the  large 
hollow  beyond  and  widening  the  ascent  approaching  the  Bur- 
lington Flouring  Mill. 

On  Intervale  road,  quite  a  large  expense  was  incurred  in 
repairing  the  damage  caused  by  the  overflow  of  the  river  in 
the  spring  of  1886. 

In  this  connection  the  Superintendent  would  respectfully 
suggest  that  this  street  be  made  a  pent  road,  as  it  is  used  only 
by  a  few  individuals  and  is  not  a  public  thoroughfare  in  the 
true  sense  of  the  word,  while  more  money  is  annually  required 
to  keep  it  in  order  that  would  care  for  a  street  four  times  its. 
length  in  the  center  of  the  city. 

Pearl  street  has  been  curbed  between  Willard  and  Union 
streets  on  the  south  side,  and  guttered  and  flagged  the  same 
distance.  The  charge  to  Pearl  street  sidewalk  was  occa- 
sioned by  filling  in  the  embankment  opposite  the  Kev.  Edward 
Hungerford's  property. 

So.  Willard  street  has  been  graded  from  Pearl  to  College 
streets  and  graded  and  gravelled  from  Maple  to  Cliff  streets, 
a  distance  of  1094  feet.  The  charge  to  Willard  street  side- 
walk is  for  the  necessary  excavations  on  the  east  side,  bringing 
it  towards  grade  and  bringing  up  the  west  side  to  the  same 
point ;  these  improvements  were  made  on  So.  Willard  street,, 
between  Pearl  and  Buell,  and  between  Maple  and  Cliff  streets. 

Loomis  street  was  flagged  and  curbed  from  No.  Union 
street  to  School  street  on  the  south  side. 

Buell  street,  anew  street  extending  from  So. Willard  street 
to  So.  Union  street,  between  College  and  Pearl  streets,  on  land 
owned  by  Messrs.  Edward  Hungerford  and  Hiram  Walker,, 
is  to  be  opened  by  these  gentlemen,  entirely  at  their  own 
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expense.  A  portion  of  it  has  been  curbed  with  plank.  The 
street  is  not  yet  completed  but  will  be  so  during  the  coming 
year. 

The  crusher  has  been  run  this  year  very  successfully, 
although  the  expense  is  perhaps  a  little  larger  than  for  last 
year  on  account  of  our  being  obliged  to  quarry  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  stone  ourselves.  Aside  from  the  expense  of  the 
material  on  hand  and  some  permanent  improvements  and  re- 
pairs to  the  machinery,  the  expense  has  been  divided  propor- 
tionately between  the  different  streets  macadamized,  and  so 
shows  in  this  report.  There  is  now  on  hand  about  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty  dollars  worth  of  crushed  and  uncrushed  stone 
besides  castings,  planking,  tools  and  a  shed  built  during  the 
year. 

College  street  has  been  macadamized  from  Pine  to  St. 
Paul  street,  the  depth  of  stone  in  the  center  varying  from 
twelve  to  eighteen  inches,  thereby  causing  a  larger  expense 
than  usual  in  such  work.  The  distance  macadamized  is  404 
feet. 

The  macadamizing  on  No.  Winooski  avenue  is  mentioned 
in  the  former  part  of  this  report. 

St.  Paul  street  has  been  graded  between  Howard  and 
Maple  streets,  and  quite  largely  filled  between  Adams  and 
Maple  streets.  Of  the  expense  charged  Colchester  avenue, 
a  large  portion  was  caused  by  the  repairs  on  Winooski  Hill, 
which  was  thoroughly  gravelled  nearly  its  whole  length.  The 
street  was  also  turnpiked  from  East  avenue  to  Green  Mount 
Cemetery.  In  this  work,  and  on  many  other  streets,  a  road- 
machine  rented  of  the  town  of  South  Burlington  was  largely 
employed  and  was  found  very  useful  and  successful  in  tum- 
piking. 

East  avenue  was  turnpiked  from  Williston  road  to  Col- 
chester avenue,  its  entire  length. 
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Howard  street  was  turnpiked  between  So.  Union  and  Pine 
streets  and  its  sidewalk  repaired. 

Shelburn  street  was  turnpiked  from  So.  Union  street  to 
Potash  brook. 

North  avenue  was  turnpiked  from  Goodrich  road  to 
Heineberg  bridge,  a  distance  of  about  two  miles  ;  and  the 
sidewalk  near  Lake  Yiew  Cemetery  was  raised  and  repaired. 

The  sidewalk  on  Main  street,  east  of  the  Post  Office, 
was  widened  and  filled,  a  large  amount  of  street  cleanings 
being  used. 

St.  Paul  street  sidewalk  was  also  widened  and  repaired 
between  Howard  and  King  streets. 

Park  avenue  was  cleaned  and  repaired  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  travel  daring  the  time  of  the  State  Fair. 

Queen  City  Park  road  was  turnpiked,  and  in  many  places 
cut  down,  easing  the  ascents. 

Chase  street  was  turnpiked  and  repaired  its  entire 
length. 

Barrett  street  received  a  coating  of  chip-stone  and  was 
gravelled,  the  repairs  covering  a  distance  of  five  hundred  feet. 

Spring  street  was  brought  to  grade  from  Intervale  avenue 
to  North  Bend,  and  its  sidewalks  repaired  to  correspond. 

Grant  street  was  brought  to  grade,  curbed  and  guttered, 
from  North  Winooski  avenue  to  Elmwood  avenue. 

Four  new  street  basins  have  been  built,  the  positions  of 
which  can  be  found  in  the  previous  portion  of  my  report.  A 
small  portion  of  the  expense  of  building  the  two  basins  on 
Main  street  was  borne  by  the  street  railroad. 

Several  fences  have  been  built  during  the  year,  principally 
on  Winooski  road  and  at  the  approach  to  Winooski  bridge. 

About  two  hundred  dollars  was  expended  during  the  year 
in  trimming  trees  throughout  the  city. 

The  charge  to  Smalley  sewer  was  for  connecting  a  private 
sewer  with  the  main  sewer  on  St.  Paul  street. 
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Seventeen  double  and  two  single  crossings  have  been  laid 
this  year,  as  follows :

All  of  these  crossings  are  paved  between  the  crossing- 
stones. 

In  the  City  Team  Department  a  saving  of  about  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  was  made  by  owning  and  working  our 
own  horses.  Four  horses  have  been  owned  by  the  city,  and 
one  has  been  hired  for  the  whole  year  and  one  for  a  portion 
of  the  year.

I  have  in  this  portion  of  my  report  mentioned  and  de- 
scribed only  the  more  important  improvements  made  or  those 
necessitating  the  expenditure  of  the  larger  amounts  of  money. 
Many  other  repairs  have  been  made  on  every  street  in  the 
city,  some  of  them  permanent,  but  mostly  in  the  line  of  a 
general  repair  of  the  road-bed  or  sidewalk.  Any  information 
not  herein  contained  will  be  cheerfully  given  at  the  office  at 
any  time.

Gentlemen  : — The  annual  report  of  the  City  Engineer  for 
the  year  1886,  is  respectfully  submitted  herewith. 

During  the  year,  nothing  has  been  done  which  would  call 
for  more  details  or  explanations  than  are  given  in  the  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets.  The  chief  aim  of  this  re  - 
port, as  I  stated  in  my  first  one,  is  to  preserve,  in  tabulated 
form,  such  information  of  work  accomplished,  as  may  be  of 
interest  to  the  public,  and  of  value  for  future  reference.  The 
duties  of  the  office  include  the  making  of  all  surveys  ordered 
by  the  city,  or  needed  for  the  construction  of  work  in  the 
Street  and  Sewer  Departments,  and  all  proper  mapping  of  the 
same  for  record  and  reference.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER 

OF  THE 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  Vt. 

Gentlemen  : — 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  twenty- 
second  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1886. 

The  Department  consists  of  one  hook  and  ladder 
truck,  two  hand  engines,  nine  hose  carts,  2,200  feet 
leather  hose,  4,500  feet  linen,  500  feet  linen  rubber  lined, 
2,000  feet  cotton  rubber  lined  hose,  twenty-one  fire  alarm 
boxes,  six  indicators,  ten  and  one  half  miles  of  wire,  and 
all  tools  and  appliances  for  operating  the  same. 

DEPARTMENT  HOUSES. 

There  has  been  nothing  done  in  this  line  further  than 
a  few  minor  repairs.  I  would  again  call  your  attention 
to  the  condition  of  the  buildings  occupied  by  Barnes 
Hose  Company,  No.  7,  and  Ethan  Allen  Engine  Com- 
pany, No.  4,  and  urge  some  immediate  action  to  relieve 
their  necessities,  and  trust  that  you  may  be  pleased  to 
give  the  matter  the  attention  which  it  deserves. 

HYDRANTS. 

One  new  hydrant  has  been  placed  during  the  year, 
and  9  underground  have  been  replaced  by  post  hydrants,

making  the  total  163,  of  these  20  belong  to  private  par- 
ties or  corporations. 

APPARATUS. 

The  hook  and  ladder  truck  has  been  thoroughly 
overhauled  and  painted.  A  new  cart  should  be  purchased 
at  once  for  Ethan  Allen  Company,  which  will  make  this 

branch  of  the  service  complete. 

- 

HOSE. 

The  Department  has  1,000  feet  of  leather,  2,600  feet 
of  linen,  500  feet  of  linen  rubber  lined,  2,000  feet  of  cot- 
ton rubber  lined  hose,  in  good  condition,  and  1,200  feet 
leather,  1,900  feet  linen,  in  fair  condition  ;  1,000  feet  of 
cotton  rubber  lined  hose  has  been  purchased  and  divided 
equally  between  the  Star  and  Barnes  companies. 

FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

Two  new  boxes,  three  indicators,  and  two  miles  of 
wire,  have  been  added  to  the  circuit,  and  under  the  care 
of  Superintendent  Sherwin,  the  system  is  giving  good 
satisfaction. 

ANNUAL  PARADE. 

The  annual  parade  and  inspection  took  place  Sept . 
22d.  Comment  from  me  is  unnecessary,  as  your  honora- 
ble body  was  present,  and  I  have  heard  only  words  of 
praise  and  commendation  for  the  fine  appearance  of  men 
and  apparatus.  After  the  parade  an  exhibition  of  hose 
coupling  and  ladder  climbing  was  given,  and  the  result 
showed  that  the  men  could  do  their  work  quickly  and 
well. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  following  pur- 
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chases :  a  new  cart  for  Ethan  Allen  Engine  Company ; 
one  Fire  Alarm  box ;  500  feet  rubber  lined  cotton  hose. 


The  city  has  been  exempt  from  any  large  conflagra- 
tions the  past  year,  the  largest  being  that  of  the  Wheeler 
block,  and  this  was  owing  to  the  peculiar  construction  of 
the  building,  which  made  it  unsafe  for  the  firemen  to 
enter.  In  this  connection  I  would  again  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  desirability  of  your  honorable  body  making 
some  laws  or  regulations  in  restricting  the  erection  of 
these  flimsy  and  unsubstantial  buildings  within  the  fire 
limits.  I  would  also  suggest  that  the  fire  limits  be  ex- 
tended so  as  to  embrace  more  of  the  thickly  settled  por- 
tions of  the  city.  . 

I  desire  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Fire  Committee 
and  Assistant  Engineers  Denning,  Perkins,  Bradley  and 
Corrigan,  for  their  hearty  assistance  and  support.

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Of  the  above  number  of  cases  in  which  the  respondents 
were  convicted,  six  of  them  were  appealed  to  the  CountjT 
Court.  One  appeal  was  entered  at  the  last  September  term. 
It  was  a  complaint  against  three  respondents  for  a  breach  of 
the  peace,  and  as  the  respondents  failed  to  appear  before  said 
court  when  their  case  was  called,  the  bail  was  thereupon  for- 
feited, and  the  same  is  to  be  paid  in  that  court. 

The  appeals  in  the  five  other  cases  were  taken  to  the  next 
April  term,  and,  should  they  not  be  entered,  the  fines  and  costs 
in  these  cases  will  then  be  collected  by  this  court. 

In  another  case  of  conviction,  time  was  given  the  respon- 
dent to  pay  his  fine.  The  time  given  him  has  expired  and 
said  fine  is  still  unpaid,  but  as  the  respondent  is  poor  and 
sick,  it  is  not  thought  proper  to  commit  him  to  the  House  of 
Correction  at  present.  Since  December  31,  1886,  the  date  of 
this  report,  the  amount  of  a  fine  and  cost,  imposed  last  April, 
was  collected  and  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  same 
can  now  only  appear  in  the  next  annual  report. 

In  addition  to  this  summary  a  report  in  detail  of  all  the 
above  cases,  giving  names  of  the  respondents,  was  furnished 
the  City  and  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk.

The  whole  number  of  commissioned  Police  is  63.  Of 
this  number  56  are  private  watchmen  at  the  several  mills  and 
manufactories,  without  cost  to  the  city ;  three  are  on  duty  on 
Church  street  (two  each  night),  one  on  Battery  street,  one  on 
North  street,  one  on  the  Battery  Park  in  the  summer  season. 

I  would  recommend  that  more  money  be  expended  by 
the  City  Council  on  the  Police  Department,  and  by  so  doing 
make  it  more  efficient,  and  a  greater  credit  to  itself  and  to 
the  citj.

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REPORT  OF  TIE  CIT1  ATTORNEY. 


To  the  City  Council : 

The  City  Attorney  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report : 

Since  the  report  of  a  year  ago  the  case  then  pending  in 
the  Supreme  Court,  touching  the  legality  of  an  assessment 
upon  this  city  for  a  portion  of  the  expense  of  the  Island  road 
and  bridge,  has  been  decided,  sustaining  the  position  taken 
by  the  city.  The  assessment,  which  would  have  amounted  to 
several  thousand  dollars,  has  therefore  been  avoided. 

There  have  been  several  prosecutions  during  the  past 
year  for  piggery  nuisances,  which  have  resulted  in  their  abate- 
ment. 

Two  cases  are  now  pending  against  the  city.  One  of 
these  is  a  suit  in  equity,  brought  by  E.  R.  Hard  in  his  own 
name,  wherein  the  power  of  the  city  to  appropriate  funds  for 
extra  police  service  during  carnival  week,  and  for  trial  of  the 
electric  system  of  lighting,  is  in  issue. 

The  case  has  been  partially  heard  before  a  master,  to 
whom  it  was  referred,  to  report  the  facts  to  the  Court. 

The  other  suit  is  that  of  Ralph  E.  Weller  vs.  the  City, 
for  damages  sustained  by  collision  with  a  coasting  traverse 
upon  Main  street,  before  any  license  had  been  given  to  coast 
there,  and  while  the  street  was  unguarded. 

The  County  Court  rendered  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  to 
recover  $300.  The  ruling  of  the  Court,  holding  the  city 
liable  under  the  circumstances,  was  excepted  to,  and  it  was 
expected  that  this  question  would  be  heard  at  the  January 
term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  for  which  preparation  was  made. 
There  being  no  quorum  of  the  Court  present,  however,  the 
ease  stands  for  hearing  at  the  next  general  term. 

R.  S.  Taft  and  Wm.  G.  Shaw  appealed  from  a  small 
sewer  assessment  on  Spruce  street.  Commissioners  have 
been  appointed  to  hear  the  appeal,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
soon  be  disposed  of.

There  is  belonging  to  this  fund  the  sum  of  $22,882.40,  of 
which  amount  $14,234.22  was  used  by  the  city  in  building 
school  buildings,  and  $8,648.18  was  used  in  building  the 
Town  (now  City)  Hall.  The  interest  on  said  sum,  amounting  to 
$1,372.94,  is  received  from  the  City  Treasurer  annually,  and 
the  same  paid  to  the  School  Department. 

For  further  statement  I  refer  you  to  my  report  to  your 
Board  June  2,  1884,  hereto  annexed,  and  in  accordance 
with  that  report,  I  received  from  the  City  Treasurer  a  note 
of  $22,882.40,  payable  one  year  after  date,  with  interest  an- 
nually, which  is  the  total  amount  of  the  United  States  deposit 
money  in  the  hands  of  your  trustee.

Gentlemen  : 

Agreeable  to  your  request,  I  herewith  give  you  a  state- 
ment of  the  United  States  deposit  money  held  by  the  city  of 
Burlington. 

On  the  25th  day  of  April,  1879,  on  accepting  the  office  of 
Trustee  of  the  United  States  deposit  money,  I  found  the  city 
of  Burlington  held  of  United  States  deposit  money,  based  on 
the  census  of  1860,  the  sum  of  $14,889.07,  and  based  on  the 
census  of  1870,  the  further  sum  of  $14,234.22,  making  a  total 
of  $29,123.29. 

The  first  mentioned  sum  of  $14,889.07,  as  I  am  informed, 
was  used  by  the  town  of  Burlington  in  building  the  Town 
Hall  (now  City  Hall),  for  which  no  obligation  was  ever  given 
to  the  Trustee,  that  I  can  find. 

The  second  sum  of  $14,234.22  I  received  from  C.  W. 
Woodhouse,  then  Trustee,  a  note  dated  August  11, 1873,  pay- 
able to  C.  F.  Ward,  Trustee,  signed  by  G.  D.  Weller,  Treasurer 
of  the  city  of  Burlington.  This  sum  of  $14,234.22  was  loaned 
to  the  city  of  Burlington  and  used  in  building  the  "Pomeroy  " 
and  "Adams"  school  houses,  making  the  total  sum  of 
% 29,123. 29. 

On  the  18th  day  of  March,  1881,  J.  A.  Page,  State  Treas- 
urer, made  a  requisition  on  the  city  of  Burlington  for  the  sum 
of  $6,240.89,  to  be  refunded  to  the  State  in  the  redistribution 
based  on  the  census  of  1880,  which  amount  was  paid  by  the 
city  of  Burlington  on  the  5th  day  of  April,  1881,  to  J.  A. 
Page,  State  Treasurer,  as  is  shown  by  the  City  Treasurer's 
books  and  the  proper  vouchers  for  the  same  on  file  in  the  City 
Treasurer's  office,  which  left  the  amount  at  that  date  in  the 
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hands  of  the  Trustee  (loaned  to  the  city  of  Burlington)  the 
sum  of  $22,882.40,  of  which  amount  the  Trustee  holds  the 
aforesaid  note  of  $14,234.22,  which  leaves  the  sum  of  $8,648.18^ 
for  which  the  present  Trustee  has  no  obligation,  and  I  would 
recommend  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  authorize  the  City 
Treasurer  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustee  a  note  for  the 
aforesaid  amount  of  $22,882.40,  with  interest  annually,  and 
that  the  Trustee  surrender  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  note  of 
$14,234.22,  dated  August  11,  1873,  properly  cancelled. 

During  the  term  of  my  office  I  have  received  from  the 
City  Treasurer  the  interest  annually  on  the  amount  of  United 
States  deposit  money,  and  paid  the  same  to  the  School  Com- 
missioners, according  to  law.

Our  present  Grand  List,  reckoning  the  personal  estate 
the  same  as  it  now  stands  and  the  new  appraisal  of  real  estate, 
is  $94,762.  A  tax  of  66  cents  would  raise  $62,542.92.  High- 
way tax,  15  cents  ;  Sinking  Fund  tax,  5  cents ;  total,  86  cents. 

Our  real  estate  will  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  new 
buildings  and  our  personal  estate  should  also  show  an  increase. 
By  an  examination  of  the  estimates  it  will  be  noticed  that  they 
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do  not  vary  much  from  the  actual  expenses  of  last  year,  and 
it  is  my  opinion  that  the  total  estimates  should  cover  the  total 
expenses  for  the  current  year. 

The  actual  expenses  of  the  Fire  Department  for  1886  were 
$4,602.86  and  the  Health  Department  $589.26,  hence  the 
smaller  estimates  than  a  year  ago.  The  cost  of  lighting  the 
streets  with  the  present  63  electric  lights  in  use  and  ordered, 
and  the  naptha  lights  in  use  would  be  $6,940.32. 

I  have  estimated  $1,000  less  on  sewers  than  was  appro- 
priated in  1886,  for  I  believe  it  is  as  much  as  should  be  raised 
in  any  one  year,  and  this  sum  will  not  be  needed  many  years 
longer.  I  think  it  can  be  confidently  stated  then  that  a  tax  of 
not  exceeding  90  cents  will  be  needed  for  1887.  I  would 
repeat  what  I  said  last  year,  "  moderate  taxation  encourages 
new  business  enterprises  and  induces  honest  returns  of  pro 
perty  by  taxpayers." 

By  the  refunding  of  $150,000  of  water  bonds  6s  and  the 
issue  of  $135,000  of  4s  instead,  an  annual  amount  of  $3,600  is 
saved. 

Of  the  $21,290  interest  on  the  bonded  debt  the  sinking 
fund  gets  $4,590  on  the  bonds  it  holds,  leaving  $16,700  as  the 
interest  upon  our  outstanding  bonds  that  we  pay  other 
holders.

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AMENDMENTS  OP  CITY  CHARTER. 


The  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Vermont,  establishing  the 
City  of  Burlington,  was  approved  November  22,  1864,  and 
accepted  by  the  inhabitants  of  Burlington,  January  18,  1865. 
(See  Becords  of  City  Meetings,  Vol.  1.) 

This  Act,  as  amended  by  different  Legislatures,  was  re- 
enacted  and  approved,  November  26,  1872. 

Amendments  thereafter,  were  approved  November  24th, 
1874 ;  November  9th,  1876,  and  October  30th,  1878. 

The  Be  vised  City  Charter,  embodying  all  previous  amend- 
ments, was  published  in  connection  with  the  Fourteenth  An- 
nual City  Beport,  for  the  year  1878. 

Since  this  last  revision,  the  following  amendments  of  the 
City  Charter  have  been  approved. 

No.  207,  of  the  Laws  of  Vermont,  approved  December 
22nd,  1880. 

Sec.  1.  So  much  of  section  three  of  an  act  entitled  u  An 
act  in  amendment  of  and  in  addition  to  an  act  approved  Nov- 
ember 26,  1872,  entitled  '  An  act  in  amendment  of  an  act  to 
incorporate  the  City  of  Burlington,  approved  November  22? 
1864,  and  of  the  several  amendments  thereof  heretofore 
enacted,"  approved  November  24,  1874,  as  commences  the 
paragraph,  with  the  words,  "  Whenever  a  petition  in  writing," 
and  closes  the  same  paragraph  with  the  words,  "  Until  the 
same  shall  be  paid,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

"  Whenever  the  owners  of  the  quarter  part  of  the  lands 
or  buildings  abutting  upon  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  part 
thereof,  in  said  city,  shall  present  their  petition  in  writing  to 
the  board  of  aldermen,  praying  that  such  street,  lane,  or  alley, 
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or  part  thereof,  as  specified,  be  graded,  paved  or  macadamized, 
curbed  and  guttered,  and  that  a  sidewalk  or  the  sidewalks 
thereof  be  constructed,  or  repaired  and  flagged,  or  that  either 
one  or  more  of  such  improvements  be  made,  the  city  council 
may  order  and  direct  the  street  commissioners  to  cause  such 
improvements  to  be  made.  The  street  commissioners,  sub- 
ject to  the  orders  and  ordinances  of  the  city  council,  shall  have 
power,  without  such  petition,  to  make  the  improvements 
above  specified,  either  one  or  more  of  them,  and  to  assess 
against  the  owners  of  the  lands  or  buildings  abutting  on  such 
street,  lane  or  alley,  and  adjoining  the  part  where  such  im- 
provements shall  be  made,  whether  made  upon  petition  or 
otherwise,  so  much  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  making  such 
improvements  as  they  shall  judge  such  lands  or  buildings  to 
to  be  benefitted  thereby  ;  which  assessments  shall  be  made 
upon  giving  to  the  parties  interested  tweWe  days  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  hearing  in  the  manner  provided  in  sec- 
tion ninety- three  of  chapter  twenty-four  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes. The  street  commissioners  shall  make  up  a  statement 
of  all  such  assessments,  describing  the  lands  or  buildings  as- 
sessed, and  forthwith  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  the 
city  clerk's  oflice,  and  when  so  recorded  such  assessments 
shall  be  and  remain  a  lien,  in  the  nature  of  a  tax,  upon  the 
lands  or  buildings  so  assessed,  until  the  same  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 
No.  218,  of  the  Laws  of  Vermont,  approved  November 
25th,  1884. 

Sec.  1.  Section  thirteen  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec  13.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  oflice  of  mayor,  oc- 
casioned by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  city  or  per- 
manent inability  to  serve,  the  president  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men shall  act  as  mayor  for  the  remainder  of  the  mayor's  offi- 
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cial  term  ;  and  in  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  board  of  alder- 
men from  any  of  the  above  mentioned  causes,  the  same  shall 
be  filled  by  a  new  election  in  the  proper  ward,  and  if  any  al- 
derman shall  remove  out  of  the  ward  for  which  he  may  have 
been  elected,  to  some  other  ward  of  the  city,  his  office  shall 
thereupon  become  vacant,  and  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  a 
new  election  in  the  proper  ward ;  and  in  case  there  shall  arise 
an  occasion  for  any  such  new  election  for  either  of  the  above 
mentioned  causes,  the  same  shall  be  held  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  such  vacancy,  provided  such  vacancy  shall 
occur  before  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year,  otherwise 
it  shall  be  filled  at  the  next  annual  city  election. 

Sec.  2.  Number  three  of  section  twenty  of  said  act  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

3.  To  regulate,  license,  tax  or  prohibit  the  exhibitions 
of  common  showmen,  circuses,  menageries  and  shows  of  every 
kind,  and  all  plays,  exhibitions  or  entertainments  for  money, 
and  to  regulate,  license,  tax  or  prohibit  itinerant  venders,  ped- 
dlers and  transient  auctioneers,  provided  the  city  council  shall 
not  have  the  power  to  license,  tax  or  prohibit  farmers  selling 
their  produce. 

Sec.  3.  Number  seventeen  of  said  section  twenty  of 
said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

17.  To  license  innkeepers,  keepers  of  saloons,  victualing 
houses,  billiard  saloons,  billiard  tables,  places  of  amusement 
and  auctioneers,  or  to  tax  the  same  for  the  purposes  of  re- 
venue, under  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  shall  be 
prescribed  therefor ;  and  all  moneys  paid  for  such  licenses  or 
taxes  shall  belong  to  the  city,  and  be  paid  into  the  city 
treasury. 

No.  194,  of  the  Laws  of  Vermont,  approved  November  3, 
1886. 

Sec.  1.    Section  two  of  an  act  approved  November  9, 
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1876,  entitled  "  An  act  in  amendment  of,  and  in  addition  to, 
an  act  approved  November  26,  1872,  entitled  'An  act  in 
amendment  of  an  act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Burlin  gton,' 
approved  November  22,  1864,  and  of  the  several  amendments 
thereof  heretofore  enacted,"  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  "three  or  more  assessors,  not  exceeding  one 
for  each  ward,"  and  inserting  in  their  place  the  words  "three 
assessors,"  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "the  assessors  shall 
be  annually  appointed  in  the  month  of  March,  and  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  April  following 
their  election,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed 
and  qualified,"  and  inserting  in  their  place  the  following  :  "Du- 
ring the  month  of  March,  1887,  the  city  council  shall  appoint 
three  assessors,  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  respective  terms 
of  one,  two  and  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  April  follow- 
ing their  election,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed 
and  qualified.  After  the  month  of  March,  1887,  the  city 
council  shall  annually  in  the  month  of  March  appoint  one 
assessor,  who  shall  hold  office  for  three  years  from  the  first 
day  of  April  following  his  election,  and  until  his  successor 
shall  be  appointed  and  qualified." 

This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 
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AN  OEDINANCE  IN  EELATION  TO  THE  CONSTEUC- 
TION  OF  SIDEWALKS  ON  BOTH  SIDES  OF  WI- 
NOOSKI  AVENUE  FEOM  GEANT  STEEET  TO 
NOETH  STEEET,  FLAGGING  AND  CUEB 
ING  SAID   STEETS  ON  BOTH  SIDES 
THEEEOF  BETWEEN  SAID  POINTS. 

It  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Burlington,  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  The  owners  of  lands  or  buildings  abutting  upon 
said  Winooski  avenue  in  said  city  of  Burlington,  Vt.,  from 
Grant  street  to  North  street,  are  hereby  ordered  and  directed 
to  construct  a  sidewalk  in  front  of  their  property,  on  both 
sides  of  said  Winooski  avenue,  on  the  established  grade  of 
said  city,  four  feet  wide,  of  the  first  quality  of  blue  stone 
flagging,  and  to  curb  said  streets  between  said  points  with 
regulation  size  of  blue  stone  curbing  on  both  sides,  as  estab- 
lished by  ordinance,  and  not  less  than  four  inches  in  thickness 
nor  less  than  eighteen  inches  in  width.  Said  sidewalks  to 
slope  not  less  than  one-fourth  of  one  inch  to  one  foot  towards 
the  center  of  said  street.  Said  curbing  to  be  set  in  a  line, 
seventeen  and  one-half  feet  east  and  west  respectively  from 
the  center  of  said  street.  The  flagging  to  be  laid  on  the  west 
side,  two  feet  from  the  westerly  boundary  line  of  said  street,  as 
near  as  may  be  without  injury  to  shade  trees,  and  on  the  east 
side  two  feet  from  the  easterly  boundary  line  of  said  street,  as 
near  as  may  be  without  injury  to  shade  trees.  And  all  said 
work  to  be  done  and  finished  thirty  days  from  and  after  the 
time  when  this  ordinance  takes  effect. 
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Sec.  2.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsist- 
ent with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Read  three  times  in  Board  of  Aldermen  and  passed  under 
a  suspension  of  rule  11,  May  10th,  1886.

My  predecessor,  in  his  estimates  for  1887,  (see  page  190,  an- 
nual report,)  makes  a  reduction  of  $1000  for  sewers.  I  cannot 
agree  with  him  and  would  respectfully  ask  that  the  appropriation 
for  sewers  be  $6000.  The  Third  ward  is,  in  my  judgment,  just 
as  much  entitled  to  drainage  as  the  Fourth  or  Fifth,  where  most 
of  the  money  for  sewers  has  been  expended  since  our  city  charter 
was  granted. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  act  No.  1  of  the  last  Legis- 
lature, in  which  a  State  tax  of  "  twelve  cents  on  the  dollar"  is  as 
sessed  ;  also  to  act  No.  204,  section  4,  where  a  tax  is  assessed  of 
iour  cents  on  the  dollar,  for  the  construction  of  a  jail,  etc. 
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I  believe  the  taxpayers  of  this  city  are  willing  to  pay  as  they 
go,  and  the  money  should  be  raised  each  year  for  all  legitimate 
expenses.  I  am  also  in  favor  of  the  city  providing  suitable  places 
for  voting  in  the  First  and  Third  wards. 

Also,  I  find  my  predecessors,  for  the  past  ten  years  or  more, 
have  recommended  that  you  build  a  barn  and  shed  to  shelter  the 
horses  and  tools  belonging  to  the  street  department,  and  I  sin- 
cerely hope  you  will  attend  to  this  at  once. 

I  believe  before  the  year  is  past  you  will  have  to  put  up 
more  electric  lights  to  accommodate  our  citizens,  consequently 
the  estimates  should  be  increased  for  that  item — your  committee 
on  the  street  department  are  better  informed  on  that  question 
than  I  am.  You  will  also  find  in  me  a  firm  supporter  for  more  per- 
manent improvements  in  our  streets  and  less  money  for  "  patch- 
ing.'1 

WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

Until  the  citizens  of  this  city  get  ready  to  make  a  radical 
change  in  our  water  supply,  all  we  have  to  do  as  their  servants, 
is  to  keep  what  we  have  in  good  repair  and  give  them  the  best  in 
our  power.  The  superintendent  reports  repairs  needed  on  the 
pumping  station,  and  its  surroundings,  and  an  increase  in  the  ap- 
propriation for  replacing  cement  pipe. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Our  fire  department  appears  to  be  in  good  condition,  and  is 
a  model  of  volunteer  service.  Your  particular  attention  is  called 
to  the  report  of  the  chief  engineer,  "  to  the  condition  of  the  build- 
ings occupied  by  Barnes  Hose  Company  No.  7,  and  Ethan  Allen 
Engine  Company  No.  4."  It  is  impossible  for  firemen  to  take  pro- 
per care  of  hose,  unless  they  have  the  right  kind  of  a  place  to 
wash  and  dry  it.    It  does  not  last  half  as  long  as  it  ought.  The 
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chief  engineer  also  recommends  a  "  new  cart  for  the  Ethan  Allen 
Engine  Company,  one  fire  alarm  box  and  500  feet  of  rubber  lined 
cotton  hose." 

All  the  other  departments  seem  to  be  in  good  condition,  and 
as  I  become  better  acquainted  with  the  duties  of  the  office,  shall 
feel  at  liberty  to  call  your  attention  to  such  matters  as  need  to  be 
considered  by  you,  and  earnestly  desire  that  we  may  all  work  in 
harmony  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  of  Burlington.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 


Burlington,  Vt.,  Jan.  1st,  1888. 

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — The  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  ask 
leave  to  present  to  you  their  Fourteenth  Annual  Report. 

It  is  not  needful  to  address  you  upon  the  benefit  which  the 
Library  is  in  this  communit}7.  You  will  find  the  statistics  in  our 
careful  Librarian's  Report,  which  is  here  submitted.  But  statis- 
tics are  dullish  things,  after  all,  full  as  they  may  be  of  excellent 
information.  You  will  make  to  yourselves  a  better  show  of  the 
Library's  usefulness  out  of  the  personal  knowledge  of  it  that 
comes  to  you. 

The  gain  is  a  great  one,  that  all  of  our  citizens  are  able  to 
come  at  good  books,  in  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  "  without  money 
and  without  price."  It  would  be  an  interesting  canvass  to  make 
among  the  homes  of  our  city,  which  should  count  up  the  families 
that  would  be  without  reading,  save  for  a  stray  newspaper  or 
magazine,  were  not  our  Library  doors  freely  open  to  all.  Our 
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public  schools  are  the  better  equipped  for  their  "  annex  "  of  the 
Public  Library.  The  students  of  our  University  find  their  col- 
lege library  conveniently  supplemented  by  that  of  the  city.  Our 
various  social  clubs,  societies,  circles  for  reading  and  study  would 
hardly  be  possible  without  its  shelves  to  draw  from,  and  invalua- 
ble reference  library  to  consult.  However  various  their  lines  of 
study,  there  will  be  found  here  something  of  interest  in  each. 
Some  one  said  of  Macaulay — or  of  some  such  all-gatbering  and 
full  informed  mind — that  you  might  try  him  on  any  topic,  from 
ten  penny  nails  to  the  Chinese  Wall,  and  he  would  have  something 
interesting  to  tell.  A  good  deal  so  is  a  large  Public  Library. 
And  ours  is  not  behind  hand  in  large  facilities  of  research. 

All  this  is  well  known  to  you,  Gentlemen,  and  need  not  be 
dwelt  on.  The  Trustees  are  grateful  for  all  that  you  are  liber- 
ally devising  and  doing  for  the  Library.  For  they  believe  that 
liberality  in  the  affairs  of  the  city  is,  in  none  of  its  interests, 
more  wisely  bestowed  than  in  this.  They  believe,  too,  ^that  their 
fellow  citizens  are  at  one  with  them  in  this,  especially  that  por- 
tion of  them  who  make  the  best  use  of  this  great  advantage,  and, 
therefore,  hold  it  at  its  right  valuation.  They  are  sure  that  the 
gratitude  which  they  have  on  their  own  part,  to  your  Board,  is 
only  an  echo  of  the  general  appreciation  of  the  large  benefit 
which  the  Library  is,  and  of  your  wisdom  in  the  ready  counte- 
nance you  lend  to  what  it  purposes  for  the  public  good. 

If  now  they  come  to  wishes,  these  are  less  their  own  desires 
than  public  petitions.  They  make  them  not  so  much  on  their 
own  part,  as  for  this  same  public  good,  and  that  the  Library  may 
the*better  serve  this. 

The  need  of  a  Library  Building  must  once  more  be  presented 
to  you,  and  be  urged.  A  suitable  one  need  not  be  very  costly. 
Bat  the  especial  point  of  suitability  to  be  urged  is  that  our  valu- 
able collections,  grown  increasingly  so,  and  now  become  well 
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nigh  invaluable,  should  be  housed  in  a  safe  house.  The  time  has 
fully  come  to  urge,  with  insistance,  the  thoughts  of  our  citizens 
toward  placing  these,  as  near  as  may  be,  in  a  fire-proof  safe. 
These  treasures,  and  their  incalculable  benefit,  ought  no  longer 
to  be  left  to  the  mercy  of  a  blowy  night's  disaster.  Had  the  fire 
of  a  year  ago,  close  by  the  present  building,  been  turned  upon  it 
by  a  wind  blowing  its  way,  the  loss  of  credit  and  advantage  to 
the  city  would  be  feebly  counted  by  the  loss  in  money. 

At  this  moment,  however,  there  is  a  need  of  immediate 
urgency  to  bring  before  you.  This  lies  in  the  fact  that,  since  our 
first  catalogue,  of  fifteen  years  ago,  was  printed,  our  Library  has 
increased  by  almost  as  many  volumes  again.  Then  we  counted 
10,600  volumes.  Now  we  have  added  10,000  more.  This  growth 
is  marked  by  four  Bulletins,  reporting  say  five  thousand  volumes 
added.  But,  since  that  of  1882,  there  remain  full  five  thousand 
more  titles  to  give  to  the  public,  which  are  now  hid  in  the  Libra- 
rian's private  account. 

You  will  at  once  be  clear  as  to  the  necessity  of  having  these 
ten  thousand  titles  properly  catalogued;  where  all  may  know 
what  books  they  have  for  the  calling  for  them.  Our  rate  of  in- 
crease is  not  small.  Not  every  year,  but  every  month  adds  to 
the  inconvenience  of  the  present  state  of  things.  The  cost  of  the 
work,  which  will  have  to  be  done  some  time,  will  be  enhanced  the 
longer  it  is  put  off.  "Delays  are  dangerous."  The  proverb  is 
made  good  here,  by  the  increasing  trouble  it  is  to  have  this  in- 
creasing mass  of  books  uncatalogued,  and  by  the  increased 
expense  it  will  be  to  do  the  work  when  it  can  no  longer  be  delayed. 
That  time,  it  appears,  has  come  round  just  now,  when  it  can  no 
longer,  with  prudence,  be  put  off.  It  is  something  inevitable. 
The  sooner  it  is  set  about,  the  better  on  all  hands,  and  on  all 
accounts.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN. 


Burlington,  Yt.,  Jan.  1st,  1888, 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Librarian's  report  for  1887  is  respectfully 
submitted. 

The  number  of  books  given  out  for  home  use  during  1887, 
was  37,933  volumes,  180  more  than  in  1886. 

The  circulation  has  been  larger  in  the  later  months  of  the 
year,  but  was  much  smaller  in  the  earlier  months ;  in  May,  700  less 
than  last  year,  when  there  was  a  gain  of  1,000  over  the  average 
for  that  month.  There  has  been  a  small  reduction,  420  volumes, 
in  the  amount  of  fiction  circulated,  but  the  percentage  does  not 
vary  much  in  different  years,  and  is  less  than  in  most  public  libra- 
ries, in  spite  of  the  fact  that  books  for  the  young  on  all  subjects 
are  classed  with  fiction.  The  Trustees  of  the  Library  have 
always  been  careful  in  the  purchase  of  works  of  fiction,  excluding 
the  more  sensational  and  less  useful.  Many  will  read  only  for 
amusement  and  recreation,  but  children  can  easily  be  led  to  enjoy 
history,  biography,  science  and  travels ;  the  co-operation  of  par- 
ents and  teachers  in  our  attempts  to  elevate  the  character  of  the- 
reading  of  the  young  is  of  the  greatest  importance. 

In  a  former  report  I  have  called  attention  to  the  close  relation 
between  the  Library  and  the  public  schools. 
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The  same  work  goes  on  in  the  same  direction,  increasing, 
however,  in  usefulness,  for  every  year  we  can  give  this  aid  more 
satisfactorily  and  the  teachers  enter  more  earnestly  into  the  plan, 
finding  as  they  do  the  benefit  both  to  themselves  and  their 
scholars.  The  value  of  the  Library  in  its  best  service  as  an  aid 
to  study  and  education  is  more  apparent  during  the  last  year  in 
increased  consultation  of  books  of  reference  within  the  building 
than  in  the  circulation  of  volumes  for  home  use. 

The  students  of  the  University  and  the  scholars  of  the  dif- 
ferent schools  in  town  come  often  to  pursue  their  various  subjects 
of  study.  Mechanics  and  artisans  draw  on  our  resources  in  their 
departments.  The  members  of  the  various  literary  clubs  are 
among  the  most  constant  and  intelligent  readers. 

A  few  German  books  have  been  added  to  the  Library,  but 
not  enough  to  keep  pace  with  the  wants  of  the  German  residents, 
who  prove  eager  for  books  in  their  own  language.  Those  of  our 
citizens  who  speak  French  make  constant  use  of  our  collection  of 
French  books,  histories,  biographies,  travels,  as  well  as  fiction. 

The  proceeds  of  the  dog  tax  have  enabled  us  to  go  on  add- 
ing valuable  books  of  reference,  such  as  the  Dictionary  of  National 
Biography  and  Cyclopaedia  of  American  Biography. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  publishers  of  the  Burlington  Free 
Press  and  Independent  of  this  city,  not  only  for  the  gifts  of  their 
weekly  issues,  but  also  for  kindness  in  giving  room  to  lists  of  new 
books,  and  notices  of  various  kinds  relating  to  the  library  and  its 
wants.  It  is  often  said  that  no  public  enterprise  can  succeed 
without  the  aid  of  the  press;  this  library  has  found  valuable 
assistance  in  the  willingness  of  the  local  press  to  publish  any  mat- 
ter the  librarian  wishes  to  bring  before  the  public. 

We  are  also  under  obligation  to  Senator  Edmunds  and  the 
different  United  States  departments  for  many  useful  government 
publications.    Mr.  G.  G.  Benedict  has  given  a  number  of  maga- 
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zines,  completing  one  of  our  sets ;  Mrs.  C.  E.  Miner  continues  to 
send  the  Popular  Science  Monthly,  Mr.  Taft  The  Nation,  and 
he  has  also  given  several  valuable  books ;  Mr.  H.  L.  Cannon  con- 
tinues to  subscribe  for  the  three  periodicals  which  he  has  given 
for  six  years,  and  has  also  added  a  number  of  acceptable  volumes. 
Among  these  welcome  additions,  Mr.  Charles  E.  Allen  has  offered 
to  supply  soon  the  many  missing  numbers  of  the  Burlington 
Daily  Free  Press,  completing  our  files  from  1864  to  the  present 
time.  We  are  allowed  now  to  make  a  grateful  record  of  a  gift  of 
the  first  fifty-two  volumes  of  a  valuable  review,  purchased  in  1884 
to  present  to  this  Library,  by  the  late  Miss  Eliza  P.  Austin,  who 
allowed  no  mention  of  our  thanks  during  her  life. 

I  have  often  called  the  attention  of  those  interested  in  the 
Library  or  who  make  use  of  it  to  the  service  they  can  render  by 
obtaining  for  it  gifts  of  books,  pamphlets  and  periodicals.  These 
are  gratefully  received,  can  be  sent  for  if  desired,  and  will  be  duly 
acknowledged. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  affairs  of  the  Library  have  been  con- 
ducted with  as  much  economy  as  is  consistent  with  its  best  inter- 
ests. Of  course  we  are  losers  in  some  ways  by  this  economy, 
perhaps  chiefly  so  in  our  inability  to  print  and  publish  a  new 
catalogue,  containing  the  books  added  since  1876,  the  date  of  the 
only  catalogue  we  have. 

The  statistics  of  Library  circulation,  gifts,  expenses,  etc.,  are 
given  in  the  usual  appendices,  and  attention  is  called  in  the  report 
of  your  Secretary  to  important  matters.

The  institutions  mentioned  represent  the  last  institutions  at 
which  the  teachers  received  instruction.  Several  of  those  who 
are  credited  to  the  University  of  Vermont  and  to  Normal  Schools, 
were  graduates  of  the  Burlington  High  School. 

FINANCES  AND   SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

As  the  disbursements  for  the  past  year  have  exceeded  the 
estimates  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a  brief  explanation 
will  not  be  out  of  place  here. 

At  the  outset,  it  should  be  said,  however,  that  the  School 
Department,  in  its  endeavor  (in  common  with  the  other  City  De- 
partments), to  keep  its  expenses  at  as  low  a  figure  as  possible, 
consistent  with  proper  management,  did  not  call  for  as  large  an 
amount  as  was  needed. 

The  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  year  were  occasioned  by 
the  demand  for  improvements  in  the  school  property,  and  by  the 
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necessity  for  opening  a  new  school  to  accommodate  our  con- 
stantly increasing  number  of  scholars. 

For  many  years,  the  old  railroad  cat  near  the  Pomeroy 
School  has  been,  for  a  portion  of  the  year,  a  stagnant  pool,  and 
for  the  entire  year  a  general  receptacle  for  all  sorts  of  refuse 
matter,  and  so  has  been  a  constant  menace  to  the  health  of  the 
teachers  and  pupils  in  that  school.  Efforts  have  been  made  at 
different  times  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  city  authorities 
and  the  owners  of  property  adjoining  the  school  lot,  in  filling  or 
draining  the  cut,  but  without  success.  Meanwhile,  mainly  by  the 
action  of  the  elements  of  nature,  and  the  inaction  of  men,  the 
offensive  and  unhealthy  condition  was  nearly  remedied,  but  the 
school  ground,  which  had  furnished  the  filling  was  rent  and 
fissured,  till  it  had  become  a  discredit  to  the  city. 

The  more  important  object  of  protecting  the  health  of  the 
pupils  having  been  accomplished,  the  School  Board  could  not 
properly  delay  longer  to  put  the  school  grounds  in  good  condi- 
tion. 

Accordingly  the  old  out-buildings  were  removed,  the  fences 
were  rebuilt  and  the  play-ground  was  filled,  graded  and  terraced. 
This  work,  in  charge  of  Commissioner  Roy,  was  well  and  taste- 
fully done ;  and  the  improvement  in  appearance  was  greater  even 
than  was  anticipated. 

The  High  School  building  has  also  received  attention.  A 
part  of  the  plumbing  has  been  overhauJed  and  changes  and  addi- 
tions have  been  made,  which  cannot  fail  to  improve  the  condition 
of  the  building.  With  the  repairs  which  have  been  made  during 
the  past  year,  the  building  is  now  more  comfortable  and  whole 
some  than  it  has  ever  been  before.  • 

In  the  last  report  of  this  department,  in  connection  with  a 
description  of  the  warming  and  ventilating  apparatus  and  closets 
which  had  then  just  been  placed  in  the  Pomeroy  School,  it  was 
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said:  "We  believe  that  we  now  have  at  least  one  building  that 
is  properly  warmed  and  ventilated.  Should  our  expectations  in 
this  regard  be  realized,  a  manifest  duty  in  respect  to  other  school 
buildings  will  be  imposed  upon  the  School  Board." 

In  the  same  connection,  allusion  was  made  to  the  probable 
passage  of  a  city  "  Plumbing  Ordinance,"  which  would  be  likely 
to  compel  changes  in  the  school  buildings. 

The  apparatus  placed  in  the  Pomeroy  School  did  prove  to  be 
highly  satisfactory  and  a  Plumbing  Ordinance  was  adopted. 

There  had  been  frequent  complaints  of  the  presence  of  coal 
gas  in  the  rooms  of  the  Adams  School,  which  chimney  caps 
or  so-called  ventilators  did  not  remove.  The  trouble  probably 
lay  in  the  faulty  construction  of  the  smoke  flues  which  also  did 
duty  as  ventilating  flues.  Long-suffering  teachers  and  innocent 
children  had  too  long  endured  the  discomfort  and  injury  result- 
ing from  these  defective  chimneys,  and  the  need  of  change  or 
reconstruction  was  imperative. 

The  location  of  this  building  is  such  that  although  special 
efforts  seem  to  have  been  made  at  the  time  of  its  construction  to 
guard  against  it,  the  cellar  has  always  been  damp. 

As  a  result  the  timbers  were  becoming  so  weakened  by  decay, 
and  in  some  cases,  so  nearly  destroyed,  that  very  soon  extensive 
repairs  would  in  all  probability  be  required  to  preserve  the  build- 
ing. 

Better  means  for  warming  and  venti  ating,  and  different 
closets  were  needed.  On  examination,  the  building  was  found  to 
be  well  adapted,  for  one  already  constructed,for  the  new  apparatus. 

In  view  of  these  varied  considerations,  and  the  passage  of 
the  Plumbing  Ordinance,  the  requirements  of  which  might  at  any 
time  be  applied  to  this  building,  the  Board  decided  to  fit  up  the 
Adams  School  as  it  did  the  Pomeroy  School  the  year  before,  with 
the  Buttan-Smead  apparatus. 
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The  work  was  done  during  the  summer  vacation  and  the  ap- 
paratus has  now  been  tried  one  term,  with  results  quite  as  satis- 
factory as  those  obtained  at  the  Pomeroy  School.  We  can  now 
say  that,  in  our  judgment,  we  have  two  school  buildings  properly 
warmed  and  ventilated,  and  provided  with  closets  which  seem 
unobjectionable. 

For  the  last  two  or  three  years  we  have  seemed  on  the  verge 
of  a  necessity  for  a  new  Grammar  School,  but  until  last  term  we 
succeeded  in  finding  room  for  "one  more  "  in  the  schools  already 
established. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Fall  Term,  however,  we  found  that  the 
limit  of  our  Grammar  School  accommodations  had  been  reached 
and  passed,  and  that  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  provide  an 
additional  room  for  the  over-flow. 

Accordingly  the  upper  room  in  the  Main  street  building  was 
prepared  and  at  once  filled  with  a  part  of  the  C  Grammar  class. 

This,  of  course,  necessitated  the  employment  of  an  additional 
teacher,  and  made  necessary  many  expenses  incident  to  fitting 
up,  furnishing  and  caring  for  a  new  room.  The  room  was  pro- 
vided with  forty-five  pupils'  desks  (mostly  double  desks)  and  the 
enrollment  for  the  term  was  forty-eight,  and  still  the  number  left 
in  the  Grammar  School  exceeded  the  number  of  desks  in  that 
room. 

So  much  by  way  of  explanation  for  the  past  year ;  and  now  a 
word  for  the  next  year. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  my  estimates  of  disbursements  for  the 
coming  year  are  larger  than  usual,  and  you  will  naturally  ask  the 
reason  for  increased  expenditures. 

In  the  first  place,  the  department  must  pay  the  over-drafts 
of  the  past  year. 

It  is  then  liable  to  find  it  necessary  to  replace  the  heating 
apparatus  in  the  High  School  building  with  new  apparatus  of 
some  kind. 
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The  present  steam  apparatus  has  rendered  good  service  for 
apparatus  of  its  kind,  but  it  has  been  in  use  many  years,  and  it 
cannot  much  longer  do  the  amount  of  work  required  of  it.  While 
it  may  last  several  years,  it  may  not  go  through  a  single  year. 
Then,  the  Plumbing  Ordinance  applies  to  public  buildings  as 
well  as  to  private,  and  tbe  city  cannot  with  good  grace  require 
private  residences  to  comply  with  the  law,  while  its  public  school 
buildings  remain  in  open  violation  of  it. 

This  ordinance  will  reach  two  of  our  school  buildings  at 
least,  and  both  are  so  situated,  that,  to  make  the  necessary 
changes,  will  involve  large  expense. 

And  finally,  the  entire  cost  of  one  new  school  will  be  added 
to  the  year's  disbursements. 

From  what  has  been  said,  you  will  readily  see  that  the  esti- 
mates for  the  year  are  more  likely  to  fall  short  of,  than  to  exceed 
the  demands  of  the  year. 

And  it  should  be  particularly  noticed  that  in  these  estimates 
and  accompanying  comments,  no  allusion  is  made  to  the  need  of 
new  buildings. 

This  leads  me  to  the  general  subject  of  our  present  school 
accommodations,  in  its  relation  to  the  present  and  prospective 
school  attendance.

As  the  Falls  and  North  avenue  schools  are  so  far  from  the 
central  part  of  the  City,  and  as  the  ungraded  schools,  if  consid- 
ered, would  be  misleading,  these  schools  need  not  be  taken  into 
account  in  this  comparison. 

The  desks  in  the  North  and  Murray  Streets  Intermediate, 
and  nearly  all  in  the  Main  street  building,  are  double,  but,  by 
crowding,  these  rooms  can  accommodate  as  many  pupils  as  there 
are  seats  given  above,  though  these  numbers  are  considerably  too 
large  for  the  rooms. 

The  desks  in  the  Pine  Street  Intermediate  and  Primary 
rooms,  and  in  the  lower  room  of  the  North  and  Murray  Streets 
Primary,  are  also  double,  and  while  on  that  account  they  show  a 
seating  capacity  of  140,  140  and  94,  it  is  a  moderate  statement  to 
say  that  these  rooms  should  not  be  allowed  to  receive  over  100, 
100  and  60  pupils  respectively. 

My  allowance  of  number  of  pupils  to  a  room,  as  given  here, 
being  arrived  at  by  simply  ascertaining  the  number  of  seats  which 
can  be  conveniently  placed  in  the  rooms,  is  undoubtedly  much 
larger  than  any  one  would  make  who  should  base  his  estimates 
upon  the  number  of  cubic  feet  in  the  rooms  and  the  number  of 
cubic  feet  of  air  which  each  pupil  should  have. 

But  making  this  liberal,  and  confessedly  too  large  allowance, 
(several  of  the  rooms  being  inconveniently  crowded  with  seats) 
the  total  seating  capacity  of  the  rooms  taken  into  account,  is 
1,260,  less  reductions  in  Pine  street  and  North  and  Murray  streets 
building  114,  or  1,146.  The  total  enrollment  in  these  rooms  was 
1,191  or  45  more  than  seating  capacity. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  8  of  these  13  schools,  or,  including 
the  Pine  street  and  North  and  Murray  Streets  Primary  Schools, 
in  10  of  the  13,  the  enrollment  exceeded  the  seating  capacity. 

The  total  number  of  seats  in  all  the  rooms  is  1,428. 

The  total  enrollment,  last  term,  was  1,418. 
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The  number  of  different  scholars  reported  for  the  last  State 
school  year,  ending  March  31,  1887,  was  1,665,  or,  237  more  than 
the  total  number  of  seats. 

It  is  evident,  then,  that  the  limit  of  present  accommodations 
—  I  might  almost  say,  of  present  possible  accommodations  —  is 
reached,  and  that  the  limit  of  proper  accommodations  is  already 
passed. 

If  Burlington  had  arrived  at  its  maximum  school  attendance 
also,  there  would  be  less  occasion  than  now  exists,  for  pressing 
this  matter  upon  your  attention.  But  the  school  statistics,  and 
many  other  evidences  which  are  apparent  to  all,  show  that  Bur- 
lington is  enjoying  a  steady  growth  in  population,  and  all  indica- 


tions point  to  a  continuance  of  this  growth.

Next  to  the  High  and  Grammar  Schools,  the  other  schools 
which  are  likely  to  feel  the  greatest  pressure,  are  the  Pomeroy 
and  North  and  Murray  Streets  Primaries. 
The  enrollment  in  Pomeroy  Primary  for  the  Fall  Terms  of 


1885,  was   100

The  enrollment  in  North  and  Murray  Streets  Primary  for  the

For  several  years  it  has  been  necessary  to  have  a  movable 
boundary  line  between  the  Pomeroy  and  North  and  Murray 
Streets  Districts,  in  order  to  accommodate,  by  transfers,  from  one 
school  to  the  other,  the  scholars  of  these  districts.    But  this 
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method  of  relief  can  no  longer  be  resorted  to,  for  both  schools 
are  now  full  to  over-flowing. 

It  is  shown  that  while  the  excess  of  pupils  over  school  ac- 
commodations is  pretty  generally  distributed  over  the  different 
grades  and  districts,  that  the  greatest  pressure  comes  upon  the 
highest  and  lowest  grades ;  and  that  in  the  Primary  grade,  the 
largest  numbers  are  found  in  the^Pomeroy  and  North  and  Murray 
Streets  Districts. 

It  is  evident,  too,  that  the  increase  in  population  has  been, 
and  for  some  time  will  continue  to  be,  greater  in  those  two  dis- 
tricts than  in  the  other  parts  of  the  city. 

Theee  are  the  facts — you  can  draw  your  own  conclusions. 
And  I  am  confident  that  I  express  your  judgment  as  well  as  my 
own,  in  saying  that  if  Burlington  were  to  remain  stationary,  in 
respect  to  population,  we  ought,  without  delay,  to  have  more 
school  room ;  but  assuming  that*  the  growth  of  Burlington  will 
continue,  the  obligation  becomes  a  necessity,  and  we  must  have 
additional  school  accommodations. 

By  section  27  of  the  City  Charter,  it  is  provided  that 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  to  provide  and  maintain 
suitable  school  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  schools 
of  the  city." 

Our  city  with  its  freedom  from  burdensome  indebtedness, 
and  exemption  from  high  taxation,  with  its  varied  business  in- 
terests and  industries  giving  promise  of  continued  prosperity, 
has  neither  need  nor  right  to  delay  the  discharge  of  the  "  duty  " 
which  its  charter  imposes.  This  matter  may  be  the  subject  of  a 
future  communication  from  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners 
to  your  Honorable  Body,  and  I  will  leave  particular  recommenda- 
tions to  be  made  by  the  Board. 

CONDITION  OF  SCHOOLS- 

The  general  condition  of  the  schools  differs  little  from  that 
reported  one  year  ago. 
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We  have  lost  by  resignation  some  of  our  best  teachers,  teach- 
ers whose  thorough  and  intelligent  instruction,  whose  successful 
management  and  whose  general  influence  were  highly  appreciated  ; 
but  the  roll  of  teachers  shows  but  few  changes,  and  to  say  this  is 
to  give  assurance  that  the  standing  of  the  schools,  speakiDg  gen- 
erally, has  been  maintained. 

The  vacancies  in  the  higher  positions  have  been  filled  by 
promotions,  and  those  in  the  lower  by  the  appointment,  from  a 
large  number  of  candidates,  of  such  as  seemed  best  qualified  for 
the  particular  positions  requiring  new  teachers. 

The  discipline  of  the  year  has  been  unusually  good.  The 
number  of  suspensions  has  been  very  small,  few  cases  of  corporal 
punishment  have  been  reported,  and  very  rarely  has  a  scholar 
been  sent  to  the  superintendent's  office  for  admonition. 

In  instruction,  the  effort  has  been  continued  to  broaden  the 
methods  employed  and  the  scope  of  the  studies  pursued. 

Our  teachers  do  not  simply,  or  mainly,  ask  the  questions,  and 
require  the  answers  which  the  adopted  text  books  contain ;  neither 
do  they  teach  Thomson's  Arithmetic,  Guyot's  Geography  and 
Appleton's  Readers :  but,  rather,  they  teach  Arithmetic,  Geog- 
raphy and  Reading,  and  use  the  text  books  as  guides  and 
aids. 

The  Fame  thing  can  be  said  of  the  higher  branches  of  study, 
so  that  it  may  be  taken  as  a  general  characteristic  of  the  in- 
struction given  in  our  schools,  that  subjects  embraced  in  our 
course  of  study,  and  not  particular  books  upon  these  subjects,  are 
taught. 

Great  use  is  made  of  supplemental  material.  The  amount 
and  variety  of  supplementary  reading  has  been  increased. 

The  pupils  have  been  encouraged  to  seek  for  information  and 
illustrations  bearing  upon  the  subjects  under  consideration  out- 
side of  their  text  books  and  their  school  rooms,  and  new  interest 
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and  something  of  the  zest  which  comes  from  original  investigation 
have  resulted. 

The  Fletcher  Free  Library  continues  to  be  an  important  part 
of  our  educational  system. 

By  a  favorable  arrangement,  the  advantages  of  the  Library 
are  brought  directly  to  the  schools.  Books  adapted  to  the  grades 
of  the  scholars  are  judiciously  selected  by  the  teachers  with  the 
aid  of  the  Librarian,  and  are  then  taken  to  the  schools  ;  so  that 
each  school  whose  teachers  take  books  in  this  way,  for  the  time 
being,  has  a  well  selected  library  of  its  own.  The  home  reading 
of  the  pupils  is  thus  largely  directed  by  the  teachers,  and  the 
benefits  of  the  schools  and  of  the  Library  together,  are  received 
at  the  homes. 

While  this  is  a  matter  of  reciprocal  advantage  to  library  and 
schools,  I  wish  on  behalf  of  the  school  authorities,  to  express  our 
grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  for  the 
provision  they  have  made  for  this  work,  and  to  the  Librarian  and 
her  assistant  for  the  courtesy  and  patience  with  which  they  have 
attended  to  the  details  of  the  plan  followed. 

I  wish  also,  in  this  connection,  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  superior  qualities  of  head  and  heart  which  our  teachers 
have  shown  in  their  voluntary  assumption  of  the  extra  labor  and 
responsibility,  involved  in  the  care  and  distribution  of  the  Library 
books. 

The  temporary  derangement  of  the  classes  in  the  High 
School,  occasioned  by  the  adoption  of  the  present  course  of 
study,  has  subsided,  as  the  classes  which  were  in  school  at  the 
time  of  the  change  have  passed  out. 

The  introduction  of  Book-keeping  and  Physiology  into  the 
Grammar  School  course  has  been  attended  with  good  results, 
and  both  these  branches  are  now  where  they  belong  in  a  course 
of  study. 
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There  has  been  a  notable  advance  in  writing,  and  in  written 
work  generally. 

The  experiment  of  giving  pen  and  ink  to  the  A  Primary 
classes,  proved  that  good  work  could  be  done  in  this  grade  with 
pens  as  well  as  with  pencils. 

Indeed  it  is  difficult  to  tell  what  Primary  scholars  cannot  do. 

Our  schools  do  a  great  deal  of  written  work,  and  it  has  been 
found  that  the  instruction  in  the  writing  classes  has  been  partly 
neutralized  by  the  practice  of  writing  much  and  rapidly,  with 
pencils.  To  overcome  this  obvious  obstacle  in  the  way  of  secur- 
ing good  penmanship,  the  teachers  have  been  directed  to  have  as 
much  of  the  writing  as  possible  done  with  pen  and  ink,  and 
when  advisable,  to  reduce  the  amount  of  writing  required. 

Good  results  are  already  apparent  from  the  changed  course 
pursued  in  this  particular 

It  is  our  purpose  to  devote  still  more  attention  to  penman- 
ship and  proper  expression  in  all  kinds  of  written  work. 

MAP  DRAWING. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  excellent  work  in  map  draw- 
ing. 

Some  of  the  maps  drawn  in  the  Grammar  School  were  ex- 
ceedingly well  done. 

And  the  maps  of  the  Main  Street  Grammar,  under  Mrs. 
Vilas,  and  of  one  of  the  classes  in  Adams'  Intermediate,  were  so 
creditable  as  to  deserve  special  mention.  In  correctness,  as  re- 
productions, of  the  countries  studied,  and  in  neatness  and  accur- 
acy of  execution,  they  were  remarkably  good. 

MUSIC. 

The  music  has  been  an  interesting  feature  of  the  year.  In 
the  Primary  Schools,  Mr.  Walker  has  given  more  two-part  music 
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than  has  usually  been  taken  in  this  grade.  This  music  has  cul- 
tivated independence  and  the  sense  of  harmony  in  the  pupils, 
and  has  produced  very  pleasing  effects. 

I  regard  this  as  an  important  change  in  Primary  music. 

In  the  Intermediate  Grade  supplementary  music  has  been 
used.  This  has  given  freshness  and  variety  to  the  singing,  and 
has  awakened  new  interest. 

The  Grammar  School  music  has  also  been  very  good. 

But  the  interest  developed  in  the  High  School  has  been 
especially  noticeable.  Mr.  Walker  has  gone  outside  of  the  book 
in  use  for  much  of  the  music,  and  has  made  selections  of  a  high 
order  of  merit,  which  the  school  has  taken  up  with  enthusiasm. 

The  music  hour  is  now  an  interesting  one  to  the  pupils,  and 
a  very  entertaining  one  to  any  visitors  who  may  be  present  who 
enjoy  good  music. 

The  results  accomplished  here  are  very  gratifying,  and  legiti- 
mately follow  the  course  begun  in  the  Primary  Schools. 

SCIENTIFIC  TEMPERANCE  INSTRUCTION. 

In  conformity  to  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  the  regulations 
of  the  State  Board  (which  were  given  at  length  in  my  last  annual 
report)  the  books  selected  by  the  State  Board  were  placed  in  our 
schools.    Thus  far  the  books  have  been  used  as  follows,  viz.: 

"Pathfinder,  No.  1,"  in  Primary  Schools,  and  in  C  classes  of 
Intermediate  Schools;  "Pathfinder,  No.  2,"  in  Intermediate 
Schools ;  "  Lessons  on  the  Human  Body,"  in  C  and  B  classes  of 
Grammar  Schools,  and  "  Hygienic  Physiology "  in  the  High 
School.  Hutchinson's  Physiology  was  previously  in  use  in  the 
A  class,  Grammar  School,  and  has  not  been  displaced.  Path 
finder  Books,  Nos.  1  and  2,  are  also  used  in  our  ungraded  day 
and  evening  schools. 

The  Pathfinder  books,  Nos.  1  and  2,  and  "Lessons  on  the 
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Human  Body,"  have  been  used  as  readers,  taking  the  place  when 
used  of  the  regular  readers.  The  books,  used  in  this  way,  have 
not  interfered  with  our  course  of  study,  and  have  served  the 
double  purpose  of  furnishing  new  reading  matter,  and  also,  in- 
struction upon  the  important  subject  to  which  they  are  devoted. 
The  introduction  of  this  study  cannot  fail  to  be  of  incalculable 
benefit  to  the  State. 

Doctors  may  disagree  upon  some  of  the  teaching  contained 
in  these  books,  but  the  general  effect  will  inevitably  be  good.  It 
is  comparatively  of  little  importance  whether  alcohol  possesses 
some  of  the  properties  of  a  food,  or  whether  it  is  wholly  a  stimu- 
lant, but  it  is  a  matter  of  the  highest  importance  to  learn  that 
disease,  pauperism  and  crime  are  the  legitimate  results  of  the 
improper  use  of  alcoholic  liquors.  This  truth  the  children  in  our 
Public  Schools  will  learn. 

Aside  from  the  teaching  of  temperance,  the  subject  of  Physi- 
ology should  have  a  place  among  the  required  studies  of  our 
Public  Schools.  It  can  be  adapted  to  all  grades,  and  it  furnishes 
information  which  all  should  have.  The  details  of  the  law  may, 
in  some  subjects,  be  faulty,  but  with  an  honest  effort  to  follow  its 
spirit,  the  results  will  be  commensurate  with  its  lofty  and  com- 
prehensive purpose.  A  better  race  of  men  and  women  ought  to 
follow  the  thorough  study  of  this  subject. 

EVENING  SCHOOLS. 

The  interest  in  our  evening  schools  has  been  well  sustained. 

In  this  connection,  the  following  paragraph  from  the  report 
of  Superintendent  Goodrich,  for  the  years  1868-9,  will  be  of 
interest : 

"  An  evening  school  for  young  men  was  started  on  the  18th 
of  January,  1869,  in  school  house  No.  8,  on  Champlain  street. 
Nearly  seventy  different  persons,  ranging  in  age  from  fourteen  to 
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twenty-eight  years,  have  asked  admission,  and  we  have  now  forty- 
five  names  on  the  roll.  The  attendance,  of  course,  is  somewhat 
fluctuating ;  but  about  thirty  of  the  pupils  are  quite  regular,  and 
very  anxious  to  make  the  most  of  the  chance  given  them.  The 
expense  of  this  school  to  the  city  is  simply  the  cost  of  lights  and 
fuel,  as  the  young  men  furnish  their  own  books,  &c,  and  the  teach- 
ing is  done  by  ourselves.  The  instruction  given  is  confined  main- 
ly to  reading,  penmanship  and  arithmetic.  I  have  found  great 
difficulty  in  obtaining  teachers,  and  should  have  been  obliged  to 
give  up  the  school  altogether,  had  it  not  been  for  the  very  efficient 
help  rendered  by  Mr.  C.  J.  Alger,  who  has  given  instruction  in  the 
school  regularly  from  the  beginning. 

"  This  experiment  of  a  Free  Evening  School,  and  a  like  trial,  a 
year  ago,  would  seem  to  justify  the  opinion  that  the  city  ought 
to  maintain  such  a  school  for  from  four  to  six  months  of  every 
year;  say  from  November  1st  to  April  1st.  If  properly  organ 
ized  and  conducted,  and  held  in  suitable  rooms,  I  think  it  would 
be  attended  by  a  hundred  and  fifty  pupils." 

Thus  it  is  seen  that  for  twenty  years  Burlington  has  main- 
tained an  evening  school.  For  many  years,  two  such  schools 
have  been  open,  one  at  the  Cherry  street  building  and  the  other 
at  the  Falls  School  building,  and  we  are  now  for  the  second  sea- 
son, having  a  third  evening  school,  that  for  girls,  at  the  Cherry 
street  building. 

The  studies  taught  in  our  evening  schools,  now,  are  mainly 
the  same  as  those  of  the  "  experiment "  school  of  1868,  but  the 
city,  long  since,  ceased  to  depend  upon  the  gratuitous  services  of 
its  interested  citizens.  The  good  "experiment"  was  long  ago 
adopted  into  the  family  of  regular  schools.  Its  teachers  are  now 
paid  as  other  teachers  are,  and  its  school  supplies  are  now  fur- 
nished by  the  city.  The  attendance  is  still  "fluctuating,"  but 
many  receive  all  the  school  instruction  they  have,  in  these  schools. 
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The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  upon  our  evening 
schools,  last  term,  was  123. 

These  schools  are  of  very  great  value  to  the  city.  They  may 
be  rendered  more  interesting  and  useful  by  introducing  other 
studies.  This  enlargement  of  the  scope  of  these  schools  will 
doubtless  be  required  soon,  and  when  the  demand  shall  be  made, 
it  will  be  provided  for. 

AN  UNGRADED  SCHOOL. 

An  ungraded  school  has  loug  been  maintained  during  the 
winter  months,  but  the  time  has  come  when  such  a  school  should 
be  continued  throughout  the  school  year.  Children  from  10 
years  to  15  years  of  age  are  constantly  applying  for  admission  to 
our  schools,  who  find  no  classes  adapted  to  them.  Some  of 
these  children  have  lived  in  the  city,  but  have  not  been  in  school, 
but  most  of  them  come  from  other  places.  They  are  too  old  and 
too  large  for  Primary  Schools,  and  too  backward  for  Intermediate 
Schools,  and  so,  while  failing  to  receive  much  benefit  to  them- 
selves, they  become  a  clog  to  the  graded  schools. 

A  school  should  be  provided  which  will  be  adapted  to  such 
pupils. 

Such  a  school  would  be  a  recruiting  station  for  the  graded 
schools,  which  they  should  be  permitted  to  enter  as  soon  as  they 
become  prepared  for  the  regular  classes. 

The  need  of  such  a  school  is  emphasized  just  now,  hj  the 
disposition  recently  manifested,  to  enforce  compulsory  attend- 
ance. Our  present  law  is  somewhat  unwieldy,  but  the  object 
contemplated  by  it  should  be  accomplished,  and  children  of  school 
age  should  be  forced,  if  necessary,  to  attend  school. 

There  is  no  necessity  for  the  amount  of  illiteracy  which 
darkens  the  record  of  our  State,  and  hereafter  willful  ignorance 
should  be  regarded  as  a  crime,  and  not  as  a  misfortune. 
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Our  city  should  see  to  it  that  its  school  population  receive 
school  instruction.  The  establishment  of  an  ungraded  school 
will  be  an  important  step  in  the  right  direction. 

I  have  long  been  impressed  with  the  need  of  such  a  school, 
and  I  trust  the  School  Board  will  see  its  way  clear  to  open  and 
hereafter  to  maintain  one. 

And  now,  giving  credit,  which  is  thus  due,  to  our  teachers, 
for  the  good  work  of  the  year,  expressing  sincere  thanks  to  the 
members  of ,  the  School  Board  for  their  cordial  co-operation  in  all 
the  work  of  the  Board,  and  acknowledging  the  interest  which  the 
members  of  your  Honorable  Body  have  manifested  in  the  School 
Department,  this  report  is

One  hundred  and  sixty  iron  stop  boxes  and  thirty  eight  iron 
gate  boxes  have  been  set  to  replace  old  wooden  boxes. 

PUMPING. 

The  amount  of  water  pumped  is  slightly  less  than  in  1886 
and  about  the  same  as  in  1883,  although  it  might  naturally  have 
been  more,  considering  the  additional  number  of  services  and  the 
increase  in  length  of  sewers,  were  it  not  for  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  meters. 

As  the  number  of  meters  increase,  the  amount  of  water  leav- 
ing the  reservoir  at  night,  which  is  principally  wasted,  decreases. 

The  timber  work  of  the  pier  at  the  pumping  station  has  been 
rebuilt  above  low  water,  filled  with  stone,  planked  on  top  and 
now  instead  of  joining  the  dock  front,  it  is  separated  from  it  by  a 
space  of  four  feet.  The  pump  wells  are  by  this  change  sur- 
rounded by  water,  that  is  so  agitated  by  the  waves  that  the  ac- 
cumulation of  floating  matter  at  this  point  is  now  avoided  and  a 
much  more  creditable  appearance  is  presented. 
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An  additional  plot  of  land  50x100  feet  "adjoining  our  former 
lot,  has  been  leased,  upon  which  has  been  built  a  new  fire-proof 
fuel  shed,  a  substantial  brick  building  with  stone|foundation  40x 
97^-  feet,  covered  with  an  iron  roof  and  connected  with  the  boiler- 
room  by  a  short  passage.  A  track  for  a  coal-car  which  runs 
through  the  center  of  this  building  at  the  height  of  the  side  walls 
is  supported  entirely  by  the  roof  trusses,  and  from  the  face  of  the 
building  to  the  scales  at  the  dock  front  by  an  iron  trestle. 

The  old  shed  fell  down  on  removing"]the]side  boarding,  and 
the  space  it  occupied  has  been  enclosed  by  a  high  fence  and  will 
be  used  as  a  pipe-yard,  and  the  open  lot  will  be  a  protection  to  the 
engine  room  in  case  of  fire  among  the  adjoining  lumber  sheds. 
Shavings  have  been  used  for  fuel  35  weeks  and  consequently  we 
have  a  larger  supply  of  coal  on  hand  than  usual  at  this  time. 
The  pumps  have  had  a  general  overhauling,  all  needed  repairs 
have  been  made  and  they  are  in  good  order. 

METERS. 

There  are  now  in  use  374  meters,  an  increase  of  112  over 
last  year. 

Of  this  number  262  are  owned  by  individuals  ;  112  are  the 
property  of  the  department,  of  which  number  51  are  rented  under 
the  regulations  adopted  in  May. 

There  has  passed  through  the  meters  33,335,752  gallons  of 
water,  the  bills  for  which  amount  to  $9734.15,  or  practically  15 
per  cent  of  the  water  pumped  has  yielded  32  per  cent  of  the 
revenue.  Although  the  meter  rates  were  reduced  from  June  1st, 
this  is  an  increased  percentage  over  last  year,  owing  to  the  large 
increase  in  house  meters,  which  pay  the  highest  rate,  and  the 
total  water  collections  show  a  gain  of  $1733.76  over  1886.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Burlington  City  Water  Works. 

Adopted  by  City  Council,  May  2d,  1887. 

Applications  for  water  must  be  made  at  the  Superintendent's 
office,  and  must  be  signed  by  the  owner  of  the  premises  to  be 
supplied,  or  his  or  her  duly  authorized  agent,  and  must  state  the 
use  for  which  the  service  is  desired. 

All  premises  are  entitled  to  a  service  pipe  ^  inch  in  diameter 
to  the  line  of  the  street,  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  and  larger 
services  will  be  furnished  for  fire  purposes  or  where  a  meter  is  to 
be  used,  on  property  holders  paying  the  increased  cost. 

When  two  or  more  take  water  through  one  service  pipe,  the 
ordinance  in  regard  to  cutting  ofT  the  supply  shall  be  applicable 
to  all,  although  one  or  more  shall  be  innocent  of  any  cause  of 
oftense. 

Outside  faucets  or  yard  hydrants  for  the  supply  of  families, 
not  allowed  unless  kept  in  perfect  repair. 

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  damages,  ror  to  have  any  por- 
tion of  a  payment  refunded,  for  any  stoppage  of  supply  occa- 
sioned by  accident  to  any  portion  of  the  works  ;  for  stoppage  for 
addition  or  repairs,  or  for  non-use  occasioned  by  absence. 

All  persons  taking  water  must  keep  the  fixtures  and  service 
pipe  within  their  own  premises  in  good  repair  and  fully  protected 
from  frost,  and  must  prevent  all  unnecessary  waste  of  water,  un- 
less supplied  through  a  meter. 

No  charge  will  be  made  for  water  from  private  hydrants  that 
may  be  erected  and  used  in  case  of  fire,  but  any  other  use  of  such 
hydrants  is  prohibited. 
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Consumers  who  desire  to  take  water  through  a  meter  rather 
than  at  schedule  rates,  can  do  so  on  paying  the  cost  of  such 
meter  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent,  together  with 
the  cost  of  putting  in  and  maintaining  the  same  in  perfect  repair. 

Meters  with  ^  inch  delivery  will  be  furnished  any  property 
holder  under  the  following  conditions  :  The  place  of  setting  the 
meter  shall  be  satisfactory  to,  and  approved  by  the  Superintend- 
ent ;  the  cost  of  such  setting  and  any  damage  to  the  meter  by 
frost  or  improper  usage  shall  be  paid  by  the  property  holder,  and 
the  sum  of  $2.00  shall  be  paid  annually  in  advance  to  the  city  to 
cover  interest,  maintenance  and  repairs. 

Meters  larger  than  \  inch  delivery  will  be  furnished  under 
similar  conditions,  on  property  holders  paying  an  increased  rent 
based  on  the  extra  cost  of  the  larger  meter. 

Persons  using  meters  must  connect  all  the  fixtures  supplied 
with  water  on  their  premises  with  such  meters,  so  that  all  the 
water  used  will  be  measured,  and  all  water  passing  through 
meters  must  be  paid  for  whether  used  or  wastf  d. 

Water  used  through  two  or  more  meters  upon  the  same 
premises,  for  the  same  business,  or  to  supply  the  same  pipes  used 
for  a  common  supply,  shall  be  rated  as  passing  through  one 
meter ;  if  used  through  separate  pipes  for  different  kinds  of  busi- 
ness, each  meter  shall  be  rated  separately. 

Premises  of  different  individuals  shall  not  be  supplied 
through  one  meter 

If  from  any  cause  a  meter  fails  to  register  the  amount  of 
water  passing  through  it,  the  consumer  will  be  charged  at  the 
average  daily  rate  as  shown  by  the  meter  when  in  order. 

The  city  reserves  the  right  to  put  in  a  meter  at  their  own 
expense,  and  charge  for  measured  water  instead  of  schedule  rates. 

Meter  rates  payable  quarterly,  and  in  no  case  where  a  meter 
is  used  shall  the  annual  charge  for  water  be  less  than  ten  dollars. 
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The  use  of  hose  for  any  purpose  more  than  two  hours  a  day, 
the  use  of  nozzles  larger  than  £  inch  in  diameter,  the  use  of 
fountains  and  lawn  sprinklers  after  dark,  and  the  use  of  fixtures 
with  a  constant  flow  are  forbidden,  unless  the  premises  where 
such  fixtures  are  used  are  supplied  through  meters. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  penal  clauses  of  sections  4,  5,  6,  7, 
8,  13,  14  and  15  of  the  revised  ordinances  in  relation  to  the  Water

All  the  sewers  are  fitted  with  the  necessary  connection,  en- 
trances, man-holes,  lamp-holes  and  basin  entrances. 

Battery  and  College  street  sewers  are  of  brick,  the  former 
with  an  eight-inch  wall  and  the  latter  with  a  four-inch  wall,  both 
being  lined  with  a  coating  of  Portland  cement. 

All  of  the  remaining  sewers  are  of  twelve-inch  Akron  tile, 
with  the  exception  of  the  sewer  in  Bay  View  street,  198  feet  of 
which  is  of  eight-inch,  fifty-two  feet-  of  ten-inch  and  sixty- four 
and  one  half  feet  of  twelve  inch  Akron  tile. 

The  sewers  in  Buel  and  Bay  View  streets  were  built  for  pri- 
vate individuals  and  with  slight  expense  to  the  city. 

The  expense  incurred  by  me  in  the  Departments  of  Street 
Lights  and  Public  Buildings  and  Parks,  was  for  a  simple  gen- 
eral repair  and  for  no  new  improvements. 

STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

A  larger  expense  than  usual  was  incurred  in  buying  for  tools 
and  stock,  four  new  carts,  an  express  wagon  and  a  road  machine. 

The  road  machine  has  been  found  of  excellent  service  in  turn- 
piking  the  suburban  streets,  levelling  the  street  after  the  building 
of  a  sewer  and  in  clearing  the  snow  from  the  sides  of  the  street 
after  heavy  storms. 

The  largest  and  best  improvements  of  the  year  were  on 
Main  street,  between  Willard  and  Summit  streets,  on  Pearl  street 
between  Battery  Park  and  Church  street  and  macadamizing  Lake, 
College  and  Maple  streets 

Main  street  between  Willard  and  Summit  streets  was  curbed, 
paved,  flagged  and  graded  and  the  road-bed  improved. 

The  flagging  on  this  street  aggregated  1434.5  feet.

Main  street  at  the  ravine  east  of  the  postoffice  was  widened 
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at  considerable  expense  but  is  not  yet  completed,  the  intention 
being  to  bring  the  sidewalk  into  a  straight  line  with  the  blocks 
farther  east  as  rapidly  as  filling  material  can  be  obtained  without 
extra  cost. 

Pearl  street  was  flagged  and  curbed  on  the  north  side  from 
George  street  to  Battery  street,  and  on  the  south  side  from 
Church  to  Battery  streets. 

The  total  amount  of  flagging  on  Pearl  street  was  2072.5  feet 
and  of  curbing  2509.8  feet. 

College  street  was  macadamized  between  Champlain  street 
and  the  railroad  a  distance  of  806  feet,  the  lower  half  being  cov- 
ered with  about  three  feet  of  stone.  From  Lake  street  to  Battery 
street  on  College  street  the  flagging,  curbing  and  paving  was 
brought  to  grade  and  relaid. 

Lake  street  was  macadamized  to  a  depth  of  about  12  inches 
from  College  street  to  the  north  end  of  "Blodgett's  mill,"  a  dis- 
tance of  1600  feet. 

Maple  street  was  macadamized  fifteen  inches  deep  between 
Battery  and  Champlain  streets,  a  distance  of  415  feet. 

Maple  street  was  also  widened  and  filled  between  St.  Paul 
and  Church  street. 

Winooski  avenue  was  flagged  from  the  Methodist  church  to 
College  street  on  the  east  side,  a  distance  of  511  feet,  with  543 
feet  of  curbing  and  paving,  the  street  was  also  paved  from  North 
to  Union  streets  on  the  east  side,  and  from  Pearl  to  Grant  streets 
on  both  sides,  with  about  sixty  feet  of  curbing  at  the  Union  street 
corner.  Winooski  avenue  sidewalk  was  graded  between  Cherry 
and  College  streets  and  the  gravelled  road  bed  repaired  from 
North  street  to  Athletic  Park. 

Church  street  was  widened  between  Maple  and  King  streets 
and  gravelled  from  Adams  to  Maple  street. 

On  Colchester  avenue  the  sidewalk  was  dressed  over,  the

gutters  cleared  and  portions  of  the  street,  including  Winooski 
Hill,  graveled,  from  Mansfield  avenue  to  Winooski  bridge. 

Chase  and  Grove  streets  were  treated  in  the  same  way  as 
Colchester  avenue,  Grove  street  being  also  turnpiked. 

Willard  street  between  Pearl  and  Main  streets  was  raised 
and  the  sidewalk  on  the  east  side  brought  to  grade. 

The  expense  on  Battery  street  was  for  repairing  paving  and 
filling  wash-outs  ;  on  Winooski  and  Intervale  roads  for  repairing 
and  graveling. 

Spear  street  was  turnpiked  its  entire  length. 

King  street  graveling  was  repaired  between  Battery  and  St. 
Paul  streets. 

Park  avenue  was  dressed  over  with  the  road-machine  before 
the  State  Fair. 

The  principal  portion  of  Elm  street  between  Adams  and 
Maple  streets  was  graded  and  graveled. 

On  First  street  a  Basin  was  built  at  the  old  railroad  cut  and 
tile  laid  therefrom  down  the  cut. 

Union  street  was  widened  between  Pearl  and  College  streets 
and  St.  Paul  street  between  Adams  and  Maple  streets. 

The  sidewalk  on  College  street  between  Winooski  avenue 
and  Union  street  was  widened  and  repaired. 

St.  Paul  street  was  flagged  a  distance  of  385.4  feet  on  the 
west  side  between  College  and  Main  streets. 

Cherry  street  from  Winooski  avenue  to  Church  street  was 
curbed  742.8  feet,  flagged  728.7  feet  and  paved  742.8  feet. 

Pine  street  was  curbed  and  paved  67  feet  around  the  Basin 
at  the  corner  of  King  street. 

Spruce  street  was  curbed  and  paved  164  feet  on  the  north 
side  between  Elm  and  St.  Paul  streets. 

Bank  street  between  Church  and  St.  Paul  streets  was  flagged 
173  feet,  curbed  200  feet  and  paved  38  feet,  and  a  bad  wash-out 
at  the  foot  of  the  street  was  repaired. 
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Howard  street  was  turnpiked  and  the  sidewalks  were  re- 
paired. 

The  whole  extent  of  the  North  avenue  graveled  road  was 
repaired. 

Champlain  street  was  graveled  1231  feet  from  Pearl  to 
College  street. 

Winooski  bridge  was  replanked. 

In  the  city  team  department  a  saving  of  about  $500  was 
made  by  earnings  of  the  city's  horses. 

Considerable  expense  was  incurred  in  cleaning  streets,  chiefly 
in  the  business  portion  of  the  city,  and  in  keeping  crossings  in 
passable  condition. 

The  charge  to  general  repair  of  sewers  was  occasioned  by 
cleaning  old  sewers,  putting  on  man-hole  tops  and  putting  in 
more  serviceable  condition  the  sewer  on  the  railroad  property  at 
the  foot  of  Battery  street,  which  had  become  nearly  filled  with 
sand. 

Five  double  crossings  have  been  laid  this  year,  as  follows :

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REPORT 


OF  THE 

CITY  ENGINEER. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of  the 
City  Engineer  for  the  year  1887. 

STREETS. 

During  the  past  year  my  services  have  been  required  by  the 
Street  Department  in  giving  the  grades  and  lines  for  the  work 
carried  out  by  this  department.  On  the  completion  of  the  work, 
it  was  measured  and  recorded.  Considerable  time  was  devoted 
to  the  improvements  on  Main  street.  Surveys  and  plans  were 
made  of  the  street  and  sidewalks  from  Prospect  street  to  Union 
street,  and  afterward  the  grades  were  given  for  the  work  actually 
undertaken.  Grade  stakes  were  also  set  for  the  following  work 
of  this  department: 

Curbing  and  nagging  on  Pearl  street.

Curbing  and  regrading  (work  deferred)  upper  Maple  street. 
Grades  and  lines  were  given  in  response  to  eighteen  applica- 
tions from  persons  intending  to  build. 

Surveys  were  also  made  for  the  Water  Department,  Barnes 
Hose  house,  lot  sold  for  County  Jail  and  for  widening  lower 
Church  street. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  more  money  be  spent 
in  macadamizing,  especially  in  carrying  forward  new  work  of  a  per- 
manent character  on  our  principal  streets.  A  street  once  properly 
macadamized  needs  only  to  have  the  surface  occasionally  renewed 
to  be  kept  in  good  condition.  The  foundation  needs  no  renewal. 
If  our  streets  are  ever  to  be  brought  into  the  best  condition,  it  is 
necessary  that  some  progress  should  be  made  each  year,  and  this 
should  not  be  delayed  by  the  re-surfacing  of  former  work. 
Macadamized  roads  have  one  defect  common  to  other  unpaved 
roads.  The  wearing  down  of  the  surface  produces  a  fine  dust, 
which  in  dry  weather  is  swept  about  by  the  wind  to  the  great 
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■discomfort  of  passers  by,  and  in  wet  weather  forms  a  thin  mud 
nearly  as  disagreeable.  This  dust  with  care  could  be  removed 
from  a  macadamized,  as  from  a  paved  road,  and  the  nuisance, 
partially  at  least,  abated. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  some  measures  be  taken  to  replace 
the  signs  bearing  the  street  names.  Many  of  the  old  signs  have 
been  removed  and  others  are  so  defaced  as  to  be  illegible.  A 
number  of  new  streets  have  also  been  opened  since  the  signs  were 
posted.  It  would  be  a  great  convenience  to  strangers  and  our 
own  citizens  if  at  each  corner  the  names  of  the  streets  were  con- 
spicuously posted. 

STREET  LINES. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Board  to  the 
condition  of  our  street  lines,  with  the  hope  that  some  action  may 
be  taken  toward  correcting  the  defects  in  our  system  of  marking 
such  lines.  On  all  of  the  older  streets,  the  property  owners  have 
encroached  upon  the  streets  with  their  fences  and  buildings  to 
such  an  extent,  that  on  few  if  any  of  them  can  the  original  width 
be  found  and  in  some  cases  the  streets  have  been  narrowed  from 
ten  to  fifteen  feet.  Nothing  has  been  done  to  recover  the  original 
lines,  or  to  establish  new  lines,  and  streets  are  still  called  66  feet 
wide,  which  for  more  than  fifty  years  have  been  only  50  to  60 
feet  wide.  Every  year,  in  the  real  estate  transfers,  property  is 
described  as  bounded  by  the  street  lines,  while  the  measurements 
recorded  are  taken  from  the  fence  lines  which  are  in  the  street. 
The  city  engineer,  when  asked  for  the  line  of  the  street,  is  obliged 
to  measure  back  to  the  original  line  and  a  man  may  find  to  his 
surprise  that  the  line  passes  through  his  house.  Confusion  has 
already  arisen  and  more  will  follow  as  long  as  this  condition  of 
things  is  allowed  to  exist.  If  the  original  widths  of  the  streets 
cannot  be  regained,  let  new  widths  be  established  conforming  as 
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nearly  as  possible  to  the  present  position  of  the  fences.  This 
would  give  something  practical  to  work  with  and  further  en- 
croachment upon  the  streets  could  then  be  prevented. 

Another  impediment  in  the  work  of  the  city  engineer  is  the 
lack  of  street  monuments.  There  are  now  about  50,  while  nearly 
300  are  needed  within  the  city  limits.  In  the  greater  portion  of 
the  city,  it  is  impossible  to  give  the  street  line  accurately,  as  the 
streets  are  denned  only  by  the  irregular  fence  lines.  Of  the 
monuments  now  in  position,  a  few  are  flush  with  the  surface  of 
the  ground,  others  from  one  to  six  feet  below  the  surface,  and  in 
some  cases  covered  by  the  solid  stone  of  a  macadamized  road. 
The  inconvenience  of  this  arrangement  becomes  apparent,  when 
work  is  required  of  the  city  engineer  on  a  short  notice  and  need- 
ing a  monument  for  perhaps  ten  minutes,  he  is  obliged  to  spend 
from  one  to  two  hours  searching  for  it  and  often  have  his  search 
prove  unsuccessful.  A  number  of  monuments  have  been  re- 
moved and  their  positions  lost,  in  ditching  for  the  sewer,  gas  and 
water  pipes.  Of  those  still  left,  many  are  so  isolated  that  if  ac- 
cidentally disturbed  it  would  be  impossible  to  replace  them. 

To  correct  these  defects  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the 
streets  re -surveyed,  new  widths  established  and  monuments  set 
at  every  intersection  and  change  of  direction. 

SEWERS. 

Sewers  have  been  constructed  during  the  year  on  17  streets, 
with  a  total  length  of  9037.1  feet.  The  amounts  for  the  three 
preceeding  years  were,  in  1884—1736  8  feet,  1885— 4523  5  feet, 
1886 — 5669.2  feet.  This  shows  the  rate  at  which  our  sewer  sys- 
tem is  being  extended,  and  the  corresponding  greater  amount  of 
work  required  in  this  department.  The  details  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  sewers  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Streets.    I  have  given  the  grades  for  the  carrying  out  of

the  work,  and,  after  its  completion,  have  measured  the  sewers 
with  their  connections,  and  also  the  frontage  of  the  abutting 
property.  For  convenience  in  making  the  assessments,  sketches 
of  the  streets  have  been  prepared  showing  the  positions  and 
lengths  of  the  sewers,  with  the  adjacent  property  lines.  The 
usual  plans  for  record  have  also  been  made,  showing  the  details 
of  construction. 

For  the  coming  year,  the  following  sewers  are  needed  as 
connecting  links  in  the  sewer  system  and  to  relieve  other  sewers 
at  present  over-loaded.  Battery  street  extended  at  least  to  Pearl 
street,  and  Bank,  Cherry  and  Pearl  streets  extended  to  Battery 
street. 

During  the  past  season  I  have  made  a  partial  inspection  of 
the  existing  sewers,  in  order  to  ascertain  their  condition.  I  found 
that  some  of  the  sewers  were  performing  their  work  in  an  admir- 
able manner,  and  were  entirely  free  from  deposit ;  others  were 
partially,  and  in  a  few  cases  completely,  obstructed  by  house 
sewage,  sand,  sticks,  and  rubbish  of  every  description ;  all  were 
greatly  in  need  of  ventilation. 

The  causes  of  the  deposits  and  obstructions  are  these.  With 
our  combined  sewer  system,  we  depend  upon  the  volume  of  both 
the  house  sewage  and  surface  water,  for  keeping  the  sewers  clean. 
On  many  of  our  lateral  sewers  constructed  during  the  last  few 
years,  there  are  but  few  house  connections  and  no  street  basins 
to  allow  the  surface  water  to  enter,  so  that  the  small  stream  of 
water  that  at  present  trickles  through  is  entirely  out  of  propor- 
tion to  the  size  of  the  sewer,  and  needs  outside  assistance  in 
keeping  it  clean.  The  remedy  here  is  to  increase  the  number  of 
the  house  connections  and  to  admit  the  storm  water  from  the 
street  by  suitable  basins.  Automatic  flushing  tanks  may  possibly 
be  needed  in  a  few  cases.  The  greater  number  of  obstructions  I 
observed  occurred  at  or  near  the  man-holes.    This,  in  the  future. 
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can  be  partly  prevented  by  giving  to  the  sewers  a  greater  radius 
t)f  curvature,  wherever  they  intersect  or  change  direction,  so  that 
there  will  be  no  sudden  check  to  the  current  of  sewage  and  con- 
sequent deposit  of  material.  The  condition  of  the  street  basins 
is  the  principal  cause  of  so  much  sand  and  other  foreign  material 
being  found  in  the  sewers.  The  surfaces  of  our  unpaved  and 
macadamized  streets  are  thickly  covered  with  sand  and  dust. 
Every  rain  storm  sweeps  enormous  quantities  of  this,  with  the 
rubbish  from  the  streets  and  gutters,  ioto  the  basins.  Unless  this 
is  soon  removed  the  basins  fill  up,  and  this  material  is  carried 
into  the  sewers  and  there  deposited.  Breaks  in  the  water  mains 
and  sewers  also  occasionally  carry  in  large  amounts  of  sand  and 
gravel. 

It  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  keep  our  sewers  clean,  if  proper 
arrangements  were  only  made  for  that  purpose.  I  would  suggest 
that  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  detail  a  force  whose  special 
duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the  sewers  and  street  basins  in  proper 
condition.  After  every  rain  storm,  all  of  the  basins  should  be 
examined,  and  those  found  filled  to  a  certain  depth  should  be 
immediately  cleaned,  and  afterward  filled  with  water  from  the 
nearest  hydrant  to  preserve  the  seal  of  the  trap. 

The  ventilation  of  our  sewers  is  a  subject  of  great  import- 
ance, for  the  better  the  circulation  of  air  within  the  sewers,  the 
less  will  be  the  danger  from  the  so-called  sewer  gas.  The  only 
successful  method  of  sewer  ventilation  yet  devised,  is  that  by 
means  of  man-holes  with  perforated  covers.  This  is  the  method 
supposed  to  be  employed  here,  but  it  is  not  successful  and  will 
not  be,  so  long  as  our  man-hole  covers  are  buried  from  six  inches 
to  several  feet  in  the  ground,  and  some  of  them  not  even  perfor- 
ated. In  order  to  secure  proper  ventilation,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  all  of  the  man-hole  tops  to  be  brought  up  level  with  the  sur- 
face of  the  streets,  and  care  taken  to  keep  them  uncovered.  If 
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necessary,  to  prevent  the  street  detritus  from  falling  into  the 
sewers,  galvanized  iron  pails  can  be  suspended  underneath  —  a 
common  practice. 

CHANGE  IN  SEWER  PLAN. 

According  to  our  present  sewer  plan,  the  sewers  in  the  north 
part  of  the  city,  following  the  natural  slope  of  the  land,  have 
their  outfall  on  the  intervale.  The  evils  that  would  follow  the 
carrying  out  of  this  plan,  and  the  allowing  of  house  sewage  to 
now  out  on  to  moist  land,  there  to  decompose  and  spread  dis- 
ease, are  apparent.  At  the  request  of  the  street  committee  I  have 
made  the  surveys  necessary  for  changing  this  plan  and  bringing 
the  sewage  south  to  the  main  outfall  at  the  lake.  A  new  plan 
will  soon  be  completed  and  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
so  that  the  work  on  the  main  sewer  may  be  undertaken  at  the 
opening  of  the  coming  season,  or  whenever  it  may  be  deemed 
expedient. 

CONDITION  OF  OFFICE  OF  CITY  ENGINEER. 

If  the  work  of  the  City  Engineer  is  to  be  carried  on  in  a 
profitable  and  systematic  manner,  it  will  be  necessary  to  furnish 
this  office  with  a  few  of  the  ordinary  equipments  of  such  an  office 
At  present,  all  the  plans  and  records  relating  to  the  streets  and 
sewers  are  preserved  in  the  City  Clerk's  office.  My  work  during 
the  past  season  has  several  times  been  seriously  delayed,  as  I  was 
unable,  outside  of  business  hours,  to  get  at  the  records  necessary 
for  carrying  on  the  work.  I  trust  that  something  may  be  done 
to  remedy  this.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER 

OF  THE 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  Vt. 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the 
twenty-third  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1887. 

DEPARTMENT  APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  is  the  same  in  number  as  last  reported  to  you, 
and,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  in  as  good  condition. 

DEPARTMENT  HOUSES. 

The  Barnes  and  Star  Hose  houses  are  solid  evidences  that 
the  city,  at  last,  means  to  help  the  fire  department.  That  the 
boys  have  by  long  and  hard  service  earned  good  quarters,  is  well 
known,  and  in  larger  and  more  attractive  houses  the  men  would 
spend  their  evenings,  which  would  result  in  a  prompt  response  to 
alarms.  We  all  hope  to  see  new  houses,  for  both  the  Ethans  and 
Clipper  companies,  built  next  season  ;  that  the}T  will  appreciate 
and  be  proud  of  them  goes  without  saying. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  changes  for  the  better  made 
in  the  system.    Two  new  boxes  have  been  added,  making  twenty- 
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three  in  all.  About  one  mile  of  new  wire  run  and  the  putting  of 
about  three  miles  of  the  old  line  on  poles,  will  put  this  part  of 
the  department  in  good  working  order. 

HOSE. 

We  have  about  8000  feet  of  hose  in  the  department,  nearly- 
half  of  which  is  new.  The  balance  in  all  stages  of  use  and  decay. 
The  1000  feet  of  cotton  rubber-lined  hose  which  has  just  been 
received,  has  been  divided  between  the  Ethan  Allen  company  and 
the  Star  Hose  company.  We  think  the  cotton  rubber-lined  hose 
the  best  for  our  department  use,  being  both  strong  and  light. 

ANNUAL  PAEADE. 

The  annual  parade  and  inspection  of  the  department  occurred 
September  29th.  The  companies,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,, 
turned  out  with  full  ranks,  and  as  heretofore  won  praise  from  all 
by  their  manly  appearance  and  fine  marching.  The  sports  after 
the  parade  drew  an  immense  crowd.  These  sports  cannot  be 
other  than  a  benefit  to  the  department.  In  our  opinion  they 
should  be  made  a  part  of  the  annual  parade  and  the  companies 
encouraged  to  take  part  in  them. 

HYDRANTS. 

There  have  been  two  flush  hydrants  taken  out  of  the  railroad 
yard,  four  flush  hydrants  replaced  by  post  hydrants,  and  one  new 
post  hydrant  set  on  North  avenue,  corner  of  North  Bend  streetT 
making  a  total  of  162. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  the  building  of  a  new  house 
for  the  Ethan  Allen  Engine  Company,  No.  4,  on  the  site  of  the 
old  one  now  occupied  by  them,  the  moving  of  the  Clipper  hose 
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house  to  vicinity  of  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  the  purchase  of 
a  new  cart  for  the  Ethan  Allen  Engine  company,  at  once,  that  the 
Howard  and  Clipper  companies'  carts  to  be  put  in  thorough  re- 
pair and  that  500  feet  of  hose  be  bought. 

REMARKS. 

In  ex-Chief  Grant's  reports  for  the  past  two  years,  he  has  called 
attention  to  the  veneered  and  flimsy  buildings  erected  within  the 
fire  limits.  I  can  do  no  better  than  ask  your  honorable  body  to 
see  that  the  fire  wardens  do  their  duty  and  condemn  any  buildings 
being  put  up  in  an  unsubstantial  manner.  That  we  have  passed 
another  year  without  a  destructive  fire,  is  not  due  entirely  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  fire  department.  "We  should  be  on  the  safe  side 
and  as  far  as  we  may  should  see  thai;  no  fire  traps  are  erected 
within  the  fire  limits.  To  those  citizens  who  voted  against  the 
putting  in  of  larger  water  mains  in  the  north  part  of  the  city,  let 
me  recall  the  afternoon  of  September  9th,  when  the  fire  depart- 
ment layed  3000  feet  of  hose  and  could  not  put  a  stream  of  water 
on  the  roof  of  J.  Durand's  house  which  was  of  ordinary  height. 
The  thanks  of  the  entire  department  are  due  to  the  ladies  of  the 
Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  for  the  "Fireman's 
Friend,"  which  they  propose  to  run  to  the  fire  charged  full  of  hot 
coffee  for  their  use.  This  can  but  be  a  joy  forever,  for  the  boys 
will  always  appreciate  something  hot  after  a  long  and  hard-fought 
fire. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  fire  com- 
mittee, assistant  engineers  and  the  department  in  general,  who 
have  at  all  times  given  me  their  hearty  support  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties. 

Accompanying  this  report  will  be  found  the  company  statis- 
tics and  a  table  showing  number  of  fires,  losses,  insurance  paid, 
etc.

In  making  my  report  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  new  manager  of  the  farm  did  not  take  possession  until 
May  5th,  1887,  at  which  time  no  plowing  or  spring  work  had 
been  done  The  city  is,  however,  to  be  congratulated  on  secur- 
ing so  good  a  superintendent  and  matron,  as  notwithstanding  the 
disadvantage  above  alluded  to,  the  work,  both  out  doors  and  in 
the  house,  shows  good  management.  The  farm  shows  intelligent 
care,  the  house  is  at  all  times  neat  and  clean,  and  the  inmates 
well  cared  for  and  contented. 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  farm  buildings,  and  to  recommend  a  small  outlay 
for  general  repairs,  which  are  much  needed,  practically  nothing 
having  been  done  for  many  years  except  slating. 

To  the  ladies  of  the  Howard  Relief,  I  extend  thanks  for 
their  hearty  co-operation.  They  can  and  do  help  greatly  to  sup- 
plement the  overseer's  work,  as  there"is  much  poverty  and  distress 
among  the  self-respecting  poor,  who  do  not  wish  to  receive  aid 
from  the  city,  yet  are  obliged  to  obtain  it  from  some  source.  In 
all  such  cases  the  ladies  of  the  Howard  Relief  step  in  with  their 
kindly  aid,  as  would  private  charity. 
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I  desire  also  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  faithful  man- 
ner in  which  the  City  Physician,  Dr.  P.  E.  McSweeny,  has  assisted 
the  department.

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  number  of  prosecutions 
in  city  cases,  brought  before  the  City  Court  during  the  year  end- 
ing December  31st,  1887,  the  fines  and  costs  of  which  are  made 
payable  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  showing,  also,  the  amount  of 
costs  paid  by  the  city,  and  the  amount  of  fines  and  costs  collected 
by  the  court  and  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  in  such  prosecutions. 

There  were  in  all  sixty-two  complaints  brought  against  sixty- 
four  respondents.  In  two  cases  two  respondents  were,  in  each 
case,  complained  of  jointly. 

The  cases  are  classified  as  follows  : 

51  cases  of  breach  of  the  peace  (chiefly  assaults). 
5    "     "  petit  larceny. 

2    "     for  employing  children  in  mill  or  factory. 
2    "     of  open  and  gross  lewdness.

62  cases. 

In  said  prosecutions  fifty-three  respondents  were  convicted 
and  nine  were  either  acquitted  or  discharged  on  nolle  prosequi. 
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The  costs  paid  by  the  city  in  all  prosecutions  brought 

during  the  year  amount  to  $454  28 

The  fines  and  costs  collected  in  cases  in  which  respond- 
ents were  convicted  amount  to   378  12 

Balance  against  the  City  Court  $  76  16 

In  seven  cases  in  which  the  respondents  were  convicted,  the 
fines  and  costs  of  which  amount  to  $136.92,  the  payment  of  the 
same  has  been  prevented  by  appeals  taken  to  both  the  last  Sep- 
te'mber  term  and  the  next  April  term  of  the  Chittenden  County 
Court.  Two  of  said  appeals  have  already  been  nol.  pros'd  in  the 
County  Court.  In  seven  other  cases,  the  fines  and  costs  in 
which  amount  to  $73.19,  the  enforcement  of  sentence  was,  for 
certain  reasons,  delayed.  But  with  the  possible  exception  of  two 
cases  in  which  the  respondents  have  absconded  from  the  city, 
said  fines  and  costs  will  all  be  paid  within  a  short  time. 

Should,  therefore,  the  prosecution  prevail  in  the  remaining 
cases  appealed  to  the  County  Court,  and  when  the  amount  of 
unpaid  fines  and  costs  is  collected,  the  balance  now  standing 
against  this  court  will  be  changed  to  one  in  its  favor. 

In  the  next  annual  report  will  be  shown  the  result  reached 
in  the  County  Court  in  the  appealed  cases,  and  also  the  amount 
paid  into  this  court  on  the  fines  now  outstanding. 

Two  fines  in  cases  appearing  in  last  year's  report  have  since 
been  collected  and  paid  into  the  city  treasury. 

In  addition  to  this  report,  the  court  has  filed  its  annual  state- 
ment containing  all  the  city  cases  brought  before  it  during  the 
year,  with  the  customary  information  given  in  each  case,  and  said 
statement  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honer  to  submit  this,  my  animal 
report  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1887,  showing  the  present  strength  and  condition  of  the 
force,  and  reviewing  briefly  the  duties  performed  by  it  during  the 
past  year,  with  some  few  suggestions  which  I  think  would,  if 
adopted,  be  beneficial  to  the  Department  and  the  public. 

The  Department  consists  of  54  commissioned  policemen, "of 
this  number  44  are  private  watchmen  at  the  several  manufactories 
without  cost  to  the  City ;  two  are  on  duty  on  Church  street  each 
night,  one  on  Battery  street,  one  on  Battery  park  and  Pearl  street, 
one  in  Ward  two,  one  in  Ward  three. 

The  growth  of  the  City  would  seem  to  demand  a  larger  num- 
ber of  patrolmen.  The  outskirts  of  the  City  are,  and  must 
necessarily  be  imperfectly  protected,  until  there  is  an  increase  of 
the  force.  Many  of  the  outlying  beats  cover  a  distance  of  from 
one  to  two  miles,  and  only  one  man  can  be  placed  thereon  to  pro- 
tect the  lives  and  property  of  citizens.  Is  it  any  wonder  then, 
that  thefts,  incendiaries  and  the  like  occur  in  these  districts. 

I  think  you  will  agree  with  me,  gentlemen,  that  it  is  not ;  it 
is  only  remarkable  that  the  crimes  I  have  mentioned  are  not  more 
frequent.    It  seems  to  me  like  misplaced  economy  for  the  tax- 
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payers  of  any  city  to  refuse  to  give  themselves  sufficient  police- 
protection  when  the  outlay  divided  pro  rata  is  so  very  small.  I 
sincerely  hope  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Mayor  for  an 
increased  appropriation  for  this  purpose  will  be  favorably  con- 
sidered by  your  Honorable  Body,  feeling  assured,  as  I  do,  that 
the  taxpayers  and  citizens  generally  will  approve  such  action. 
Although  some  sections  of  the  City  have  not  been  protected  as 
fully  as  I  could  wish,  and  as  I  deem  their  needs  required,  I  have 
used  my  best  judgment  in  the  detail  and  division  of  the  force  in 
order  that  I  might  procure  the  best  results  possible  with  the  means 
placed  at  my  disposal. 

Few  people,  unless  they  have  taken  pains  to  study  the  life  of 
a  policeman,  have  the  remotest  idea  of  what  is  expected  of  him  or 
the  hardships  and  dangers  he  has  to  undergo  night  and  day.  He 
is  expected  to  patrol  the  streets  and  be  found  at  his  post  of  duty 
whether  in  rain  or  sunshine.  Not  only  is  he  expected  to  care  for 
the  lives  and  property  of  citizens  while  they  sleep,  but  must  be 
present  at  all  times  and  on  all  occasions.  He  must  be  present  at 
every  fire  ;  must  be  present  to  preserve  peace  at  large  gatherings, 
entertainments  and  such  like ;  he  is  expected  always  to  be  able  to 
enlighten  you  in  regard  to  persons  as  well  as  places ;  he  must  be 
an  escort  for  processions  and  must  be  on  hand  to  protect  stran- 
gers ;  in  short,  his  duties  are  so  many  that  it  ivould  seem  difficult 
for  him  to  remember  them  People  generally  expect  more  from 
a  policeman  than  they  reasonably  should.  There  is  no  other  de- 
partment of  the  city  government  from  which  so  much  is  ex- 
pected, and  none  for  which  generally  so  little  is  done,  neither  is 
there  any  department  where  the  conduct  of  employees  is  so  much 
scrutinized.  Upon  the  slightest  mistake  made  by  on©  of  them; 
the  whole  force  is  more  or  less  subject  to  criticism. 

The  public  have  no  idea  of  the  obstacles  with  which  police 
officers  have  to  contend  ;  they  have  complaints  in  every  shape 
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"brought  before  them,  sometimes  clad  in  broadcloth,  sometimes 
in  rags.  The  law-abiding  citizens  of  Burlington,  I  believe,  have 
full  confidence  in  the  efficiency  and  integrity  of  the  present 
Police  Department,  and  they  should  receive  better  pay  than  they 
now  have.

To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen — I  have  to  report  that  upon  my  assuming  office, 
April  25,  1887,  the  following  civil  causes  were  pending  in  which 
the  city  is  interested  : 

E.  R  Hard  vs.  the  City  of  Burlington  et  als.,  Ealph  E. 
Weller  vs.  the  City  of  Burlington,  Patrick  Collins  vs.  Martin 
Clark  and  the  City  of  Burlington. 

During  my  term,  appeals  have  been  taken  from  assessments 
for  sewers  by  H.  J.  E.  Bailey  and  wife  and  by  the  First  Congre- 
gational Society  from  the  Clark  street  assessment ;  by  the  First 
Congregational  Society  from  the  Pearl  street  assessment ;  by 
the  Third  Congregational  Society  from  the  College  street  assess- 
ment ;  by  Louis  DeGoesbriand,  John  M.  Matthews,  Sarah  C.  Cole, 
Charlotte  M.  Carpenter,  John  W.  Carpenter,  Lucinda  Howard  and 
Holland  H.  Howard  (joining  in  one  appeal)  from  the  Cherry 
street  assessment. 

In  the  suit  of  Hard  vs.  the  City,  the  power  of  the  city  to  ap- 
propriate funds  for  extra  police  service  and  for  electric  light, 
during  Carnival  week,  is  in  issue.  A  temporary  injunction  was 
obtained  by  the  orator  and  a  master  was  appointed  to  find  the 
facts.  Since  the  report  of  the  former  City  Attorney,  some  further 
testimony  has  been  taken  and  the  cause  is  still  pending. 

The  suit  of  Weller  vs.  the  City  was  for  damages  sustained  by 
collision  with  a  coasting  traverse  upon  Main  street  in  January, 
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1885.  The  County  Court,  Judge  Taft  presiding,  at  the  Septem. 
ber  term,  1886,  rendered  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  to  recover 
three  hundred  dollars.  Exceptions  were  taken  to  the  ruling  of 
the  court  holding  the  city  liable  under  the  circumstances,  and  the 
cause  passed  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  was  argued  at  the  Gen- 
eral Term,  in  October,  1887.  The  exceptions  were  there  sus- 
tained, the  judgment  of  the  County  Court  was  reversed  and 
judgment  rendered  for  the  city  to  recover  its  costs.  This  decision 
was  an  important  one  for  the  city,  since,  it  is  understood,  several 
other  suits  growing  out  of  alleged  coasting  accidents  were  threat- 
ened and  depended  for  prosecution  upon  a  decision  favorable  to 
the  plaintiff  in  this  case. 

The  suit  of  Patrick  Collins  vs.  Martin  Clark  and  the  City  was 
brought  to  recover  for  personal  injuries  to  the  plaintiff  occa- 
sioned by  his  falling  into  a  ditch  dug  by  the  defendant  Clark  to 
connect  his  premises  with  the  street  sewer.  The  suit  was  re- 
turnable to  the  last  September  term  of  the  County  Court  and 
stands  continued. 

Commissioners  have  been  appointed  to  hear  the  appeals  from 
the  sewer  assessments  before  mentioned,  but  no  hearing  has  as 
yet  been  had. 

I  have  instituted  but  one  prosecution  for  violation  of  a  city 
ordinance.  This  was  for  refusal  to  comply  with  an  order  of  the 
Health  Officer  to  make  a  sewer  connection  on  Battery  street. 
One  prosecution  seemed  to  be  sufficient  to  bring  delinquents  to  a 
general  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance. 

I  have  in  hand  the  revision  of  the  ordinances,  assisted  by 
other  members  of  the  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  for  that  purpose. 

The  work  of  the  office,  other  than  as  above  detailed,  has  been 
of  the  usual  miscellaneous  character  and  deserves  no  special 
comment.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  present  my  report  of  the  affairs  of 
this  office  for  the  year  1887,  including  the  vital  statistics  for  the 
year,  and  the  City  Physician's  report. 

HEALTH  OF   THE  CITY. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  just  ended  is  21.18.  This  is  a 
trifle  more  than  the  death  rate  for  1886,  which  was  19.40. 

The  prevalence  and  fatality  of  the  zymotic  class  of  diseases,, 
is  generally  considered  the  best  criterion  of  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  a  community.  The  class  comprises  those  diseases  which 
are  either  epidemic,  endemic  or  contagious,  and  which  are,  in  a 
measure,  preventable  by  proper  sanitary  regulations. 

The  deaths  under  this  class  number  74,  or  25.8  per  cent  of 
all  deaths.  This  is  the  highest  rate  for  this  class  of  diseases 
since  1880,  when  it  was  22.83  per  cent. 

The  increase  was  due  to  the  unusually  large  number  of  cases 
of  diphtheria  (32)  and  membranous  croup  (10).  The  distinction 
between  these  two  diseases  is  still  a  matter  of  debate  among  the 
medical  profession. 

Cholera  infantum  was  the  cause  of  death  in  15  children.     .  > 

One  hundred  and  forty-five  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported 
to  this  office  during  the  year. 
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.  As  remarked  in  my  report  last  year,  "  While  our  death  rate 
averages  fairly  with  other  New  England  cities,  it  is  not  a  low 
death  rate,  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  location,  natural 
sanitary  advantages  and  small  population  of  Burlington.  Situated 
as  this  city  is,  zymotic  disease  is  more  readily  preventable  than 
in  the  majority  of  places,  and  the  death  rate  ought  to  be  much 
lower  than  in  other  localities  less  favored  by  nature." 

SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Commendable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year 
toward  the  completion  of  the  sewerage  system.  Seventeen  new 
sewers  have  been  built,  with  a  total  length  of  9037.1  feet,  a  much 
larger  amount  than  that  of  any  previous  year.  The  trunk  sewer 
in  Battery  street  has  been  extended  to  Cherry  street. 

It  is  very  important  that  this  sewer  should  be  finished  as 
soon  as  possible.  It  should  certainly  be  extended  to  Pearl  street 
and  connected  with  the  sewer  in  that  street  before  the  close  of 
another  season.

ANALYSIS  OF  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 
During  the  year  1887  there  were  115  marriages,  379  births, 
286  deaths,  including  16  still-births.  The  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  shows  an  increase  in  the  population  of  93  by  these  natural 
events.  As  compared  with  the  year  1886,  there  were  six  less 
marriages,  11  less  births  and  24  more  deaths  in  1887. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  ratio  of  persons  married  in  1887  to  the  whole  popula- 
tion was  1  to  58.7. 

Season. — There  were  14  marriages  in  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year, ^32  in  the  second,  41  in  the  third,  28  in  the  fourth. 

The  largest  number  occurred  in  September  and  the  smallest 
number  in  March. 

Nativity  of  Parties. — Eighty  of  the  grooms  and  96  of  the 
brides  were  born  in  the  United  States  ;  29  grooms  and  15  brides 
in^Canada ;  4  grooms  and  1  bride  in  Ireland ;  2  grooms  and  3 
brides  in  other  countries. 
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BIKTHS. 

There  were  379  births  during  the  year  1887,  or  11  less  than 
in  1886.  In  this  number  are  included  5  illegitimate  births,  4 
twin  births  and  16  still-births. 

The  proportion  of  live  births  to  population  (13,500)  was  1  in 

37.2. 

Sex. — Males  202,  females  177,  or  25  more  males  than  females. 

Parentage. — Two  hundred  and  thirty-one  fathers  and  245 
mothers  were  born  in  the  United  States;  99  fathers  and  90 
mothers  were  born  in  Canada  ;  23  fathers  and  20  mothers  were 
born  in  Ireland,  and  23  fathers  and  19  mothers  were  born  in 
other  countries.  The  nativity  of  1  father  and  1  mother  was  un- 
known. 

Season. — One  hundred  and  three  births  occurred  in  the  first, 
86  in  the  second,  91  in  the  third  and  99  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

Locality. — One  hundred  and  thirtj^-six  births,  over  one-third 
of  the  total  number,  occurred  in  the  third  Ward ;  82  in  the  fifth, 
71  in  the  fourth,  69  in  the  second  and  21  in  the  first  Ward. 

Twin  Births. — There  were  2  of  these  cases,  or  1  in  94.7 
cases  of  births. 

"  Age  of  Mothers. — The  age  at  which  women  bore  the  greatest 
number  of  children  in  1887  was  24,  29  children  having  been  born 
by  mothers  of  that  age.  The  youngest  mother  was  15  years  old, 
and  the  oldest  was  46.  Ten  children  were  born  by  mothers  18 
years  old  and  under,  and  19  by  women  40  years  old  and  over. 

*  Deaths. — There  were  286  deaths,  including  16  still  births, 
during  the  year  1887,  24  more  than  in  1886. 

Estimating  the  population  at  13,500,  the  ratio  of  deaths,  ex- 
clusive of  still-births,  was  20  to  1000  inhabitants,  or  1  death  in 
50  of  the  population. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  includes  four  which  occurred  at 
the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital. 
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Season. — The  greatest  number  of  deaths  (81)  was  in  the 
second  quarter  of  the  year,  and  the  smallest  (63)  in  the  last.  The 
greatest  monthly  mortality  was  30  in  January,  and  the  least  17, 
in  March  and  October. 

Sex. — There  were  deaths  of  145  males  and  of  141  females. 

Social  Relations. — One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  the 
deaths,  including  16  still-births,  were  of  single  persons  ;  65  of 
married  and  23  of  widows  or  widowers. 

Age. — There  were  82  deaths,  including  16  still-births,  of 
children  under  1  year  of  age,  or  28.67  per  cent  of  all  deaths  ;  52 
of  children  between  1  and  5  years  old,  or  18.18  per  cent  of  all 
deaths ;  35  between  the  age  of  5  and  20,  or  12.23  per  cent  of  all ; 
56  were  between  20  and  50,  or  19.58  per  cent  of  all;  29  were 
between  50  and  70,  or  10.13  per  cent  of  all;  and  32  of  persons 
70  and  over,  or  11.18  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Nativity. — Two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  of  the  deceased, 
including  16  still-births,  were  born  in  the  United  States  ;  24  in 
Canada ;  18  in  Ireland,  and  7  in  other  countries. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Under  the  Zymotic  class,  or  diseases  which  are  either  epi- 
demic, endemic  or  contagious,  and  which  are  in  a  measure  pre- 
ventable by  sanitary  regulations,  74  deaths  are  recorded,  or  25.8 
per  cent  of  all  deaths.  Thirty-two,  the  largest  number,  were  of 
diphtheria,  15  of  cholera  infantum,  10  of  membranous  croup,  4  of 
cholera  morbus,  2  each  of  dysentery,  typhoid  fever,  typho  mala- 
rial fever  and  septicemia,  and  1  each  of  scarlet  fever,  whooping- 
cough,  alcoholism,  asthenia  and  pyemia. 

Season. — There  was  1  death  of  diphtheria  in  each,  January, 
February,  March,  April  and  July ;  2  in  December  ;  3  in  August ; 
4  in  each,  May  and  November;  and  7  in  each,  September  and 
October.  One  of  cholera  infantum  in  each,  January  and  October  ; 
2  in  each,  May,  August  and  September  ;  and  7  in  July.    One  of 
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membranous  -croup  in  each,  February,  September,  November  and 
December  ;  2  in  each,  January,  March  and  May.  One  of  cholera 
morbus  in  July;  and  3  in  August.  One  of  dysentery  in  each, 
March  and  November.  Two  of  typhoid  fever  in  January.  One 
of  typho-malarial  fever  in  each,  May  and  December.  One  of  sep- 
ticemia in  each,  February  and  July.  One  of  pyemia  in  August. 
One  of  scarlet  fever  in  April.  One  of  whooping  cough  in  Jan- 
uary.   One  of  alcoholism  in  July,  and  one  of  asthenia  in  May. 

Sex. — The  deaths  under  this  class  were  35  males  and  39 
females. 

Age. — Nineteen  of  the  deaths  were  of  children  under  1  year 
of  age,  28  of  children  been  1  and  5  years  of  age,  13  of  persons 
between  5  and  20,  10  of  persons  between  20  and  50,  2  between 
50  and  70,  and  2  of  persons  over  70  years  of  age. 

Social  Relations. — Sixty-one  of  the  deaths  in  this  class  were 
single,  eleven  were  married  and  two  were  widowed. 

Nativity. — Sixty -five  of  these  were  born  in  the  United  States, 
6  in  Canada,  1  in  Ireland  and  2  in  other  countries. 

Under  the  Constitutional  class,  or  diseases  consequent  upon 
a  bad  habit  of  body,  sometimes  hereditary,  and  in  which  there  is 
a  deposit  of  new  morbid  products  in  various  parts  of  the  body, 
48  deaths  [are  recorded,  or  16.8  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  ;  32  were 
of  consumption  (4  more  than  1886),  5  of  cancer,  4  of  tubercular 
meningitis,  3  of  hydrocephalus  and  2  each  of  rheumatism  and 
tuberculosis  mesenterica. 

Season. — Deaths  of  consumption  occurred  in  every  month  of 
the  year. 

Sex. — The  deaths  of  consumption  were  of  16  males  and  16 
females. 

Age. — Twenty  of  the  deaths  of  consumption  were  between 
20  and  50  years  of  age  ;  3  of  the  deaths  of  cancer  were  of  persons- 
between  50  and  70  years  and  over. 
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Nativity. — The  nativity  of  persons  who  died  of  consumption 
was :    United  States  21 ;  Canada,  6  ;  Ireland,  4  ;  other  countries,  1. 

Under  the  Local  class,  or  diseases  in  which  the  functions  of 
particular  organs  or  systems  are  disturbed,  or  obliterated,  and 
sometimes  hereditary,  106  deaths  are  recorded,  or  37.  per  cent,  of 
all  deaths  ;  33  were  under  the  order  nervous,  15  circulatory,  23 
respiratory,  25  digestive,  10  urinary. 

Season. — Deaths  in  this  class  occurred  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year.  There  were  13  deaths  from  pneumonia,  12  less  than  in 
1886. 

Sex. — Fifty-four  were  males  and  52  females. 

Social  Relations. — The  deaths  were  of  61  single,  34  married, 
and  11  widowed  persons. 

^..—Under  1,  22;  1  to  5,  17;  5  to  20,  10;  20  to  50,  23;  50 
to  70,  19;  over  70,  15. 

Nativity. — Eighty-five  were  born  in  the  United  States,  10  in 
Canada,  10  in  Ireland,  and  4  in  some  other  country. 

Locality. — There  were  5  in  this  class  in  Ward  1,  27  in  Ward 
2,  27  in  Ward  3,  19  in  Ward  4,  and  28  in  Ward  5. 

Developmental  diseases,  which  occur  incidentally  to  the  form- 
ative, reproductive  and  nutritive  processes,  are  represented  by  52 
deaths  during  the  year,  or  18.5  per  cent,  of  all  deaths.  Under 
the  order  of  children  are  16  still-births,  9  cases  of  congenital  de- 
bility and  2  of  cyanosis. 

Under  the  order  old  age  there  were  10  deaths  of  old  age. 

Under  the  order  nutrition  there  was  1  death  of  anaemia  and  2 
of  marasmus. 

There  were  3  deaths  under  the  order  osseous,  viz.:  2  caries 
of  spine  and  1  hip  joint  disease. 

Season. — There  was  nothing  noteworthy  in  the  distribution 
of  these  deaths  through  the  year. 

Sex. — 32  were  males  and  21  females. 
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Social  Relations.— Of  the  deaths  in  this  class  43  were  single, 
5  married  and  5  widowed  persons. 

Age.— Under  1,  38  ;  1  to  5,  1 ;  5  to  20,  2  ;  20  to  50,  1  ;  50  to 
70,  1  ;  over  70,  10. 

Nativity. — 47  of  the  deceased  in  this  class  were  born  in  the 
United  States,  1  in  Canada,  5  in  Ireland. 

There  were  5  deaths  by  violence  in  1887,  or  1.8  per  cent,  of 
all  deaths  during  the  year  ;  2  of  these  were  burned,  2  drowned 
and  1  by  shock. 

Season. — The  season  of  the  year  had  no  effect  as  a  cause  of 
any  of  the  deaths  in  this  class. 

Sex. — Two  were  males  and  3  females. 

Social  Relations. — All  the  deaths  in  this  class  except  one  - 
were  of  single  individuals.    The  exception  was  a  married  person. 

Age. — All  the  deaths  but  one  were  of  persons  between  1  and 
20  years  of  age,  1  was  between  50  and  70. 

Nativity. — All  were  born  in  the  United  States.    Sex,  4  were 
single  and  1  married. 

The  general  character  of  this  report,  and  the  absence  of  a 
more  detailed  statement  of  the  work  of  the  office  during  the  year, 
more  especially  the  work  imposed  by  the  new  Plumbing  Ordi- 
nance, will  be  noticed.  I  hope  to  supply  this  deficiency  at  a 
future  time.  My  serious  illness  during  the  past  six  weeks  has 
prevented  me  from  making  my  report  more  complete,  or,  in  fact, 
giving  it  any  attention  save  at  intervals,  and  then  only  for  a  few 
moments  at  a  time.  Regreting  that  I  am  thus  compelled  to  ask 
your  indulgence,  and  acknowledging  my  personal  indebtedness  to 
Dr.  H.  C.  Tinkham  for  his  valuable  assistance  in  the  preparation 
of  this  report  and  the  tables  which  accompany  it,

Jo  H.  Linsley.  M.  Z>.,  Health  Officer  : 

Dear  Sir  : — The  report  of  the  City  Physician  for  the  year 
1887  need  not  be  unusually  extensive,  although  there  has  been 
no  time  since  my  occupancy  of  that  office  began  that  I  did  not 
have  under  treatment  some  one  depending  upon  municipal  aid. 
The  health  of  the  city  poor  for  the  past  year  will  compare  favora- 
bly with  that  of  former  years. 

The  greater  part  of  my  attendance  was  upon  people  who  re- 
ceive assistance  from  the  city  at  their  homes. 

The  diseases  were  mostly  such  as  are  attendant  upon  old  age. 

Among  persons  of  this  class  was  but  one  death,  that  of  Louis 
Gero,  a  man  of  75  years  of  age. 

I  have  attended  the  Poor  House  quite  regularly  and  always 
kept  myself  informed  concerning  the  condition  and  the  treatment 
of  its  inmates.    There  has  not  been  much  sickness  among  them. 

Of  the  three  deaths  which  occurred  there  during  the  year 
two  were  more  or  less  sudden,  and  one  the  result  of  an  incurable 
disease.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS 

OF 

The  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital. 


The  Mary  FJetcher  Hospital,  the  gift  of  Mary  M.  Fletcher 
to  the  suffering  of  Vermont,  to  medical  science,  and  to  the  profes- 
sion of  nursing,  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  Vermont, 
November  18th,  1876.  Its  Board  of  Directors  was  organized 
December  6th,  1876.  Shortly  afterward,  in  accordance  with 
the  choice  of  Miss  Fletcher,  the  Directors  selected  as  the  site 
of  the  Hospital  and  purchased  the  Catlin  estate,  consisting  of 
about  25  acres  of  high  ground  overlooking  the  City  from  its 
eastern  side.  The  property  thus  acquired  has  been  increased  by 
subsequent  purchases  to  about  50  acres,  including  beside  land 
devoted  to  meadow  and  pasture,  a  spacious  garden,  an  orchard  of 
200  fruit  trees,  and  a  pine  grove.  During  the  years  1877-8  were 
erected  the  Administrative  Building,  containing  also  rooms  for 
private  patients,  the  Men's  Ward,  the  Amphitheatre  for  clinical 
lectures,  and  out-buildings,  costing  about  $50,000.  The  Hospital 
was  dedicated  and  opened  for  patients  January  22d,  1879,  having 
a  capacity  for  27  patients.  On  the  death  of  Miss  Fletcher,  Feb- 
ruary 24th,  1885,  the  Hospital  came  into  possession  of  the  bulk 
of  her  estate,  which,  together  with  the  original  endowment  and 
gifts  for  free  beds,  constitutes  a  permanent  fund  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  Hospital  of  about  $330,000.  During  the  past  year, 
1887,  there  have  been  added  to  the  Hospital  buildings  a  Women's 
Ward,  embodying  all  the  latest  improvements  in  hospital  con- 
struction, an  Isolated  Ward  for  severe  surgical  cases,  and  a  build- 
ing containing  an  operating  room  and  a  room  for  the  preparation 
of  surgical  dressings,  the  whole  cost  being  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $15,000,  The  total  capacity  of  the  Hospital  is  now  43  beds, 
which  in  emergency  could  be  increased  to  50  beds. 

By  the  intention  of  the  Founder  and  in  the  method  of  its 
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administration  by  the  Directors,  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital  is 
for  the  benefit  of  all  residents  of  the  State  of  Vermont  whose 
cases  can,  for  any  reason,  be  better  treated  in  a  public  institution 
than  by  means  within  reach  of  the  ordinary  practitioner.  Cases 
from  outside  the  State  are  not  refused  if  there  is  room  for  them, 
but  it  is  understood  that  residents  of  the  State  have  the  prior 
claim. 

ENDOWED  BEDS. 

A  Free  Bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity  in  the  Hospital 
for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars.  Four  have  already  been 
thus  endowed : — 

I.  The  Julia  M.  Edmunds  Bed  ;  endowed  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  F.  Edmunds  of  Burlington,  in  memory  of  their  daughter, 
and  to  be  occupied  by  female  patients  only. 

II.    The  Kate  W.  Morton  Bed  ;  endowed,  in  memory  of  his 
daughter,  by  Mr.  George  Morton  of  Burlington. 

III.  The  Bethesda  Bed;  endowed  by  our  founder,  Mary 
Fletcher,  February  11th,  1885,  her  gift  to  the  First  Calvinistic 
Congregational  Church  in  this  city. 

IV.  The  Loomis  Bed;  endowed  by  William,  Luther,  and 
Horatio  Loomis,  in  memory  of  their  father  and  mother,  Henry 
and  Julia  Loomis. 

Persons  may  be  designated  by  the  donors  or  their  repre- 
sentatives for  the  free  occupancy  of  an  endowed  bed,  under  such 
regulations  as  may  be  made  by  the  Directors. 

The  Directors  commend  this  form  of  charity  to  the  attention 
of  those  who  may  be  studying  the  most  economical  and  effective 
forms  of  relief  to  suffering  humanity. 

DONATIONS 

have  been  made,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  Hospital,  of  bed  linen, 
old  linen  for  dressings,  fruit  and  flowers,  preserves  and  other  deli- 
cacies for  the  sick ;  also  of  books,  magazines,  and  daily  and 
weekly  newspapers  sent  by  the  publishers.  All  of  these  gifts 
have  been  most  acceptable  ;  and  the  Directors  4  desire  to  make 
their  hearty  thanks  to  the  thoughtful  givers. 
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They  would  also  acknowledge  thankfully  the  kindness  of  the 
ni misters  of  the  various  city  churches  in  holding  Sunday  services 
in  the  Hospital ;  and  the  welcome  courtesy  of  the  choirs,  whose 
singing  has  been  of  special  pleasure  and  comfort  to  our  patients. 

A  generous  benefactor,  who  withholds  his  name,  has  given  a 
parlor  organ  for  use  in  the  Sunday  services. 

ADMISSION  AND  REGULATIONS. 

In  order  to  prevent,  and,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  to  cor- 
rect, misapprehension  in  the  public  mind  as  to  the  field  of  benev- 
olence occupied  by  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  the  Directors 
herewith  make  a  brief  statement  of  the  principles  on  which  it  is 
conducted. 

A  hospital  is  essentially  a  charity.  It  is  an  institution  the 
main  object  of  which  is  not  the  making  of  money,  or  the  advance- 
ment of  science,  but  rather  the  cure  of  the  sick,  the  feeble,  the  in- 
jured. It  aims  to  bring  the  benefits  of  the  most  advanced  medical 
science,  the  most  skillful  nursing,  and  the  most  favoring  material 
and  moral  conditions,  to  the  relief  of  the  suffering  of  all  classes.  It 
gives  a  well  appointed  temporary  home  to  those  whose  own  homes 
lack  appliances  favorable  to  recovery,  and  it  adds  some  appliances 
which  the  most  luxurious  homes  cannot  furnish.  It  is,  thus,  we 
repeat,  a  public  charity,  a  benefit  to  all  in  every  class  who  may 
need  its  help. 

But  it  is  an  expensive  charity,  one  of  the  most  expensive 
known  to  modern  civilization.  The  permanent  investment,  in 
grounds,  buildings,  furniture,  instruments,  and  all  arrangements 
for  securing  the  most  perfect  sanitary  conditions,  is  necessarily 
large.  The  current  expenses,  even  after  allowing  for  the  large 
amount  of  gratuitous  service  rendered,  are  seen  to  be  very  heavy 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  diet  must  be  always  choice  and 
often  expensive ;  that  the  medicines  and  instruments  must  be  the 
most  effective  known  to  the  profession  whatever  the  cost  may  be ; 
that  the  staff  of  nurses  and  attendants  must  be  such  that  when- 
ever, by  day,  or  by  night,  any  kind  of  service  is  required,  it  must 
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be  always  at  hand,  wide  awake,  not  impaired  by  fatigue  or  con- 
fused by  conflict  of  duty.  Many  times  in  the  history  of  the  Hos- 
pital, the  Directors  have  found  that  the  paid  servants  outnum- 
bered the  patients,  without  being  able  to  see  how  any  of  this  large 
staff  could  be  dispensed  with.  There  have  been  single  patients 
wTho  have  required  the  entire  service  of  a  nurse  night  and  day. 
In  many  cases  the  medicines  and  special  diet  of  a  patient  have  cost 
the  hospital  more  per  week  than  the  largest  sum  paid  by  those 
who  are  regarded  as  paying  patients. 

Now  it  is  obvious  that  with  the  space  and  the  funds  at  the 
command  of  the  Hospital,  it  cannot  offer  its  advantages  gratu- 
itously to  all  without  discrimination.  Nor  should  this  be  expected* 
A  hospital  does  not  exist  for  the  purpose  of  supplanting  the  regu- 
lar medical  practitioner,  or  of  providing  medical  service  gratu- 
itously for  those  who  are  able  to  pay  for  it.  In  the  minds  of  many 
persons  a  hospital  implies  unlimited  resources  which  the  Direc- 
tors can  dispense  without  stint.  As  a  matter  of  fact  no  institu- 
tions are  more  liable  to  financial  straits,  because  of  the  natural 
tendency  of  hospital  Directors  to  extend  to  suffering  humanity  a 
larger  charity  than  their  means  will  permit.  The  revenues  of  the 
Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  though  administered  with  the  strictest 
oconomy,  are  sufficiently  taxed  by  the  legitimate  claims  of  char- 
ity ;  for  charity,  more  or  less,  every  patient  receives.  It  has  never 
been  proposed  by  the  Directors,  it  would  not  be  consistent  with 
the  liberal  views  of  the  Founder,  that  any  should  be  required  to 
pay  the  full  cost  of  the  services  rendered.  Those  who  pay  most 
receive  fully  half  they  get  as  a  gratuity.  But  all  the  sums  paid  by 
those  who  are  able  to  pay  anything  increase  the  power  of  the  Hos- 
pital to  extend  its  benefits  to  those  who  are  able  to  pay  nothing. 
It  is  upon  these  principles  that  patients  are  received.  Those  who 
are  poor,  homeless,  friendless,  are  understood  to  have  the  first 
claim.  Such  applicants,  when  they  are  fit  subjects  for  hospital 
treatment,  and  when  there  are  vacant  beds,  are  never  refused. 
But  in  order  that  the  largest  possible  number  of  such  cases  may 
be  received,  all  others  are  expected  to  pay  on  a  scale  accom- 
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modated  to  their  means.  We  have  found  that  most  persons  are 
glad  to  pay  all  that  could  be  expected  of  them.  Friends  often 
contribute  to  the  support  of  those  less  fortunate  than  them- 
selves. Employers,  recognizing  the  value  to  themselves  of  such 
an  institution  in  their  neighborhood  in  cases  of  accident  or  serious 
sickness,  willingly  pay  in  part  or  in  full  for  the  care  of  their  em- 
ployees. We  trust  the  time  is  coming  when  the  railroad  corpora- 
tions, the  manufacturing  firms,  the  churches,  all  who  have  large 
numbers  of  persons  in  their  care,  to  whom  they  owe  charity  in 
times  of  distress,  will  endow  beds  available  for  their  use  in  case 
of  need.  And  we  confidently  expect  that  as  the  needs  of  the 
hospital  outgrow  its  means,  other  liberal  hands  will  enlarge  its 
resources,  so  that  its  doors  may  be  always  wide  enough  to  admit 
all  the  suffering  poor  of  our  State,  "  without  money  and  without 
price." 

The  regulations  for  the  admission  of  patients  are  hereto 
appended : 

I.  No  patient  suffering  from  any  contagious  or  infectious 
disease,  shall  be  admitted,  nor  any  lunatic,  nor  any  maternity 
case. 

II.  The  regular  price  of  treatment  is  ten  dollars  per  week. 
Reductions  from  this  price  will  be  made  when  satisfactory  proof 
is  furnished  of  the  inability  of  the  patient  to  pay  full  rates.  A. 
limited  number  of  free  beds  are  available  for  those  whose  circum- 
stances render  them  fit  subjects  for  such  charity. 

III.  Applications  from  outside  of  Burlington  must  be  made 
In  writing,  addressed  to  the  Superintendent,  by  the  attending 
physician  of  the  patient,  accompanied  by  a  full  description  of  the 
case,  and  when  a  free  bed,  or  reduced  rates,  may  be  desired,  by  a 
statement  of  the  pecuniary  circumstances  of  the  patient. 

IY.  Physicians  should  remember  that  incurable  cases,  and 
those  which  admit  of  only  temporary  relief,  are  not  regarded,  in 
general,  as  suitable  subjects  for  admission.

city,  "  during  the  present  year,  will  exceed  $400,000."  The  pre- 
sent Grand  List  is  $103,242.88.  It  is  therefore  reasonable  to 
presume,  that,  allowing  for  all  possible  deductions,  the  Grand 
List  for  the  coming  year  will  amount  to  $105,500.00.  Upon 
this  basis  a  tax  of  75  cents  would  raise  $79,125.00.  High 
way  tax  ol  15  cents.  Sinking  Fund  tax  5  cents.  Total  95  cents. 
In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  in  respect  to  the  insufficiency  of 
school  accommodations.  The  recent  purchase  of  the  Baptist 
French  Mission  property  will  greatly  help  in  relieving  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  school  houses  in  that  portion  of  the  city  ;  but 
an  equally  imperative  demand  exists  in  the  central  and  most  popu- 
lous part  of  the  city,  both  on  account  of  the  crowded  condition 
and  also  defective  construction  of  the  Pine  Street  School  build- 
ing. I  cannot  recommend  the  great  outlay  on  that  school  house 
which  is  required.  The  building  is  not  worth  it.  In  my  judg- 
ment provision  should  be  made  the  coming  year  for  a  new  and 
larger  school  building.  The  lot  is  sufficiently  large  to  permit  the 
erection  of  such  a  building  without  interfering  with  the  present 
school.
